NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The week has passed without an 
extensive revival of the massacres. 
From a small town in the South of 
Russia comes the report of a fresh outrage in which 100 persons are reported 
killed, but whether the victims were Jews or not is not stated, though one 
may infer the worst. In Odessa, Kieff, Kishineff, and the other scenes of 
the massacres, the Jews have more or less been left in peace. For the 
moment the blood-lust is sated. In St. Petersburg, where rumours of 
coming calamity drove thousands of .J}ews and Christians to headlong flight, 
no outrages occurred. The authorities took vigorous action, and the 
massacre which was planned did not take place. The fact that carnage was 
prevented in the capital is eloquent proof that bloodshed could have been 
equally avoided in other cities if the guardians of public order had so desired. 
There is not a town disfigured by riot in which a timely display of 
determination would not have prevented or stopped the outbreaks, and the 
fact that Jewish blood was shed so copiously, and whole districts given over 
to sack and pillage, is the strongest proof that- the local authorities, 
encouraged probably by men of influence in the Capital—for they would 
not have dared these crowning infamies of their own accord—had deliber- 
ately set themselves to rob and murder the Jews. On all hands, indeed, the 
most damning testimony against the local officials is accumulating. What 
Jews throughout the world, as well as Christian sympathisers, demand, is 
the immediate removal from office of all suspects, and their early trial in a 
public court. The safety of the population, as well as what remains of the 
good name of Russia, requires that these steps should be taken at once 
and thoroughly. It is true that a beginning has already been made. The 
Prefect of Odessa—marked out by many citizens as the author of the riots 
~—has been removed, But why has he not been arrested pending a proper 
trial? Why, again, is such a conspirator as General Kaulbars—the 
man who made himself ridiculous by describing himself as a merciless 
‘hammerer,’’ and whose exploits are recorded by our Odessa correspon. 
dent—still allowed to remain in power? We appreciate the removals that 
have already taken place and the difficulties that stand in the way. But 
the pace requires to be quickened, and the conscience of the world 
demands some earnest that the inquiries which are to be held will be 
real inquiries that will spare nobody, high or low, who has imbrued his 
hands in the blood of peaceful and innocent citizens. 

A telegram actually informs us 

that many of the police are 

retiring from the force, the 
active part they took in the looting of the Jews having proved so lucrative 
that they are enabled to abandon work and set up in private life. There 
is not a man among them who, if Count Witte means work, ought not at this 
moment to bein gaol. There must be a general disgorging of the Jewish 
loot, and Government compensation to the Jews for loss and damage suffered 
through the criminality of its agents. The Jewish race is ready to succour 
its members who live in the Russian hell. But its object is not that gangs 
of thieves in uniform should retire unscathed with the plunder. The general 
situation in Russia is still wrapped in darkness, and no-one can say what is 
to be the end of all the turmoil. Count Witte has got together a 
Cabinet ‘of sorts.” But the Liberals are not in it. The new 
Government is not in touch with the great forces which have

made the upheaval. [t does not command the respect or confidence of 


any party. It stands opposed, on the one hand, to the reactionaries 
who will take its life if they can, and on the other, to the revolutionaries 
who demand a constituent assembly. As if to complicate matters, 
the kingdom of Poland, with which Jews will sympathise, has been 
withdrawn from the purview of Imperial grace, and martial law 
set up throughout the land. This is a dangerous step, not merely 
because it offers the tempting opportunity to drown the revolutionary 
movement in a great patriotic and anti-Polish campaign, but because the 
reinstatement of arbitrary government in a great section of the empire will 
revive the spirits of the bureaucrats, and bring the autocracy back via 
Warsaw. In these perilous circumstances, Count Witte should decide to 
throw in his lot with the Reformers, and summon a Constituent Assembly. 
This will at least enable him to lean on the support of 
one great party in the State, instead of, as at present, being 
distrusted and unsupported by all. Failing that, the situation must remain 
acutely critical, while the chances of renewed disorders, in which the Jews 
will resume their part of scapegoat, will become increasingly imminent. 
Once more, it looks as if the Tsar would be ‘' too late.’’ Meanwhile, the 
Jewish people remains stricken with grief for the terrible calamity that has 
overtaken it. From Johannesburg to Toronto, and from New York 
to Vienna it has been shocked and horrified beyond all previous 
experiences. The Jewish race, decimated through 2,000 years by sword 
and fire, calls on the nations of Christendom to look to it that this 
long martyrdom shall at last cease. Jewry has had its fill of misery, 
It has given sacrifices enough to the brute passions of other races. It 
is sincerely grateful to the Archbishop of Canterbury, Mr. Balfour and 
other English statesmen, for their expressions of sympathy and efforts to 
prevent farther massacre. But it asks that Jewish bloodshed should be 
made impossible in the future. Worn by its career of tears and misery, 
it demands that ‘“‘tinis’’ should now be written over the records of its 
unparalleled sufferings. 


With all deference to the 
responsible gentlemen 
who have decided against 
the propriety of holding a representative public protest meeting, we are 
unable to agree with the decis on at which they havearrived. We put 
aside the question of Jewish honour, though the outraged manhood of the 
Jewish people should have voice, and be granted the opportunity of calling. 
upon the Christian nations, once and for all, to end the long annals 
of Jewish martyrdom. We will place the argument entirely on the level 
of expediency. What is to be lost, and what is to be gained, by a demon- 
stration? In our opinion the Jews of Kassia stand to lose nothing by a 
sustained and spirited protest that will reach the ears of the Tsar in his 
private cabinet, as well as of the scoundrels in uniform who have drenched 
Russia with Jewish blood. The danger that is conjured up of mala. 
droit and dangerous speech need not occur in a responsible meet- 
ing. Indeed, if danger of violent utterances were a real one, then it was 
the duty of the responsible leaders of the community to arrange 
a demonstration to prevent the lead from falling into the hands of 
irresponsible bodies like the Zionist and Territorialists, who might be 
tempted into verbal excesses. With the right men in control, and men of 
standing and authority as speakers, the danger which has been conjured 
up would quickly vanish into air. We are afraid that the leaders of our 
community are too much given to spinning fine diplomatic threads. If Mr. 
Oscar Straus, who is a real diplomatist, is not afraid of a public protest, 
why should wa, who are only amateur diplomatists, torture our minds with 
fearsome visions that fade at the touch of reality’? If it is not dangerous 
to bring foreign pressure to bear upon Rassia by means of the Foreign 
Offices of the Powers, why should it be dangerous to seek to influence the 
Rassian Government through the voice of public meetings? In both cases 
jt is the foreigner who interferes, and there is no difference in principle 
between them. Before we are asked to agree that a demonstration would 
be harmful we mast have some evidence that past meetings have been pro- 
ductive of mischief. But no such evidence was produced at the meeting of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association which discussed the question.

But it may be asked, 
what is the advantage 
of holding a demonstra~ 
tion? We think the utility is great and obvious. In the first place, we 
doubt whether the conscience of Christendom is even yet roused to the 
horrors that have been perpetrated. We say this is in no sense of disparage- 
ment to our Christian friends, many of whom have spoken out manfully and 
strongly upon the Russian infamies, The peoples of Europe have been so 
sated with massacres—they have supped on atrocities so many times in these 
opening years of the 20th century—that their moral palate has become 
dulled. Macedonia, Armenia, the Caucasus, the Far East, Kishineff, 
Gomel, St. Petersburg, have served up a_ holocaust almost

_regularly with the morning papers. What wonder, then, if the public 


conscience has lost its sensitiveness to the sin and horror of bloodshed ? 
It is the duty of Jews throughout the world to restore this sensitiveness, 
at all events so far as the Jews, who stand most in need of it, are con- 
cerned. But to what practical purpose, it is asked, is a public meeting to 
direct its energies? Our answer is, to the strengthening of the hands of 
Witte and the Tsar in their struggle with the autocracy. It is clear that 
that struggle has only just begun. The Tsar is surrounded by men who 
will spare no effort to drive back the Liberal forces, and keep in power the 
reactionaries, who have murdered, or would like to murder, the Jewish 
inhabitants. Jews and Christians throughout the world must make it clear 
to him that civilisation asks that there should be no parleyipg 
ee 
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with these people; that the conscience of the world demands 4 
clean sweep and exemplary punishment of the administrators who 
have made the Jewish massacres, and the installing in power 
throughout the country of men with clean hands and clean hearts 
and Liberal instincts. Is it a small thing that the hesitating Tsar 
should be made to feel the propelling force of public sentiment at his back 
in his struggle to do right, or that Count Witte should be able to 
strengthen his wavering resolution with reports of what Earope would 
think of a surrender to reaction. ‘Mr. Elkan Adler, in his speech at the 
Anglo-Jewish Association meeting, distinctly stated that De Witte would 
be glad to have these protest meetings, and that they will strengthen his 
hands, just as the outery in the world’s press has already assisted him. 
Pablic demonstrations need not be an attack on le Witte. Taney should 
and could aid him, and thus help on the orderly revolution of which the 
Russian Premier is now the central figure. At the same time they may 
serve as a warning to ill-lisposed officials in another country which is not 
far removed from the Rassian frontier. If we truly believe that the 
Russo-Jewish problem is to be solved in Russia, then,a solemn duty lies 
upon English Jews to assist to the best of their ability those who profess 
their friendship for our unhappy brethren. The only possible argument that 
should induce us to refrain from demonstrating would be an appeal by the 
Russo-Jewish leaders themselves, as was the case at the time of the first 
Kishineff atrocities. But that appeal, so far as we know, has not been for- 
warded to the Jews of this country. If, as we are assured, the blood of the 
Jewish martyrs is to be the seed of Russian freedom, then we must look to 
it that that seed should not be obstructed by the bureaucratic growths that 
still cumber the Russian soil. The giving of money is right and urgent; the 
| search for places of refuge is a sacred obligation on all our race. But we 
| cannot remove six million people from their homes. We certainly cannot 
: remove them in one or even two generations. In the meantime, our task i®* 
fh so to impress the rulers of Russia that the enforced residence of Jews in the 
: i country should be freed from the danger of hostile administrators and the 
| perilous miseries of the Pale, as well as ennobled by the fullest concession

if Act into force -possibly against some of the victims of the outrages: 
The Prime Minister, Mr. Chamberlain, and the other English 
gentlemen who helped to pass the Act, must now realise the 
force of the many pleas that were uttered in favour of preserving 
the traditions of Great Britain as a refuge for the oppressed; and the 
attitude of the Jewish community in opposing the Act will present itself 
in a more reasonable light than it may have done at the time of the 
Parliamentary discussions. The messages of Mr. Lalfour and other 
statesmen on the Russian barbarities may be taken, we assume, as an

assurances given at the last meeting of the Board of Guardians show that 
the Government is approaching the «uestion of administration in a sympa- 
thetic spirit. An invitation has already been addressed to the Board to 
delegate three members to serve on the panel from which the Immigration 
Board will be selected, and the (‘hairman of the Aliens Act (‘ommittee, 
which was appointed some time ago, has asked Mr. Leonard (ohen, as 
Chairman of the Board of Guardians, to make suggestions in respect to the 
carrying out of the Act.

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OBITUARY. 


The Hon. E. R. BELILIOS C.MG., J.P. 


By the death of the Hon. E. R. Belilios, which occurred suddenly on 
Saturday afternoon, the com- 
Se. munity loses one of its most 
distinguished members, a pious 
and charitable Jew, a sincere 
patriot, and a staunch sup- 
porter of Jewish and general in- 
stitutions. Mr. Belilios had 
only been in London about six 
vears, having previously resided 
in Hong Kong, but in that short 
time he succeeded in making 
his mark, and became greatly 
beloved by those among whom 
he moved. 

Emanuel Raphael  Belilios 
was born in Calcutta on the I4th 
November, 1837. He was the 
eldest son of Raphael Emanuel 
Belilios, a member ot A 
Venetian family, who migrated 
to India in the early part of the 
nineteenth century. He was 
educated at Montague’s School, 
in Calcutta. At an early age he 
married into the Ezra family, of 
that city, his wife, Semah, being 
a daughter of the late D. J. 

Ezra. He thus became con-

Israel Hart. The two daughters are married in Calcutta 

In 1862 Mr. Behlios settled in Hong Kong, where he carried on business 
as a merchant trading with India. He became an extensive landed pro- 
prietor, and largely interested himself in many public companies of the 
colony But his activities were not confined to business. He rendered 
distinguished service to the cause of education and philanthropy. In 1893 
he erected a public school for girls, and in 1897 a reformatory. He also 
manifested his interest in education by founding various scholarships. in 
1895 he was decorated for his many public services with the order of Com- 
panion of St. Michael and St. George. He was likewise made a Justice of 
the Peace, and became a member of the Legislative Council A position 
which he held from 1882 to 1890. He was a Trustee of Hong Kong Synagogue 
There being no organised Jewish charities in Hong Kong, he was accus- 
tomed to commission his butler to distribute fowls and bread every Friday 
among necessitous families. 

Karly in the year 1900 Mr. Belilios, with his wife and son, came to settle 
in London, in order that his son might be educated in England for the 
legal profession. He at once evinced an interest in Jewish institutions by 
attending a display of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and presenting them with 
a banner. About the same time he favoured our columns with an interview 
concerning the Jews of Hong Kong, in the course of which he mentioned 
that they occupy a high position, and are well respected. An exceedingly 
observant Jew, he brought with him to England a native Jewish cook, who 
accompanied him on his travels and acted as his Shochet. 

Having visited various London synagogues, he decided to attach 
himself to the Berkeley Street’ Congregation, of which he became 
one of the most regular and devoted members. He took 
a deep interest in its affairs, and on one occasion he 
provided a splendid entertainment at his house for the members 
of the choir. e also threw open his house for drawing-room meetings of 
the West London Synagogue Association. It will be remembered that, on 
the oceasion of the Coronation of King Edward, he generously gave up his 
house in Piccadilly to the Jewish Board of Guardians, so that the charity 
might benefit from the letting of seats to view the royal procession. The 
postponement of the Coronation, in consequence of the King’s illness, inter- 
fered somewhat with these plans; nevertheless, the Board gained a con- 
siderable sum by Mr. Belilios’ kind and thoughtful act. He was, indeed, a 
most charitable man, and never refused a single appeal that was made to 
him whether for public or private charity. 

A Conservative in politics, the Hon. E. R. Belilios was a devoted 
adherent of his party and a fervent admirer of the late Lord Beaconsfield. 
Long before he settled in London he was in the habit of sending a floral 
tribute to be placed at the foot of the great statesman’s statue on Primrose 
Day. He used to send a similar offering to Hughenden. He 
was & prominent member of the Constitutional Club. and held 
in great respect by his party, and his colonial friends, many of whom were 
often to be seen at the Tuesday afternoon receptions of Mrs. Belilios. 
Gifted with urbane manners, both Mr. and Mrs. Belilios made charming 
hosts, and it was a great pleasure to them to dispense at 134, Piccadilly a 
similar open-handed hospitality to what they had been accustomed to in 
Hong Kong, where “The Eyrie” was a well-known social centre. Mr. 
ae was a member of the Maccabeans, and a frequent attendant at its 
unctions. 

A couple of years ago Mr. Belilios re-visited Hong Kong, and he returned 
home by way of the newly-built Siberian railway, of which he published an 
interesting account in a pamphlet which he circulated among his friends. 
After returning to England his health became somewhat indifferent, and 
he was forced to curtail the regular exercise in the open air, of which he 
was an ardent advocate. On coming back to London a few weeks ago from 
Eastbourne, he was found to be suffering from disease of the heart, and was 
ordered by his medical adviser to keep his room. Double pneumonia 
supervened, as already stated, and he died quite unexpectedly on Saturday 
afternoon. On the previous Wednesday he was able to be present at the 
circumcision of his grandson, which was performed at 134, Piccadilly, by 
Dr. Henry Dutch. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday morning from 134, Piccadilly, whence 
a long cortége started for Golder’s Green. The chief mourners were:

The first part of the funeral service was conducted by the Rev. Isidore 
Harris, who delivered the following address If there are occasions when 
the ordinary service for the dead recited in this hall may fittingly be sup- 
plemented by some particular and personal expression of what death has 
deprived us of, one of those occasions is the present, when we are met to 
pay the last tribute of respect to one who was deserving of no ordinary 
respect. Not that our departed friend would have desired anything in the 
nature of a eulogium, for in life he was one of the simplest and most 
modest of men. But for the sake of those left behind, for the sake of the 
community to which he belonged, and the causes which he cherished, it 1s 
well that we should call to mind some of those features in his character 
which we had learnt to honour and admire. Emanuel Raphael Belilios 
represented a fire type of humanity, which combines in itself many varied 
excellences. It was but a few years ago that he came among us, a stranger 
of whose good works we knew only by repute. Almost at once we realised 
how well that reputation was deserved. We recognised in him a God-fearing 
Israelite attached to his faith with every fibre of his being, to whom it vas 
a joy to worship in our Synagogue from Sabbath‘to Sabbath. We recognised 
in him also a benevolent Israelite whose charity—never withheld, whoever 
asked it—was the spontaneous expression of a generous heart. He was a 
man whom to know was to love. One could not but feel attracted towards 
so warm-hearted a disposition, so kindly and courteous a personality, a 
man so manifestly anxious to acquit himself of his duty in every relation 
of life. Not the least strong point in his character was his patriotism. He 
reverenced the Imperial idea; it was to him a sacred thing. His pubtic 
career was but one more illustration of the truth so abundantly proved thas 
there is no more ardent loyalist than the pious Jew, and no more devoted 
subject of his gracious Majesty than the English Jew. And so in what- 
ever light we regarded him we found him estimable, and we feel his 
sudd@n death as a loss which will not easily be replaced. We trust that 
those who have cause to mourn him most, his nearest and dearest ones, will 
find some alleviation of their sorrow in the sympathy of loving friends, yet 
greater solace in the fond remembrance of his many virtues and graces, 
and their chief support in the assurance that his soul is with God, Who 
has called His faithful servant to Himself to receive the reward of the just.

Mr. ISAAC BUNFORD SAMUEL. 

Mr. Isaac Bunford Samuel, late of the Stock Exchange, died last Friday, 
at the age of seventy-eight, at his residence, Marlow House, Kingston-on- 
Thames. He was the younger son of Isaac and Henrietta Samuel, and a 
nephew of Bunford Samuel, of the Stock Exchange. The deceased com- 
menced life in Mincing Lane in about the year 1895, and some five years 
later be was taken into business on the Stock Exchange by his uncle, and 
became a junior. partner of the firm. On the death of his uncle, Mr. Samuel 
took Mr. Crews into partnership, and the original firm is now Crews and 
Lichtenstadt. The late Mr. Samuel bore a very high name on the Stock 
Exchange, and he was both respected and popular He retired from 
business several years ago. He was a member of the Central Synagogue 
which he was in the habit of attending on all festivals. For several years 
he lived with two maiden sisters at 2, Hanover Terrace, Regent's. Park. 
Late in life he married Miss Keen, a lady not of the Jewish faith, by whom 
he had three daughters, one of whom predeceased him. He was a member 
of the Samuel family, who were descended from the famous Saul Wahl, 
some particulars of whom we gave a few weeks ago in connection with the 
obituary of the late Major Salomons. He was related to Sir Harry Simon 
Samuel. M.P., to Mr. Francis Samuel, of Bryanston Square, and to Baroness 
George de Worms. An ancestor of the family, Moses Samuel, the financier, 
died in 1839. He was known as Moshe Ligurik, and lived at Sparrow 
Corner. dying at Canonbury at the age of ninety-eight. Baron Denis de 
Samuels was a son, and another son was Samuel Moses Samuel, of Park 
Crescent. whose eldest daughter married Baron Solomon de Worms.

Diseases of the Heart, London Fever Hospital, Queen Charlotte’s Lying-in 
Hospital, Royal London Ophthalmic, Royal Orthopedic, Hospital for Diseases 
of the Throat, Nose and Ear, Royal Hospital for Children and Women, 
Hospital for Sick Children, Great Ormond Street, Victoria Hospital for

MAGNIFICENT DISPLAY AT QUEEN’S HALL. 


STIRRING SPEECHES. 


£5,035 COLLECTED. 


On Saturday evening the Jewish Lads’ Brigade gave an impressive dis- 
play at the Queen's Hall, the platform and circles of which were filled with 
a large and representative gathering. Among those on the platform were :

effected from a number of doors arranged at regular intervals. 


When the guests begin to arrive the 
hand of the London Regiment, under 
Landmaster T. Jarvis, played a merry 
overture. The band was accommo- 
dated in the centre of the upper 
circle, and the effect of the combined 
brass, drum and fife and bugle, was 
very striking. The music was played 
with excellent swing and restraint, 
though the volume of sound was 
at times rather overpowering. 
Right and left markers had already 
been drawn up down the centre 
of the hall when the chief visitors 
took their seats on the platform. 
Bagler-Sergt. Shurek then sounded 
the “ Advance,” and with a bewilder- 
ing rapidity and precision all the 
companies, numbering several hun- 
dred lads, marched into position. At 
the command of Mr. Hallenstein, the 
whole presented arms while the band 
played the “General Salute.” The 
bugler then sounded the “ Retire,” 
and almost in as many seconds as 
there were companies, the large 
arena was cleared again. 

The next item was Company Drill 
by the Stepney Company (Lieutenant 
D. Myer), under Staff-Sergeant J. 
oote. The marching was very 
accurate, and the various formations 
taken up while on the march were 
excellently carried out. This was 
succeeded by an interesting exhibi- 
tion of Maxim Gun Drill by the Dea! 
Street Company (Captain J. Solomon), 
under Instructor Cairns. It had a 
flavour of the “ real thing,” especially 
when the two guns were bombarding 
the platform, while the lads not 
. working the guns were completing 
the murderous work with rifle fire. 
The guns were unlimbered with great 
rapidity, and put into fighting trim 
again equally «quickly, while the 
career of the lads round the arena at 
the double was suggestive of the 
Naval Brigade dragging a “Long 
Tom” up the heights of Lady- 
smith. This realistic item was con- 
cluded by a tableau in which lads 
and pieces of the gun formed the 
constituent elements. 

The smoke of the Maxim-guns had 
(figuratively) hardly cleared away 


when the arena was filled with a Physical Training Squad of the Free School , 
Arrayed in grey “army” shirts with | 


Company under Captain J. Landsberg. 

Sleeves rolled up, they looked very business-like and muscular. To the 
accompaniment of the drum and fife band they went through a series of 
excellently devised exercises, which evoked well-earned applause at the 
conclusion of each. A squad of the Provincial Regiment (which had been 
accommodated at the Brady Street Club during their stay in London) gave 
an exhibition of “ Zouave Drill,” under Sergeant-MajorGicht. Wearing light 
rubber shoes and moving to no other signal. than the intermittent sound of a 
whistle, they were apparently making an attempt to solve the problem of 
perpetual motion, or to imitate the wheeling flight of a flock of sea-gulls. 
At thee nd they lay in the form of a crescent and fired volleys at imaginary 
foes, though the only opposing fire was the rattle of applause from an appre- 
Clative audience. The success of their performance should encourage the 
work of the Brigade in provincial centres. 

_A composite squad of the Deal Street and Norwood Companies, dressed in 
white, under Captain D. Spero, next gave an exhibition of physical drill with- 
outarms, Squatting, bending, stretching, lunging, were carried out by all 
the lads as one man, and an amusing conclusien was provided by a march, 
which was enlivened by hopping, a long stride similar to the German Parade- 
schritt, and a chain bobbing up and down at the squat—the position in which 
the detachment made a humorous if undignified exit. 

The next item was somewhat terrifying. Five lads, walking across the 
arena, suddenly lapsed into unconsciousness, with various wounds and 
fractures. Luckily, an ambulance detachment, under Staff-Sergeant Lubritski, 
happened to be walking that way, providentially equipped with a limited 
number of stretchers and an unlimited supply of bandages. The“ casualties ” 
had their mangled limbs set and bound, and were laid on the stretchers, 
some of the latter improvised out of coat jackets and rifles. A tall red-cross

Lieutenant-Colonel Monteriorne (Commandant) then said: It is my plea- 
sant daty to introduce to you Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K.C., M.P., who has kindly 
consented to preside over our proceedings this evening. We all know what 
an extremely strenuous life Mr. Isaacs leads, and how extremely valuable 
is his time. And, therefore, we are doubly grateful to him for having 
accepted our invitation to-night. (Cheers.) We are most fortunate in 
having amongst us very many distinguished gentlemen. Among them we 
have the Right Hon. H. Arnold-Forster, His Majesty's Secretary of State for 
War (cheers), Field Marshal Sir George White, General Oliphant, Command- 
ing the Home District, and our own Chief Rabbi. We can only tell these 
gentlemen and all our other distinguished guests that we value their attend- 
ance, and that for a long time their presence will be remembered by every 

When eminent men, such as those | have 
mentioned, and others who are here to-night, and all of you, come to help us 
in the work we are doing, it will inspire every one of us of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade to proceed in our work with renewed vigour, and to go on, as our 
motto says, “ From Strength to Strength.” (Cheers.) Before 1 sit down, ! 
wish to say a very few words as Commandant in praise of, and in thanks to, 
those who have served so well under me, the Head«juarters’ Staff, the oflicers 
of companies, and the non-commissioned oflicers. This is a time when they 
should have a certain meed of praise from all of us. We have amongst 
them the Chief of the Staff (cheers), without whom we could do but little. 
His work is very arduous, and he carries it out with great tact and zeal. 
Then we have the oflicer commanding 
the Provincial Regiment, and I should 
think he has travelled more often 
than must between London and our 
great provincial towns in carrying 
out his arduous work in these centres. 
It is due to him that we have the 
pleasure to-night to see a_ small 
detachment of the Manchester Regi- 
ment, and I hope you will think 
they acted very creditably in this 
display. (Hear, hear.) Then there 
is our Quartermaster, to whom we 
have to look for all things con- 
nected with supply and transport, 
and very miserably should we fare in 
our week at camp without him. He 
sees that all is carried out most 
regularly and economically, and 
meets the demands not only of all of 
us but also of the next ollicer of our 
Head«wuarters’ Staff, our paymaster 
or treasurer who, like all treasurers 
worthy of the name, keeps a very 
watchful eye on the expenditure of 
the Brigade. I should have mentioned 
one most satisfactory thing I have 
to announce that will be received 
by everybody with the very 
greatest delight, and that is that 
our Chief Rabbi has consented to 
be the honorary chaplain of our 
Brigade. (Cheers.) I think no greater 
compliment could have been paid to 
our work than that he should have 
given his consent to act in such 
a capacity. We have also our medi- 
cal men, to whom great praise is 
due. And then our Brigade Secre- 
tary (cheers) must not be forgotten. 
On these occasions when we are 
appealing and giving displays, or 
whenever any hard work is before 
us, then our Brigade Secretary comes 
to the front and works like a man. 
One word with regard to the com- 
pany oflicers. They are for the most 
part professional or business men, 
and they have to work hard every 
day of their lives, but they spend 
their evenings of leisure with the 
lads either at drill or at their clubs. 
And instead of devoting their spare 
time to self-amusement and _ indal- 
gence, they are always working for 
the benefit of the lads under their 
command. It is their aim, as it is the aim of all the officers, to instil in 
these lads such a spirit of self-respect and habits of discipline that they shall 
become honest and good citizens, that they shall be loyal to their King and to 


the country which they have learnt to love so well and where they have full 
religious liberty. 


(Cheers.). The work of the non-commissioned ollicers 


speaks for itself. Their conduct is such that it shows that the training and 


lessons taught in the Brigade are those which should be inculcated in all the 


work of the Brigade. In conclusion, | desire to thank Mr. Rufus Isaacs and 
all the ladies and gentlemen for being present to-night. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Rurus Isaacs, K.C., M.P., who was loudly cheered said: I assure 
you that what | have done did not require that | should be praised or 
thanked for having presided on this occasion. I would like to know 


whether there isany member of the Jewish community here present, who 


has not felta thrill of satisfaction at seeing the result of the work done by 
the Brigade as displayed to usto-night. As | gazed at what was taking place 


before us here I will confess there came also thoughts which were sad, 


lads without at the same time 


thoughts which were indeed distressing. No one could look upon these 
thinking also of other Jewish lads 


in another part of Europe where the treatment meted out to them is 80 


different to that which they meet with in this and other Christian countries, 


This is not the occasion to address you on the subject, but indeed itis an 
- oecasion which I cannot allow to pass without making these few observa- 


tions on this point. 


Because I must be speaking what is not only in our 
minds but in the minds of all members of any community when I say thata 
thrill of horror and a shudder of shame has gone through Europe to think 


that the horrible atrocities and terrible massacres of which we have been 


reading day by day should be committed in these days, in our civilised 
times, upon a people and upon those who have committed no crime, but 
belong to the Jewish race, and who are law-abiding citizens. (Cheers,), 
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May I add a word of thanks to those other countries, to the churches, 
and in particular, to our own country for the way in which the English 
people not only here but throughout the Empire have received this news— 
with horror, thanks for the sympathy extended to the Jews by them, for the 
words of the Archbishop of Canterbury (cheers) and for the assistance which 
has been rendered to us by His Majesty's Government. (Cheers.) | will pass 
from this subject to one which has brought me here this evening, and if I have 

referred for a few moments to this question | am sure you will not think I 
have trespassed on your time in this respect, because it is connected with 

something on which I felt called upon to voice your views. And now let me 

speak of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. A great many of you will know that this 
institution was started by Colonel Goldsmid in 1895, and carried on by him 
with a zealous enthusiasm worthy of the cause he bad taken unto his heart. 

He managed to press many into the service, and the result of his labours you 
have seen to-night in the present state of the Brigade. This Brigade started, 

as | have said, in 1895, when, for the first time, 16 lads went into camp. In 
i005 there were 1,000 lads in camp at the same time, including some three 
hundred in camp at Lytham. The Brigade has centres in the provincial 

towns, in Canada and South Africa. The work has developed and will still 
develop because it is good work. It has been started and carried 
on on a system of military organisation, of discipline and of drill, 
and who shall say after what we have seen of the physique of 
the lads, of their alertness and good conduct that military discipline 
has not condaced not only to the welfare of these lads but to the welfare of 
the community at large of which they are members? (Cheers.) If good work 
has to be done it must be started, in my humble opinion, almost always from 
the physical side. It is difficult indeed to ameliorate the social condition of 
people, if yoa do not at the same time pay close attention to their physique. 

At a moment when in this country we have as the result of the sittings of a 
Departmental Committee considered the question of physical deterioration, 
1am perfectly certain it must have caused real pleasure to His Majesty's 
Secretary of State for War and the distinguished officers present to see the 
bearing and physique of the lads giving this display. And also let us 
remember that not only in the military work that is done does the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade deserve well of the community. It is not only in its military 
aspect but in the cultivation of those responsibilities and duties which are 
necessary to make good citizens that the Jewish Lads’ Brigade shines and 
has done such excellent labour. (Cheers.) It is not only by discipline and 

drill, but it is very largely as the result of the discipline and drill and the 

orderliness and cleanliness and the honour which is instilled into those who 
have been drilled by the officers of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade that we see in 
the lads the makings of good citizens of the British Empire. (Cheers.) 

We know that in these lads there must be, and indeed is, 
an esprit de corps engendered as a result of the work which 
they do together. From that it is an easy step to get unsel- 

lishness and also honour—-the desire to conduct oneself honour- 

ably amongst men whose good opinion is worth having, amongst men with 
whom one comes into contact. That is the spirit and one of the great 
objects of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Let it not be lost sight of in the 
military aspect we have had to-night. The military organisation is part and 
parcel of the system, the foundation upon which we seek to build that state 
of things amongst the boys that. hereafter whenever a Jewish Lads’ Brigade 

boy applies for a situation the employer wil! know that he is certain to get a 
lad of honourable conduct. (Cheers.) May I say a word or two with 
reference to the officers, because I do not think it would be right to pass 
them over, in spite of what has been said by Colonel Montefiore. Nor 
would it be right to attempt to understand the work of the Brigade if we 
did not know what the work of the officers is. These officers fill a more 
important place to the lads than a military officer can to his troops, because 
they are enabled by the work they do not only to see these lads and work 
with them on parade, but to work with them off parade. Nearly all of 
the oflicers are managers of Working Lads’ Clubs, and devote their 

attention to these boys and do everything they can to see that the 
boys are conducting themselves well and learning to bear aloft 

—aye! and high— the banner of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

There are now many thousands of lads who have passed through the Brigade. 
Large numbers of them owe the situations which they occupy, in which they 

are doing good work and earning good livings, to the oflicers under whom 
they drilled. Let me give you an instance of how far this goes. As no 
doubt many of you know, when a lad is apprenticed by the Industrial Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Board of Guardians a guardian is appointed to look after 
him and take him under his special care. If the lad is a member of the 

Jewish Lads’ Brigade, the Board of Guardians communicates with the officer 

in charge of the lad’s Company, and that officer becomes the lad’s guardian. 

Are not. these objects worth striving for? Are they not ideals which are 

worth attaining? Are they not indeed aims which will and can only shed 

lustre on the race to which most of us here have the privilege to belong. I 

cannot conclude what I have said on this subject without saying how glad 

we are that the Right Hon. Hugh Arnold-Forster has found time from his 
busy life as Secretary of State for War to come here to encourage us in the 
work, and shed upon us the light of the countenance of the Minister for War, 
who is responsible for the military forces of our Empire. May I also add my 
thanks on your behalf to Sir George White and Genera! Oliphant for also 
attending this display, and not only to them, but to all other distinguished 
officers here present, and say, on your behalf, how pleased we are that Mr. 

Justice Bigham has honoured us with his presence. It is kind of them to 

take an interest in us. I am quite sure we are grateful to them. May I also 

read to you a letter received from Lord Roberts, who is unfortunately 
prevented from attending : 
Dear Mr. Marxs, 

I really am very sorry to have to disappoint you and to have to confirm 
my former letter saying I found it impossible to be at the Queen's Hall to morrow 
evening. lam not residing in London and I am very sorry | cannot manage to be 
present. [am more especially sorry because the late Colonel Goldsmid, the founder 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, was an officer whom I had known for many years and 
for whom IJ had the highest respect. I have no doubt that the display will be a great 
success, and | am very sorry I shall not have the pleasure of seeing it myself. —

In my enthusiasm in pleading the cause of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade to 
on I had almost forgotten the position I occupy and the character in which 
stand before you. Because, filled as my pockets are by your munificence 

and generosity, there is still room for a little more. (Laughter.). I feel it is 

almost ungracious of me, having regard to the way in which the members of 
the community have responded to the appeal to find £25,000 in order to put 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade in a satisfactory financial condition for the next 
few years. It is almost ungracious to ask you to do anything more. 

Maybe some in this hall have not yet had the pleasure of senteiboting, 

There may be some who have no idea how vast, how great, how magn 

ficent a work is being done. To these in particular I would appeal, 

and others who, like so many of our community, never allow the 
fountain of our charity to run dry when there is a cause. To 


_ them I make an appeal. I will not announce the sum total of the collection 


untilalittlelater. I will conclude by saying this, that I know nothing which 
can better appeal to these lads here and to the whole community throughout 
this country than the position which we occupy in this great land. | cannot 
help contrasting that position with what it was some hundreds of years ago, 
and what it unfortunately still is in some parts of Europe. But, ladies and 
gentlemen, and, in particular, lads of this brigade, do remember this, that you 
have duties to perform to the country which is your country now. (Cheers.) 
You have a duty to perform to your King. We Jews are never likely to 
forget that duty. (Cheers.) There were members of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and ollicers of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade who went out at the call of 
duty to fight for their King and country. and die for it if need were when the 
country was in need of their services. | am absolutely convinced that there 
never will come a time in England when a call will be made on the Jews of 
this country and the response will be other than that which will delight 
England and set an example to other countries of what they may expect from 
their Jews if they only know how to treat them when they have them in their 
midst. (Loud and prolonged applause.) 

Lance-Corpl. Berman, of the Free School Company, having presented a 
bouquet to Mrs. Isaacs, 

The Right Hon. H. ARNOLD-ForsTER, M.P., said: I had no idea when I came 
here it would be my duty toaddress you, but I can certainly say this, that if my 
presence here as the representative of my department, or as an individual, can 
serve in any way as an encouragement for the movement of which we see 
evidence here to-night, lam doubly glad I came. (Cheers.). [am profoundly 
interested in the work you are doing. I came partly to support Lord Roberts, 
who has taken so great and important a part in promoting drill and 
discipline among the young men and boys of the country, and now I am asked 
to saya word ortwo. To whom | am to address myself | hardly know. 
There are 7(\)} members of the Brigade in this hall, and there are also a great 
many people who are not members of the Brigade and, indeed, are not boys at 
all. (Laughter.). It is not very easy to speak to both audiences at the same 
time. May | say one word to the members of the Brigade? | came here to 
see your discipline and your drill. | have been here long enough 
to admire them both. I| am not altogether without experience. I 
have seen disciplined men and drilled men and disciplined boys and 
drilled boys in every country in Europe. And let me tell you you will 
have always to do as well if you are going to keep up the high reputation 
you have earned. In France, Germany, Sweden and Switzerland, there are 
young men and boys, as you are, learning the value of discipline and drill, 
and, as I say, you will have to show yourselves keenif you are going to keep 
in the forefront of the work you have undertaken. I was delighted to see in 
all your movements that you had learnt to “ jumpalong.” I first thought you 
had got that valuable tradition from the Royal Navy who do all their move- 
ments at the “double.” jut I see you have got it from the officers. They 
have learnt as everybody has to learn that drill and discipline are quite 
second-rate unless you do all you can in learning what the training can give 
you. I noticed you have a varied selection of rifles. Some have the Martini 
carbines and some a weapon which is more ornamental than useful. 
(Laughter.) You may be interested to know that the Government is now 
endeavouring to follow the example of foreign countries and to provide a 
rifle suitable for boys, which will be a real copy of the service rifle, so that 
every man may learn to use it sometime oranother. (Cheers.) | ama great 
believer in drill and discipline. If you learn to obey you will learn to com- 
mand. There is just one word of counsel I would give you. Do not be afraid 
that discipline is antagonistic to people using their brains and thinking for 
themselves. There is plenty of opportunity for thinking for yourselves and 
using your brains even in obeying orders. One word morc. I have heard 
the band play. I have seen a great deal of marching, and I have always 
found great power in song. Wein this country are not so rich in our march- 
ing songs as foreign nations. I stand among representatives of a people who 
are masters of music and the authors of song, and if anybody can give to this 
nation something like the great marching songs of Germany they will be 
rendering a creat service. I do not look upon you boys as part of the army. 
I do not think these corps are training for the army, for most of you have 
before you a civil life. But I do know this, that if any of you do come to the 
army—and asl am responsible for that service I hope a great many of you 
will—if you do, it is no mean career for a man. A great soldier, Sir John 
French, speaking the other day to a school of boys, on the occasion of 
inaugurating a memorial to the boys of the school who had lost their lives 
in the last campaign, said: “Some of those whom we are commemorating to- 
day were your comrades and my comrades, and the boys who 
go from these great institutions become the men who bear the 
burden of our Empire in many a distant land.” I hope there 
will be some, at any rate, of this great gathering who will 
take that burden upon them worthily when the time comes. 
May I say one word in conclusion, which I do not address altogether to the 
boys. It is quite impossible for one in my position to be here to-night on 
such an occasion and to address such an audience without feeling that there 
is something in such an occasion capable of touching the imagination and 
reaching the heart more than any mere exhibition of drill or discipline can 
do. I cannot shut my eyes to the fact referred to by your Chairman, that we 
are seeing a part of that great contribution which a gifted people is making 
to the power and welfare of the country of their adoption, the country which 
is now their own. When I feel how much is given by this gifted race to our 
dear land, I only rejoice to think that the country to which we belong is 
giving back—I hope in no unstinted measure—some portion of that which it 
is receiving. (Cheers.) I take the words of your Chairman as a true testi- 
mony to the fact that when the time of trial comes for our nation, among 
those who will be ready to bear the burden will be many of those repre- 
sented here to-night, and who, thanks partially to the judgment, courage and 
forethought of one man, have been organ into this great institution, an 
institution which has been developed and maintained and extended by the 
patriotism and good sense of his successors. I regard that as a circum- 
stance which every member of the community can rejoice in. I wish 
you well in your enterprise, and I thank those who have permitted me 
to be present on this interesting and cheering occasion. (Cheers.)

For, as you all know, this isa 
season of stress and anxiety, seeing that from hour to hour I am receiving 
telegrams from the various towns in the Russian Pale of Settlement setting 
forth the utter misery and wretched plight of the survivors of those heart- 
rending massacres. But I have come here in order to evince my deep interest 
in the welfare of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, because I cannot conceive any 
worthier work than the training of these lads to become men of grist and 
pluck, so that they may grow up by being indeed worthy defenders of that 
country in which their parents have found so hospitable a reception. 
(Cheers.) I was anxious to testify, though but in the briefest words, our 
deep appreciation of the sympathy shown for us by the distinguished men 
present this evening. Such sympatBy as we have heard to-night is precious 
at all times, but it is of infinite value at a season when racial antipathy and 
religious hatred have been doing their fell work in the near East. The 
purpose of my addressing you is, in obedience to the orders of the Com- 
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mandant, to ask you to testify your thanks to the various Sergeants of the 
Companies, the boys, now grown-up lads, who have successfully trained and 
drilled the various Companies which we all admired this evening. We all 
especially welcome here a detachment of the Lads’ Brigade from Manchester. 
lam glad to say they attended service at a parade this morning at the Great 
Synagogue, and I was very forcibly struck by their reverent and devout 
demeanour during service. I centre all my wishes and prayers in the one 
aspiration esto perpetua! May this good work endure and abide, may it 
prosper and flourish! (Cheers.) 

SiR GEORGE White said: Leame here to night without the slightest 
expectation of being called upon to make a speech. The notice | received 
of this meeting led me to hope and believe that I was only to come here to 
support Lord Roberts under whom | had served long enough to know why 
the soldiers of the 10th Legion loved Cwsar. But I have very little love for 
the distinguished Field Marshal at the present moment. (Laughter.) And 
had | my willof him, he being a small man, | would hurl him down into that 
pit of young lions only that, | believe, following a good precedent, they would 
fawn upon him instead of tearing him. (Laughter.) I may, however, as an 
old soldier, say to you that what I have seen to-day of the drill of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade has been a very great pleasure to me. _ It is not only 
the accuracy with which they performed every exercise that has been 
displayed before you to-night, but it is the vigour and the muscle with 
which every movement was accompanied and completed. I have also been 
delighted— more than at the accuracy of the movements—to see what is of 
much more importance, the earnestness with which every individual man in 
the squads did his best to maintain the credit of the corps with which he was 
acting. There is no anxiety for one to appear before another or better 
than another. You could see the anxiety in every line of their faces and every 
movement of their muscles to keep up what is the true esprit de corps, the 
unity that means strength. And in addressing you lads I would like to bring 
before you that, trained as your muscles are, a single stick can be broken, 
bat if you “Brigade” together a hundred of these sticks they will defy the 
strongest efforts. There is another pleasing feature in the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and that is the spirit of comradeship which it engenders. Learn, my 
lads, to do what you can for your comrade and remember that a boy 
who is a good comrade will find a good comrade in his hour of 
need. | was particularly pleased with what we call in Ireland the 
“use of youth” which you showed. It brought to my mind the 
memory of a rather awkward squad of recruits which I once saw 
being drilled on the esplanade of Edinburgh Castle by an old-fashioned 
sergeant, rough-tongued and rather rough-minded. The men were so stiff 
that I said in their presence to the sergeant: “Sergeant, some of these 
recruits do not look very young.” He drew himself up like a ramrod, saluted, 
and replied: “Sorr, there are men in that squad who never was young.” 
(Laughter.) Now, my lads, 1 venture tosay that nobody could ever say that 
of you. You have been young, and have made the best possible use of your 
youth. | congratulate you not only on developing your health and strength, 
which are most important factors in happiness, bat on training yourselves 
for what your eloquent Chairman said was a great work. But of all 
the pleasing features that have come home to me this evening, there is 
nothing that has given me such sincere pleasure as what has been dwelt on 
by almost every speaker, and that is, that England, the mother of nations, 
has stretched out the right-hand of friendship when other nations, calling 
themselves civilised, as we have heard in much more eloquent terms than | 
can use, have treated you in a way which would be incredible were it not 
that the story of these atrocities has been given to us on irrefutable 
authority. To all of us English here it isa gratefal spectacle to know you 
are doing your best to return to the country that has extended to you full 
citizenship, both asa privilege and as a profit to herself, all that she has given 
by preparing yourselves, if as a final ordeal force has to be resorted 
to, to play your part on behalf of the country that is only -too 
glad to hold out its arms to receive you. That is not militarism in its 
invidious sense. This is the highest form of citizenship. Your Chief Priest 
gives it the support of peace. The work of us soldiers is to conquer peace 
and force it on those who resist it. The essence of all military efliciency is 
honour. May the Jewish Lads’ Brigade have its fill of honour and go from 
strength to strength. (Loud cheers.)

Dear Sir, | am obliged for your letter with regard to Mr. Marriott-Watson's 
article on “ The Jew and His Destiny ” in the current number of the Nationa! 
Review, though | am unable to see the connection between this academic 
treatise and the terrible events now happening in Russia, in which probably 
five Christians have been killed to oneJew. Ido not feel entitled to give the 
address of my contributors without their leave, but I shall be glad to forward 
any letter you may care to write to Mr. H. B. Marriott-Watson and send to 
this ollice. It is news to me that he writes under a nom de plume.— Yours 
truly, L. J. Maxse. To this the correspondent replied as follows :— Dear 
Sir,—|! beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter on the subject of “ The Jew 
and His Destiny,’ a most cruel and dangerous composition in my humble 
opinion. . . I will lay your letter before my advisers, as | consider you 
greatly uncharitable to publish so dangerous an epistle. I beg you not to 
send me your National Review again, although I have prepaid for it.—I am, 
yours most sorrowfully, D. D. It is evident from his letter that the editor 
of the National Review does not appreciate the danger which the expression 
of dislike in cultivated men involves in persons of grosser minds, translating 
into action the sentiments of repulsion which may be causelessly expressed. 
The worst persecutions of the Jews have always been heralded by written or 
verbal accusations of the Jews, which the educated classes knew to be 
unfounded but which the mob accepted as a justification for the acts their 
prejudices and mistaken views of their own interests dictated. Similarly, 
the barbarous anti-Semitism in Russia is strengthened by the more restrained 
manifestations of the feeling in civilised parts of Europe. Mr. John Morley 
when editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, inserted in it a short but pregnant 
remonstrance to this effect, and stayed a literary polemic which (he felt) 
amounted at least to reckless playing with fire.

ALARMING FORECAST BY MR. W. T. STEAD. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. |

Do not expect from me a calm, deliberate description of the historic, but 
terrible, events of the last few days. These events are so overwhelming, s0 
‘tering, so heartrending, that it is impossible to speak of them calmly 
(no's heart runs cold and one’s blood congeals at the mere memory. What 
rely-tried people has endured during the last few days it is not likely 
rget for centuries to come, just as it has not had a similar experience 
enturies past, since the Crusades, since the persecutions of Chmelnitzky 
Gonte, since DMAN Ary. The ot Kishineft and Homel 
‘bsolutely pale before the recent anti-Jewish excesses in Odessa, hieff, 
Elizabethgrad, Rostoff on the Don, Krementschug, Novosibkoff, Jusovka, 
and many other large and small Jewish communities. Odessa alone numbers 
500 killed and 10,000 wounded, of whom three-fourths were Jews. Innocent 
Jewish blood flowed in the streets of numerous towns of the Pale, and this 
time also in the towns of those provinces in which only privileged Jews 
may reside. The slaughter was perpetrated with such brutal cruelty, and 
produced such devastation that no-one speaks of the unexampled, impudent 
robbery and wild destruction of Jewish property; there is only universal 
mourning for the countless victims. Nevertheless, the pillage and destruc- 
tion of Jewish goods, the savings of many years, aye, generations of 
toilsome labour and great privation were this time quite outrageous, and 
exceeded all that the inhuman Russian mob has ever accomplished in this 
direction. In all the South and South-Western provinces of Russia terrible 
anti-Jewish exeesses raged from the S3ist of October. Hundreds of 
thousands of Jewish families have been reduced to beggary. There are some 
Jewish settlements where absolutely no Jewish shop, no Jewish premises, 
and no Jewish dwelling has been spared. It will take many years before the 
surviving Jews will be able to recover economically from the excesses. 
And now the awful panic which these outrages produce is spreading to 
those proyinces which have been immune from the excesses. Whoever has 
the remotest possibility of fleeing from his home seeks safety in flight 
abroad. Hence the stagnation in all spheres of commercial and industrial 
intercourse which spells complete ruin for the economic existence of many, 
especially of the Jews. But who thinks of that now when the lives of all 
are in extreme danger? And truly this danger is very great. What can a 
diminutive minority lacking all rights and power do against the organised 
forces of the “ Black Hundreds,” which there is now no doubt were created 
by the police and protected and supported by the military. From all places 
which have been afflicted by the excesses comes the’stereotyped report to 
the effect that among the “ Black Hundreds” disguised policemen, gen- 
darmes, and detectives were recognised. The police and military, when they 
did not remain entirely aloof from the riots, hastened to the assistance 
of the “ Black Hundreds,” and participated in the plunder and slaughter. 
Wherever the Jews attempted to defend themselves they were disarmed and 
then cruelly hewed down with the aid of the police and the military. Thanks 
to the comparative freedom of the press which at the moment prevails the 
horrid outrages not only of the “ Black Hundreds ” but also of the police and 
military are obtaining publicity. The widely-circulated Russ publicly and 
unreservedly asserts that the present anti-Jewish excesses are exclusively 
to be laid at the door of Trepoff. Representations to the same effect were 
made by deputations from various organisations t6 Count Witte. Count 
Witte has not proved himself equal to the task of getting rid of the old 
bureaucratic element. Apart from the fact that he still has to contend with 
a very influential Camarilla which seeks to frustrate all his plans, he has 
apparently not displayed the necessary resolution and energy, and perhaps 
also the far-seeing insight to introduce a new political era into Russia, and 
to set in force a new system of Government. This is proved by the 
obscurity and timidity of his now historic royally-approved political pro- 
gramme, which is ostensibly based on the epoch-making manifesto of 
October 30th, but in which the opportunist and adroit politician is to be 
discerned rather than the great statesman animated and inspired by new 
and great political ideas and ideals. When Count Witte undertook the lofty 
and highly responsible réle which fell to his lot he was either shortsighted 
and imperfectly informed as to what was happening in the country, or far 
too little circumspect. Had he been otherwise Russia would not have ..ad 
to deplore the loss of so many thousand human lives, the economic ruin 
of hundreds of thousands, and the eternal shame which she will never be 
able to wipe out. For the present events in Russia not only bring shame 
and obloquy upon the old effete régime, but upon the whole Russian 
people. St. Bartholomew’s Night was at least a fight for religious, if mis- 
taken, convictions. The Sicilian Vespers, and the great orgie of blood of the 
French Revolution were a consequence of a desperate struggle for political 
freedom. But the outrages of last week, which still continue laws and there, 
were a senseless and thoughtless cruel indulgence in robbery and murder 
on the part of the mob solely out of avaricious greed and brutal blood- 
thirstiness. The incited and uncivilised mob were ruthlessly egged on by 
the “ Black Hundreds” who were engaged in a remorseless fight for the pro- 
tection of a rotten and effete governmental system, of a barbarous tyranny, 
internally long decayed and irretrievably compromised externally. The 
latter’s complete inefficiency has been proved on the bloodstained battle- 
fields of the Far East, and by its unexampled, systematic suppression of 
liberty, its violent propagation of discontent and obscurantism, ts its brutal 
oppression and coercion of all the better progressive elements of the 
people. The “ Black Hundreds” fought, in short, on behalf of a system 
which impoverished and ruined a naturally rich country, forced the popula- 
tion into a state of intellectual serfdom, and condemned the people to 
material and spiritual poverty. And even the Sicilian Vespers, St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Night, and the horrors of the first French Revolution, hardly equalled 
the inhumanity and brutality of these terrible outrages instigated’ by 
Trepoff, Bulyguin, and their tools, Krushevan, Gringmuth, Suvorin, 
Scharapoff, and others, euphemistically termed counter-revolutionaries. That 


Count Witte knew nothing of this long imminent and universally antici- 
pated counter-revolution, or, if he knew, did nothing to thwart it, is sufficient 
to prove how little he is equal to the duties of his great and responsible 
position. But what compromises him both as a statesman and a man is 
the ta t that the manifesto of October s0th. dictated by him, totally iwnores 
the Jews and the Jewish question. This was unpardonable, not only 
morally, but politically—a mistake which is tantamount to a crime 

For as a practical statesman, who has so long stood at the helm of state, 
Count Witte should know that the Jewish youth and the Jews generally 
have contributed very largely to the liberal movement of the last decade. 
fhe tate of the Jewish people has so ordained that wherever the fight for 
right and freedom had to be fought, the Jews, as the most oppressed, and 
with the least rights, arrayed themselves in the front rank of the prolagon- 
ists. In the fight for freedom they are in the favourable situation that their 
personal interests are absolute ivy identified with the interests ol treedormn. 
‘hey, therefore, quite naturally evince themselves as the predestined and 
boldest fighters for liber When the promise of freedom was eventually 
gained alter so many sacrifices and such a desper ile struggle, lo pass them 
absolutely by was—apart from the moral aspects of the question—a great 
political mistake. For not difficult to foresee that not only the 
Jewish youth, who were isolated by this procedure, but also their Christian 
comrades, would not be satisfied and content, but would continue the 
struggie with tresh courage and with intenser bitterness. And this unique 
fight was not carried on by bloody onslaughts and conflicts, but by a quiet, 
organised, disciplined passive resistance, a general political strike which 
proved far more effective than the most sanguinary battles. That in this 
struggle the Jewish talent for organisation would be brilliantly displayed 
should have been well known to Count Witte. The manifesto of the 30th 
October could, therefore, by no possible means calm the excited minds of 
the people; it was rather the signal to continue the fight 

On the other hand, the fact that the oppressed and outlawed Jews were 
completely ignored in the manifesto strengthened the idea in the minds of 
the simple, uneducated Russian people that the Jews were citizens of a low 
status and, if need be, could be declared entirely outside the bounds of the 
law. This idea was exploited by the wirepullers of the “ Black Hundreds.’ 
This lightened the task of the “ counter-revolution,” which was to be 
rimarily directed against the Jews and then against the intellectuals 
folding fast to the political maxim of De Plehve, “ We must drown the Jew- 
incited Russian revolution in streams of Jewish blood,” these faithful 
successors and apt pupils, encouraged by the manifesto, could the more 
boldly go to work as, in spite of the proclamation of political liberty, they 
were still in office. Had Count Witte really risen to the height of his great 
task, he would have first conferred on the Jews considerable extensions 
of rights, if not perfect equality, and accompanied the publication of the 
Manifesto by replacing Plehve’s successors by men whose political con- 
victions would impel them to make the manifesto a living reality, and to 
frustrate the infamous machinations of the self-seeking defenders of the old 
régime. Had Count Witte been a really well-meaning statesman with 
yolitical foresight, he would not have accepted his high office until the Tsar 
aa granted these minimum demands. Inasmuch as this was not the case, 
Count Witte incurs a share of the heavy blame for the horrible and shameful 
events of the last few days, which, as a conscientious man, he must endeav- 
our speedily to recall, and it behoves him to avenge the wrong by the 
exercise of strict justice, both towards the Jews and their relentless foes. 

Personally, I have, thank God, escaped all harm, and I and my family 
have been spared from the horrors that have taken place. May an all- 
merciful God still further protect us!

OprEssa, NOVEMBER 10TH 

It is impossible to speak soberly of the bloody scenes witnessed by the 
Jews of Odessa during last week. Krushevan’s method of organising gangs 
of robbers and murderers may be said to have reached its climax and 
achieved a triumph which undoubtedly deserves a page in the annals of 
the darkest ages in Europe and Asia. Russia BAY ca herself on having 
attained the civilisation of the twentieth century witheut having passed 
through the medizval period of fanaticism, though what justification there 
was for this pride I do not know. The Conservative party, assisted by the 
police, have now perpetrated horrors which rival in barbarity the slaughter 
of French Protestants at the time of the Amboise Plot of 1560. But the 
Huguenots were never denied the right to defend themselves as the Jews 
now are. The police disarmed the Jews at domiciliary visits, when they con- 
fiscated the revolvers with which the Jews had supplied themselves on the 
15th of June, in anticipation of an attack by the police which was frustrated 
by the mutiny of the “ Kniaz Potemkin.” These weapons were handed over 
to a gang of hired murderers ten days before the publication of the Imperial 
Manifeste. The vigorous defence by the Jews on the night of October 30th 
was 80 efficacious that the hooligans dared not approach the streets mostly 
occupied by Jews. On the following day the attac 


repulsed with considerable loss. Then the soldiers lent their assistance and 
fired volley after volley at the defenders, even lending their rifles in exchange 
for Watches and other valuables.

At the moment of writing it is impossible to say, even approximately, 
what is the number oi killed and wounded. Some estimate it at about 
15,000. But this seems greatly exaggerated. If official figures are to be 
credited, the slaughter, which lasted with varying intensity for five nights 
and six days, resulted in two thousand killed and ten thousand wounded 
The only figures which are undeniable because they have been verified are 
that there are 3,000 Jewish children whose parents have been murdered, or 
wounded, and buried, perhaps alive, by the police; while about 3,000 more 
children are starving, their parents having been plundered to the last shirt 
so that they are unable to give their little ones even a crust of bread 

I shall not torture your readers by giving details of horrible deeds at 
the sight of which several soldiers went mad. Let it suffice to say that 
the butchery of Kishineff has been repeated on an immensely greater scale 
which is shown by the fact that in the Jewish cemetery Jewish gravediggers 
are working day and night. Even to-day over 300 corpses are awaiting burial 

The story goes that Baron Kaulbars, the Governor-General, when 
warned by an Englishman, about ten days before the massacre, that rumours 
were current that the police were preparing a Jewish pogrom, assured his 
interrogator in perfectly good Koglish that if anything of this sort should 
break out, 1 would not last more than a quarter of an hour. He kept his 
word in a way. The only order he gave during the disturbance took just a 
quarter of an hour to execute. Some Jews had taken refuge in the Bristo! 
Hotel, and their apartments overlooked the street, through which the 
Governor passed. Fearing a bomb, he directed that the Jews should be 
taken to the yard. 

You are, of course, aware that the scenes enacted at Odessa have been 
repeated at a large number of other towns and villages, that Jews have been 
dragged out of railway carriages and butchered, and that steam-ship pas- 
sengers on the Dnieper have been thrown overboard and drowned Is all 
over? We fear that the pogroms have not yet reached their end, and that 
the Liberal party will not be able to curb their bloodthirsty aHitawotilsts 
without the aid of the European Powers. The situation in Odessa has been 
intensified by the fact that the community has had to submit to the 
ministrations of a Rabbi who was forced upon it and whe, even in the 
present circumstances, does ret shrink from event the Vilest TO

NARRATIVE OF THE MASSACRES. 
OpESSA, THURSDAY, NOVEMBER, 

The Odessa municipality waited on the Governor-General (Baron 
Kaulbars), and informed him of the rumours regarding the fresh massacres 
which the police were said.to be preparing. ‘ieneral Kaulbars replied that 
he would take immediate and extraordinary measures to quell any disturb- 
ances, on whatever side they started.

RIDAY. 

Rumoars were persistent that fresh outbreaks would occur on the follow- 
ing day. The Jews were leaving the city, ina state of terror, many taking 
refuge in steamers. (General Kaulbars, however, assured inquirers that no 
danger existed, and that he had suflicient troops to ensure order. Why he 
did not originally protect the Jewish inhabitants with these troops has 
not yet been explained. Meanwhile, hooligans were robbing in the main 
streets after dusk, resistance being impossible, as no-one was allowed to 
carry weapons wherewith to defend himself. The Odessa correspondent 
of the Morning Leader estimated that 5,300 orpbans of Jewish victims 
in the recent slaughter had been thrown upon public benevolence. Over 
7,700 Christian and Jewish adults, who have been plundered, were destitute, 
and were being assisted by public subscriptions. Twice that number were 
being temporarily sustained by thcir relatives and friends. These ara 
oflicial figures. 

Reuter’s correspondent reported that it had been ascertained that the 
number of persons who had sullered by the disturbances exceeded 40,000, It 
is stated that two sisters of Count Witte, who live here, begged him by tele- 
graph to stop the massacre, as otherwise they would themselves be placed 
in danger. Count Witte answered that he had given the necessary instruc- 
tions, and, as a matter of fact, had done so. General Trepotl, however, it is 
declared, gave a counter order, and the massacres continued for three days. 
A Times correspondent, who visited several hospitals, stated that 
95 per cent. of the patients were suffering from head wounds and contusions 
caused by the primitive weapons commonly used when mob law prevails, and 
five per cent. from bullet wounds. The numbers of women and children in 
the hospitals were evidence, he said, of the barbaric ferocity which prevailed 
when the disturbances developed into house-to-house visitations. ‘lhe Daily 
Chronicle Bucharest correspondent stated that the refugees arriving in 
Roumania estimated the number of Jews massacred in Odessa to be at least 
20,000. The police were reported to be ina state of alarm, fearing prose- 
cution for their part in the riots. 

SUNDAY, 

According to the representative of the Times at. ()dessa there was no 
evidence of an immediate recrudescence of the outbreak. There was, 
however, in circulation a list of mysterious origin, naming one hundred 
prominent Odessa citizens as proscribed for assassination. The 
Governor-General, Baron Kaulbars, replying to an address from the 
Municipality, commenced in the following ludicrous strain: “ 1 am a soldier; 
I am a mercilessly crushing hammer.” He proceeded ina similar vein, pro- 
voking contemptuous and sarcastic retorts on the part of the public, and 
references to “ wooden hammers” wielded by “ wooden (ienerals in Man- 
churia’”’ (General Kaulbars was one of the Russian Commanders in the Far 
Fast). The following despatch was forwarded by the Standard correspondent : 
The Executive Committee of the Municipality and the Faculty of Juris- 
pradence at the University have jointly formulated a twelve-page protocol 
against the Civil Governor, M. Neidhardt, who, it is to-day stated, is to be 
transferred to the Governorship of Yaroslaff. The influence of the bureau- 
cracy is thus still powerful enough to protect highly-placed guilty chinovniki, 
who should be arraigned in the criminal courts. Several groups of military 
officers are protesting through the local Press against the infamy cast upon 
their profession by the inaction of General Kaulbars in the recent massacre. 
The Daily Telegraph reported that the Lemberg papers had received 
reports from Odessa, which estimated that 10,000 people were wounded and 
2,000 killed in the Odessa outbreak. The Jewish passengers on the steamers 
plying between Kherson and Alexandrovo were thrown overboard, and none 
escaped. The misery at Odessa was stated to be indescribable. Thousands of 
men were said to have nothing bat the clothes they stood up in, while some 
had only shirts. All were a prey to cold and hunger. 

MONDAY. 
Of the Jews wounded in the recent riots, 114 more have died. Reuter’s 


Ageney telegraphed that as a token of deep mourning, the Jewish Clergy 
have decided not to consecrate marriages for thirty days, and on the thirtieth 
dav to celebrate solema services at all the synagogues for the martyre, (or 
the same day there will be a public fast. The Chief Rabbi, Kreps, who has 
incurred general animosity among his cureligionists here, has resigned,

Previously to the outbreak, an anti-Jewish agitation had been 
openly conducted. Large crowds of ruflians assembled before the 
Giovernor’s residence, and in Tehuflin Square, and + xtremely inflammatory 
harangues were made by gendarmes and certain officials. Policemen going 
about in disguise among the mob spread ramours that the Jews had made an 
attempt on the life of the Bishop of Odessa, and intended to plunder th 
municipal treasury and attack the Governor's Palace. Thus incited against 
the Jews, the mob proceeded immediately to its terrible work. Carrying 
ikons, portraits of the Emperor, and national flags, the mob moved along 
Alexandrovskava, Puskinskaya, and Gostinnaya streets, to the centre of the 
town, pillaging and wrecking in their course almost all the warehouses and 
shops. The police and troops made no attempts to interfere, but confined their 
activities to crushing all attempts on the part of the shopkeepers to defend 
themselves or their property. The troops showed no compupnction, and 
has been ascertained that per cent. of the killed and wounded were 
either stabbed by their bayonets ors'ruck by their builets. Moreover, man 
buildings were wrecked by artillery fire. The looting was attended }\ 
horrible atrocities similar to those which occurred in Odessa. The rioting 
continued for two days, but stopped immediately the Governor received 
orders from St. Petersburg for it to cease. Nearly seventy were killed and 
over one hundred twenty were wounded. All the victims were Jews, Order 
is now restored, but a feeling of anxiety remains. 

A moving account of the Kishineff outbreak is published by the Standa: 
The despateh, which was at first refused by the Chief of the Kishineff Tel: 
graph, states that this “infamous centre of Jewish martyrdom to-day presents 
much the same frightful aspect as it did after the Hebrew holocaust of two 
years ago.’ The actual bloodshed was comparatively less, but the destruc- 
tion of Jewish property was greater, entire streets having been absolute|y 
gutted. In the main thoroughfare, Alexandrovskaya Street, the South 
Russian Industrial Bank, and the premises of the firms of Galperin, Braun 
stein and Spivak, were bombarded with 10-pounder guns, whilst a rain of 
rifleshots was poured through the windows of dwelling apartments above the 
shops. This dastardly outrage was perpetrated upon the trumpery accusa- 
tion of a single revolver-sbhot fired from the roof, but the charge is indignant!) 
denied by the Jewish proprietors, who are all reputable and wealthy 
merchants. In the premises of M. Galperin the -rtillerists and riflemen had 
concentrated their tire on the living rooms, bed-rooms, and the children s 
nursery. The handsome!y-furnished bed-rooms and the luxuriously equipped 
saloon were left a chaotic mass of wreckage. It is abundantly evident, says 
the Standard, that there was’a premeditated intention on the part of the 
military commandant to destroy the most substantial Jewish premises, The 
inhabitants fled to out-houses in the rear of their premises, where, as the) 
cowered in terror, they could hear the rattle of the musketry and the artiller: 
as the shots were rained on the buildings. 

The Standard correspondent was granted an interview by the Governor 
General of Bessarabia, who expressed his satisfaction at the opportunity o! 
explaining the facts to an English journalist. But the correspondent remarks 
that the chief “fact,” as he anticipated, was a direct indictment of Jewis! 
aggression, which he signally failed:to substantiate, and which was com- 
pletely at variance with the independent and unimpeachable testimony 
privately furnished to the correspondent. The correspondent prceceeds :

The attack on the Governor's carriage by the “ hooligans” (a term n 
universally adopted in Russia) was a provocative police manwuvre. A respectab! 
Clad man standing in the centre of the street fired a revolver in the air, and called « 
the people to kill Jews lhe military patrol rushed at him and disarmed him 
save himself from summary punishment he produced a card showing him to be 
member of the secret police. He was rescued by the afore-mentioned Colonel Vassili« 

The correspondent mentions that the Governor-General handed him ° 
list of the casualties, which showed twenty-seven killed and fifty-one 
wounded on the Russian side, and twenty-eight killed and fifty-six wounded 
on the Jewish side. This the correspondent found to be substantially 
correct, exclusive of the four Jews and three Christians who have since 
succumbed to their injuries. Although many of the wounded are badl) 
mangled, there is, says the Standard, a marked absence of the atrocities 
perpetrated in 1903. The correspondent states that he finds it simply 
jmpossible to accept many of His Excellency’s asseverations. He gave the 
jmpression that his utterances were framed on special superior instructions. 


The correspondent gives the following distressing account of the scene in 
the Jewish quarter :—-Famished-looking women and children, homeless ard 
destitute, were huddled in miserable refuges. In one courtyard alone ! 
saw 150 persons of all ages and both sexes shivering in sheds, out-houses 
and stables. All wore the same expression of unutterable misery and terror. 
One poor Jew of eighty years had lost eleven children and grandchildren 
in this and the last ¢meute. He listened to my expressions of sympathy, and 
then raising and clasping hands, exclaimed in his own patois :—“ God of 
Israel! When will these sorely-smarting tribulations cease?” In all, 
about five hundred houses and shops have been looted and wrecked. and the 
damage is estimated at over £250,000. If there is a scintilla of truth in the 
Governor's charges of Jewish aggression, how does it happen that the 
property of Christians was in no case the object of attack ? The correspon- 
dent adds that, as the above casualty list shows, the Jews fought valiantly 
in their own defence. 

Kieff. 


The relatives in Vienna of the well-known Kieff millionaire suga' 
refiner. Brodsky, received a telegram last Thursday informing them that the 
magnificent Kieff Palace Brodsky had been levelled to the ground, after 
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having been entirely plundered. Herr Brodsky’s son was murdered by the 
mob in afearfal manner, and other members of the family are under arrest 
for the crime of having organised self-defence, 


A correspondent telegraphs to us: After the promulgation of the Mani- 
festo at Kieff,a demonstration took place, the processionists bearing red flags. 
In the Town Hall the bust of the Tsar was destroyed. The military who at 
first were inactive, subsequently drove back the mob. Baron Wladimir 
Giinzburg received a telephonic message that the Jewish quarter was being 
plundered, and he made representations to General Dracje, but without 
suecess. The next day his own house was plundered, and when Baron Alex- 
ander interposed to protect the property he was attacked with stones and 
received severe injuries on the skall. The thieves were driven off but 
returned in greater numbera, and destroyed the property that could not be 
earried off. The police and military took part in the work of devastation. 
it is surmised that the disturbances were organised by the reactionaries who, 
being opposed on personal grounds to the Constitution, desired to prove that 
the people were not ripe for it. 


By telegramfrom Vienna, we learn that Baron Alexander Giinzburg's 
wounds are healing. He has arrived in that city. 


The Times of Tuesday printed the following letter from the Baron, dated 
the 9th: 

Having arrived from Kiefl to-day, I feel it my first duty to tell you how thoroughly 
the noted English generosity has once more been proved by.the gallant conduct of 
vour Consul at Kieff, Mr. Paton Smith, who did not hesitate a moment to take us under 
his roof at the very first attack the mob made on my brother's house, and gave us the 
fullest hospitality in his home till all danger had passed. 

The Neues Wiener Tagblatt gives a statement by one of the most promi- 
nent manuafactarers in Kiefl, whose losses daring the riots in that town 
amounted to 200,000 roubles. This gentleman states that, having heard by 
telephone that the quarter inhabited by the Jews on the Daieper was eing 
plundered, he went with a friend to General Dracje, Chief of the Bureau of 
Savetz, and begged for help, but in vain.. The troops and police stood by, but 
these (see Daily Telegraph, November 10th, page 1), not in civil clothing, but 
in uniform, joined the plunderers. The mob rushed from one quarter to 
another, everywhere robbing, plandering, killing and ill-treating the Jews. 
They dragged from warehouses the silks, velvets and cloth, spread them out 
in the maddy streets, and threw the occupants of the houses from the 
windows into the streets below. The troops remained unmoved until the 
Jews attempted self-defence, when they tarned their guns on the helpless 
victims who were fighting for bare life. The next day the gentleman quoted 
went to another General (General Karas) to entreat help. This oflicer 
answered that be was a soldier, not an administrator, and did not know what 
todo. He then apparently went oat toinspect the situation, assuring every- 
body that order would be restored in a quarter-of-an-hour. This proved a mere 
farce, for nothing was done, and the plundering and bestial rioting went on as 
before. This eye-witness farther described his vain appeal to another General, 
and the participation of the troops in the plandering. When he remon- 
strated to an officer, the latter replied that he had his express orders, and 
would not interfere. “ In one word,” concladed this gentleman, “ the whole 
affair had been organised by the auchorities. They first excited the mob, 
and then allowed them fall liberty, apparently to show the people that they 
are not yet ripe for a Constitution.” lr. Mandelstamm and Leo Brodsky 
sent the following telegram to. the Jewish Colonial Trust, describing 
the situation at Kieff : 

Situation desperate. Murder, ravage, fire in 
hamlets in ashes. Jews in Kieff entirely ruined. Smaller towns without help or pro- 
tection lor the latter speeciest, most liberal help wanted Hundreds of thousands 
delivered upto starvation. Beg to engage all communities of Furope and America for 
help. Details follow. 

The Governor of Kieff published a statement to the effect that 
he had received. several communications contirming the allegation that 
excesses and outrages were committed by police oflicials during the recent 
disorders. The Governor called upon all persons who were witnesses of 
such acts to communicate with him on the subject. 


The following telegram was sent on Friday through Reuter’s Agency :— 

All has been quiet here during the whole of this week Leatlets have been dis 
tributed calling upon the population to attack the Jews and Poles, but without effect 
lhe searching of houses for concealed plunder continues This has caused much 
indignati nh amongst the pillagers, who Sav : Tne ordered us to plurider, and 
now they take away our booty.”

Desolation and Slaughter at Ismail. 


The Bucharest correspondent of the Duily Chronicle, who interviewed 
the refuges from Bessarabia, stated on Friday that the town of Ismail, 
renowned for its beauty and historical interest, is a heap af ashes. half the 
population, numbering 30,000, being ruined. The nhimber of victims of the 
massacre is at least 500. 

The slaughter was started by bands of criminals, a‘ded and instigated by the 

police (on arrival of the news that a constitution had been granted, there was great 
ind general rejoicing of Jews and Christians alike. Then revolutionary anti-Semitic 
instigators went about saving that the Jews now had the upper hand, and displaying 
cattered portraits of the Tsar asthe work of the Jews. Immediately a rush was made 
to the Jewish quarters, and fire, robbery, murder and torture of men women and babies 
ensued. Many were forced into the flames and burnt alive, while others were soaked 
in petroleum and burned. Shops and houses were pillaged and set fire to. 
Then other parts of the town were attacked. Those who could, escaped 
in tugs and lighters and crossed to the Roumanmian shore. Many lay 
concealed for hours in the cellars. Rich merchants and _  shop-keepers 
are now paupers, while their relations haye been killed or wounded. A 
millionaire named Levansky and others have gone mad, while several drowned them- 
selves in despair. The police were generally indifferent, but refugees state that they 
recognised many in disguise aiding and directing the rioters. 
_ Tbe military, for a long time, refused to act, but, seeing the riot extend, they finally 
tired on the mob, ninety-seven being killed and 300 wounded at the first discharge. 
(he Roumanian Consul’s windows were broken ; marines have landed the Consul and 
his family with the archives. 


The Slaughter in other Towns. 


At Simferopol fifty-two persons were killed and sixty-five wounded. At 
Feodosia the mob broke open the prison, and, with the aid of the prisoners, 
pillaged the whole town, killing twenty-five Jows and wounding thirty-five. 
Novo Geogievsk has been sacked, not a single Jewish house or shop being 
left standing. All Krementchug, 84 shops and 120 houses have been looted, 
the losses being estimated at two and a ‘halt million roubles. The following 
telegrim was also received by the Jwish Colonial Trust :— 

_ The Jews at Krementchug are in great trouble, having many killed and wounded 
in the recent disturbances. They beg for pressing help from English Israelites. 

_. The Jewish Colonial Trust has received a further telegram from 
Elizabethgrad, stating that the town is destroyed. Numbers of Jews have 
been killed and many wounded. Jewish houses and businesses are looted 
and destroyed, and immediate help is absolutely needed. At Kalarasch, a 
small township midway between Kishineff and the Roumanian frontier, 400 
cottages and huts were burned, 120 Jews being killed and twice as many 


injured. Many victims were prevented from leaving their burning huts. The 
mutineers at Kronstadt plundered many Jewish shops and maltreatedthe pro- 
prietors. The Daily Chronicle correspondent at Bucharest stated on Friday 
that bands of criminals are spreading over Bessarabia, massacring Jews in all 
directions. The market town of Tiraspol has been completely barned and 
rifled. An immense fire was made there, some fifty Jews, men, women and 
children being thrown into it. Daring the three days riot at Ekaterinoslav 
nearly 200 shops and 130 honses were destroyed ; 78 Jews were killed and 160 
wounded. In the small town of Egorievsk,300 troops assisted the common people 
to wreck fifteen Jewish houses and other places where students were sas- 
pected of being concealed. During the wrecking and looting the police 
stood looking on benignly. When all was over, the common people chaired 
their friends the police shoulder high. Those who escaped were compelled 
to walk twenty miles to a country railway station, as the mob was in posses- 
sion of the town station. Warsaw was stated to be panic-stricken on Sunday 
last, the rumour having spread that the Russians were preparing anti-Jewish 
riots. A patrol of infantry, seeing a crowd of Jews standing in front of 
a house, fired a volley without provocation, seriously wounding eight men, 
A telegram sent last Tuesday from St. Petersburg, stated that massacres 
and pillage of the Jews had taken place in the Provinces of Kherson and 
Ekaterinoslay, where the poorer Jews were said to be starving. 


Panic at St. Petersburg. 


Grave fears were entertained that an anti-Jewish outbreak would occur 
at St. Petersburg last Sunday, and in consequence a panic seized the Jews 
in the Russian capital. The so-called “ black hundreds” indulged in threats 
against the Jews, and the latter, as well as the revolutionists in general, 
firmly believed the circumstantial rumours of impending massacre, and on 
Saturday they fled the city in thousands, taking refage in various towns of 
Finland, chiefly Viborg. By way of safeguarding their immovable property, 
Says the St. Petersburg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, they adopted 
the precaution of removing the names of the firms, the brass plates on the 
doors, and other inscriptions that might reveal their identity. The corres- 
pondent states that riots really Sad been planned. On Friday and 
Saturday last suspicious-looking men went about inquiring of the house- 
watchmen, whether male or female students or Jews were living in the house, 
and, if so, in which flat. Then on the door of the back entrance a chalk 
circle was drawn wherever Jewish families were residing, and when the 
servants rubbed them off an invisible hand wrote it again. The revolu- 
tionary journals and extreme Liberals entreated the Government to be quick 
and energetic in protecting the inhabitants. The correspondent adds: 

The municipality formed «a Committee of sensible men, who sent for butchers and 
other market men suspected of being eager for mischief, and talked very plainly to 
them about the consequences of the projected riots here, with the result that they 
undertook to keep ihe peace religio al\ Committee is alleged to have discovered 
long proscriptive lists of Jews and Kevolutionists, but lam not yet in possession of 
them The Police Prefect, on the other hand, made it clear that he meant 
business and would keep the peace at ill Osis leaving the responsibility 
for the bloodshed upon those who sheuld provoke it soldiers were then 
quartered in the courtvards of merchants houses and elsewhere. rematning 
day and night ready for action. The Prefect also summoned the watchmen 
of the houses where Jews reside and had it rubbed into them that they must 
personally hinder all incipient acts of violence, and also send immediately for 
reinforcements, and that if disorders occurred they would be personally made answer- 
able. In many cases to these threats money was added. As the would-be rioters 
realised the unenviable fate that awaited them they resolved to play the part of 
respectable Christians, remain at home, and read the pastoral letter of the Most Holy 
Synod, which assured them that by violence they can serve neither God nor the Little 
lather the sar. 

On Monday, says the Daily Telegrajh correspondent, the Jewish sign- 
boards and brass plates were re-appearing over the doors, though few, if 
any, of the 10,000 fugitives had returned from Finland. 


Where the Jews were not Murdered. 


Poltava, says Reuter’s Odessa correspondent, is the only town in 
Southern Russia where no anti-Semitic disturbances have occurred, The 
Governor, Prince Urusofl, not only declined to give any opportunity for dis- 
turbances, but~ published, with most suecessful results, a most 
humane appeal to the Christian population, which, at his suggestion, 
was also signed by the Bishop and all the other local authorities. The St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph remarks that the antici- 
pated anti-Jewish riots in Zhitomir have been hindered by the authorities, and 
things there have assumed an everyday aspect. In like manner the ferocious 
attack whieh was said to be preparing against the Jews of the city of Tver 
has not come off, nor is any bitterness against the Jews noticeable there, bux 
the city is patrolled at nights by policemen recruited from the workmen's 
ranks. 

Flight of Refugees. 


Several tow-boats have arrived at Galatz with many refugee 
families on board, mostly Jews, who had been hiding from the rioters 
in cellars until the last possible moment. The local Roumanian authorities 
provisionally allowed them to land. Another telegram, sent last Friday, 
reported that Jewish fugitives from Southern Bessarabia were arriving along 
the whole Roumanian frontier. The Government had given orders that they 
were to be received kindly, but: kept under the control of the police. 
The Times, on Monday, stated that 7,000 of the better class 
inhabitants, including many foreigners, were leaving O:iessa, and train and 
steamer tickets were being heavily booked in advance. The correspondent 
of the Standard estimated that 10,000 passports were issued last Friday and 
Saturday. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Daily Express stated on Sunday 
last that the Jews are leaving Kussia inthousands. The movement from St. 
Petersburg is in the direction of Finland, the refugees finding it easy to take 
ship from Helsingfors for England, if they do not intend staying in the 
Duchy. The greatest exodus, however, is from Southern Russia. Kishineff, 
Nicolaieff, Odessa and other great Jewish centres are being literally depopu- 
lated. Every Jew who has sufficient funds is arranging for the removal of 
his family either to England or America. Many of them are abandoning 
lucrative businesses rather than run the risk of enduring another reign of 
terror. The Galician papers report that a wholesale flight from South Russia 
continues. On Monday last all the regular trains were consequently over- 
crowded, and arrived at Lemberg from Podwoloczyska several hours late. 
An extra passenger train, crowded with a great number of Jewish and 
Christian refugees, also arrived. These were persons who could not possibly 
find place in the ordinary trains. 


Official Guilt.—Jewish Provocation ? 


The correspondent of the Daily Telegraph at St. Petersburg gives some 
appalling details concerning the guilt of the officials. He states :— 

The facts already established by numerous dispassionate eye-witnesses and 
recorded in official reports worthy of absolute credence, constitute a terrible indict- 
ment against the frenzied masses and criminal officials, to whom human beings are but 
pawns in an illegal game. Among other details, it is affirmed categorically that the 
police and soldiers generally looked on with satistaction while peaceful men, women 


and children were being butchered. Generally, but not always—for on some occasions, 
as, for instance, on November 9th, in a suburban district of Odessa, the police actually 
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led the attacking party. In Rostoff the troubles were actually provoked by the 
Cossacks. A strike was begun on October 25th, on political grounds, by the railway 
servants, who were gradually joined by the grain-loaders, mill hands, navvies and 
others. Gradually and reluctantly, for many men were willing to work, but the Strike 
Committee forbade them under terrible penalties. The rejoicings occasioned by the 
Imperial Ukase, which arrived on ()ctober 3lst, degenerated into revolutionary pro- 
cessions, with red flags, which, when attacked by loyalist bands bearing holy images 
and portraits of the Tsar, gave the city the appearance of a battleground. 
The Cossacks fired upon the throng and aroused indignation, which assumed 
terrible forms as soon as a rumour spread that the Tsar had given the people per- 
mission to do what they liked for three days. Crying, “ Down with the Jews!” they 
plundered one shop tentatively and with impunity, and then another, until, on Novem- 
ber 2nd, not one Jewish store remained intact. The shopkeepers were not molested, 
except when offering resistance, and then they were killed. The urban militia, com- 
posed of workmen, students and other members of the intelligent classes, resolved to 
put an end to the pillage, marched against the crowd, and were driving it steadily 
away when the Cossacks arrived, fired into the militia, and rescued the rioters. There- 
upon the mob fell upon the wounded lying on the pavement, and, with 
blind savagery, did all to death, and returned to their work of gutting shops. 
But when an officer was put in command who really wished to have order, he pre- 
served it with ease For instance, a certain Colonel happening to be present in com- 
mand when a vast throng of peasants, attracted by the desire of looting, were coming 
in from outlying districts, ordered the bridge over the Don to be cut, and when the 
mob still kept advancing he had a volley fired. If sucha man had been selected at the 
beginning at RostolY, the world would not have had a list of dead and wounded 
amounting to 500, and a loss in property of a million sterling. Although many streets 
were destroyed, and the Consuls were left unprotected by soldiers or police, and 
the riots raged for seventy-six hours, neither British lives nor property were lost or 
harmed. While severely condemning the attitude of the police and soldiers as scandalous 
and demoralising, it is only fair to say that, according to impartial witnesses, the Jews 
in a few cases were provocative. ‘Thus an accomplished young .Jewess led her school- 
children to take part in a demonstration against the Government, unwittingly delivering 
many of them over to certain death Another Jewess bore the red flag of revolution 
aloft, encouraging her comrades behind her until she, too, was struck by a bullet and fell 
dead. In ()dessa the Police Prefect, M. Neidhart, could have also kept order with ease. 
as dispassionate witnesses maintain and established facts demonstrate, for the very 
moment that the tro ps showed themselves to be in earnest the disturbances ceased. A 
Consultative Committee of the Municipality and the University appealed first to the 
Central Government, and then to the British Consul, beseeching him to forward a 
message. ()n October oist the same body requested that the Government should dis 
miss M. Neidhart and appoint as his successor:a man who had not been associated 
with the disorders. In Odessa about 700 Jews were killed, and 2.000 families are now 
destitute It is only fair to add that impartial witnesses also declare that at Odessa 
great provocation had been given by the Jews 

In regard to what the correspondent says as to the provocative 
behaviour of a “few ’’ Jews it is quite possible that an ebullient spirt, here 
or there, may have gone beyond the limits of strict prudence. But the 
rejoicings and even provocative. rejoicings—-that followed the publication of 
the Tsar's concession were characteristic of all the revolutionary forces, and 
the part of the Jews therein, taken by itself, could hardly have been a sufli- 
cient pretext for a bloodthirsty anti-Jewish jucyueric. The evidently wide- 
spread organisation of the riots shows that they were independent of any 
particular act of provocation. Against the reports of Jewish provocation, 
too, must beset such statements as that of the lawyer, M. Uljanitzky, to the 
effect that the tearing up of a portrait of the Tsar, which was used as the 
pretext of the anti-Jewish outbreak at Kieff, was not committed by a Jew but 
by a well-known hooligan and thief, who acted as agent-provocateur. This 
story regarding the tearing down of the Tsar's portrait has frequently been 
adduced as a proof of Jewish provocation. In this connection, the following 
remarks by the St. Petersburg correspondent of the Standard are worthy of 
attention: 

It is regrettable that foreign agencies continue to accept specifically favourable 
reports, fabricated in accordance with the order to the manager of the official St 
Petersburg News Agency, wherein it is stated that the Jews continue to commit /ari- 
kari by attacking the military or the combined forces of the “ black bands” and the 
soldiery. Trastworthy information about the real origin of these outbreaks is often 
difficult to obtain, bat the rule of Governor Khvostoff of Chernignoff as the instigator of 
pillage.in the Jewish quarter is clearly established. The Tsar's manifesto was privately 
telegraphed thither on (ctober 3lst, and similar rejoicings and demonstrations ensued 
there as elsewhere. The Governor, however, telegraphed that the manifesto was a 
Jewish invention, and ordered the military to be sent. Troops arrived, and assisted 
the “ black bands” in looting the shops on the following day, November Ist. 


The Daily Telegraph gives the following startling details concerning the 
guilt of the officials :— 

The hooligans were organised by the police. Wounded rnffians taken to the 
hospitals told the doctors that they only acted upon orders “ from above.” As several 
of the assistant surgeons remained at night, fearing that fresh cases might be brought 
in, tae last batch of hooligans cried," You can go quite comfortably. There are no 
more orders forto-night!” Another day the wounded wretches said to the doctors. 
“ Come early to-morrow ; there will be enough to do. We have orders to begin early 
in the morning!” 

Asa confirmation of this, it may be mentioned that a group of Russian 
officers have published a notice in the Odessa papers stating that all their 
efforts to suppress the disorders and protect the threatened citizens were 
frustrated by the authorities. In Kursk an inquiry into the riots has begun. 
Numerous offenders have already been noted and arrested, and a considerable 
aig a of the stolen property belonging to the Jews has been found and will 

immediately returned. Against these evidences of a better mood, 
however, must be set the report that of innumerable telecrams sent to Count 
Witte accusing the police of complicity in the massacres, not one has been 
published in the official organ, while the calumny of the Kishineff anti-Semitic 
band imputing the Jewish massacres to the Jews themselves is printed in 

ull in the official Russki Invalid without any comment. 


Moreover, the Standard correspondent at Odessa stated that the chief 


adjutant of General Kaulbars authorised hith to deny the reports of the | 


General's impending supersession, and added that (General Kaulbars had 
received from the Tsar a particularly gracious telegram, couched in terms 
gratefully appreciative of his action during the riots at Odessa. 


Action of the Russian Authorities. 


An official Communiqué was issued on Saturday, denying that the dis- 
orders in any part of the country were fomented by the Government, and 
promising a most careful inquiry into the outrages against life and property, 
and the adoption of measures to prevent their recurrence. Even, says this 
document, were the accusations against the Government confirmed, this 
would afford no pretext for the recent terrible occurrence. The Govern- 
ment recognises its duty to remain quite impartial, and will afford protection 
to all who may need it. It will strive to fulfil the will of the Tsar with 
regard to the freedom of citizenship. The Communiqué went on to say that 
the Government categorically declares that all the measures it has taken 
have been exclusively for the re-establishment of order and peace. 
However, as it has received numerous communications accusing it 
of provocative manceuvres, it will open a rigorous inquiry into all 
oises brought to its notice, and will punish the ‘guilty parties. 
The Daily Telegraph correspondent at St. etersburg, however, stated 
last Monday that in Odessa and other scenes of the massacres “all the 
dramatis persone were still playing their part on the stage,” many awaiti 
dismissal and punishment, and among these the Police Prefect of Odessa, M 
Neidhardt, who is a persona gratissima at Court. Senatorial Commissions, 


said the correspondent, were being sent to record the facts, to discover the 
criminals, and to enable the State Prosecutor to bring the offenders to justice. 
“ Nobody,” he added, “ doubts for a moment that the Central Government jx 
doing its best to restore order, and Count Witte deserves full credit for thes. 
endeavours, and for the partial success which is all that could be expected.” 
Since this telegram was sent, news has reached England that the Prefe,; 
of Odessa, M. Neidhardt, who has all along been held to be responsible fo, 
the massacres has been dismissed, and has not been appointed to another 

t. Unfortunately the satisfaction that will be felt at this announcemen: 
is qualified by the further statement, that the new Prefect, General Gregorio" 
is an anti-Semite, though, according to the Standard correspondent, thi. 
appointment is only temporary, pending the assumption by the municipali:,y 
of the entire control of the government of the city, and the abolition of t},.. 
post of Civil Governor. 

Another telegram states that :- 

At the instance of Count Witte, the Governors of the province of Esthonia_. / 
Perm. Tomsk, and Kazan, and of the town of Odessa, have been recalled owing | 
their having taken no measures to prevent the recent disorders within their ju; 
diction. 

The Governor of the Crimea, General Volkoff, who is accused of havin - 
organised the riots at Simferopol and Sebastopol, is said to be insane. A\|| 
the police in both towns are reported to have been dismissed. 

It is also stated that Count Von Pilchae, Prefect of Rostoff-on- 
Don, has been ordered to resign. This official allowed a band of from 50 :» 
100 “blacks” to kill 100 persons, to plunder and wreck 800 shops in the 
Central Bazaar, and, indeed, 90 per cent. of the shops in the city, 
involving a loss of £1,500.000. Another hopeful sign is to be found in the 
Pastoral Letter of the Holy Synod, issued last Saturday. This belated 
letter begs the Russian people to cease committing acts of violence and 
murders on landed proprietors and Jews, and to inaugurate a new era of 
tranquillity and peace. A new Governor-General has arrived at Kiel. M. 
Zychozky, the Chief of Police, and General Beszoroff, who were the princi). 
instigators of the Kieff massacres, have been dismissed. 

Count Witte wired as follows on Saturday to the Russian Aid Committee 
in Vienna, which had urgently telegraphed asking him to put an end to the 
Jewish massacres: With the help of good-intentioned people quietness w 
soon be restored. Everything possible is being done by the Government to 
restore order.” 


Non-Official Intervention and Sympathy. 


Many correspondents have written to the Daily Telegraph suggesting 
that the churches of Europe and America should endeavour to do something 
to check the fiendish atrocities perpetrated against the Jews of Russia, 
Concerted action on the part of the bishops, clergy and laity of the Church 
of England might, it is thought, do much to arouse the heads of the Greek 
Church to'a sense of theirresponsibility. The Russian Union of Unions bas 
published an appéal tothe people urging them to oppose the excesses against 
Jews and intellectuals, which, it is asserted, are planned by the police. 

The Times mentions that the Wiener Allgemeine Zeitung publishes a 
telegram from Warsaw stating that the National Democratic, or Pan Polish, 
Party has issued two manifestoes calling upon the Polish population every- 
where to combat the anti-Jewish agitation. In these manifestoes it is 
pointed out that centuries ago, when the Jews were persecuted in the rest 
of Europe, they found an asylum in Poland. The Poles to-day must not put 
their ancestors toshame. In the Jew every Pole must see a fellow-dweller 
in his country to whom no harm may be done. None but traitors to the 
Polish national cause can join in the persecution of the Jews. 

The Foreign Office at Vienna has, says the Daily Telegraph, received 
numerous requests to undertake the initiative in a common representation 
from the European Powers to the Russian Government, demanding that the 
sanguinary persecution of Jews in Russia shall be energetically stopped. 
Count Goluchowski pointed out to a deputation waiting upon him for this 
purpose the difficultv of interference in the domestic affairs of a foreign 
State,and the probable consequences of such a step. The Austrian Govern- 
ment must, therefore, said the Minister, decline to propose such action to 
the other Powers. It believed that such an attempt would result in a precisely 
opposite effect, and would have dangerous consequences for the Russian 
Jews and for many Austrian subjects living in Russia. According to 
telegrams which are constantly being received, the Austro-Hungarian 
Embassy, as well as the Consulate, are doing their utmost and straining every 
nerve to protect their fellow-subjects there. 

The Papal Nuncio at Vienna, Monsignor di Belmonte, in an interview, 
expressed his deep regret, as a man, and as a priest, that fanaticism in 
Russia has assumed such a fearful form. The Nuncio added: 
“I need hardly say that the Jewish persecutions are opposed 
to the spirit of Christianity. The Popes have repeatedly, in the course 
of the centuries, spoken against outbreaks of fanaticism, sometimes in thie 
case of the Jews. | remember that the late Cardinal Manning, that orna- 
ment to our Church, not so very long ago, when the Jews were persecute: 
in Russia, raised his voice against the oppressors in favour of the victims o! 
fanaticism. Who can think otherwise than with disgust at this barbari'y 
when he sees such desecration of every human feeling? Deepest sympatlhy 
must be felt for the victims. As I have said, the Church, from the stand- 
point of universal charity, can only condemn such evil deeds. It is the duty 
of all servants of the Church to throw oil upon the stormy waves. 
The Christian Society at Odessa is collecting signatures to an address to tlic 
Jewish community, which expresses the indignation of the Christians at the 
disorders, and specifies by name the persons who caused them. Durin the 
panic that prevaiied at St. Petersburg last Sunday in consequence o the 
fear of an outbreak by the mob, the Council of Workmen’s Delegate; sent 
800 men to aid in the defence of the Jews. A large number of Jews pent 
Saturday night with their Christian friends. The Committee of the Union of 
Unions has published an appeal, headed, “ To all Citizens of St. Petersburg, 
in which it is pointed out that the distribution of anonymous leaflets incitin- 
the people to attack the Jews and their friends produced shameful bloodshed 
in many towns in Russia, the victims including members of the educated, pro- 
gressive and working classes, who were struggling for the rights of the 
people, and for the acquisition of the liberties enjoyed in all other civilised 
countries. The Committee, therefore, calls upon honest citizens to take the 
side of the victims of violence, and to demand the trial of the instigators and 
organisers of this sanguinary campaign, together with their accomplices. 
The Odessa Chamber of Commerce has decided to make to the 
exchanges and chambers of commerce throughout the world an appeal to 
collect subscriptions for the relief of the distressed citizens of Odessa and 
other towns in the South of Russia. A Committee for the Assistance of the 
Jews in Russia bas been formed at Copenhagen. Among its members are 
the Mayor of Copenhagen, the Protestant Bishop, and Mr. Gliickstadt, 
veeereee of the dmandsbanken, the most important bank in the Danish 
cap 

Reported Death of Krushevan. 


The Vienna correspondent of the weg Be at nn stated on Monday, that 
areport was prevalent at Kishineff that M. Krushevan, the man who stirred 
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up the first Kishineff atrocities, was killed in a recent encounter with the 
troops at St. Petersburg. 


The Russian Correspondence states that serious disorders have already 
taken place in more than forty different localities, and, almost invariably 
the reason for these sudden and violent anti-Semitic outbreaks is to he 
found in the fact that either the central authorities or their local repre- 
sentatives have sought to discredit the reform movement by turning the 
popular excitement into new channels. The local authorities have either 
remained passive or taken an active part in the massacres. At Bakhmut 
eg.. the military commandant left the town at the head of the garrison. 
thus abandoning the inhabitants to their fate and the fury of the mob. The 
Russian papers unhesitatingly hold the Government responsible for the 
itrocities. The Russ has published a letter from a lawyer, M. Alexander 
Schmidt, who proves that the police and the local authorities openly 
organised the massacre and led the “ Black Brigade” at Kishineff. The 
Russian Correspondenc? prints the following extracts from private letters.

A Heroic Rabbi. 


Our Paris correspondent writes:—“The Jewish Chronicle, like other 
papers, printed last week a telegram from Odessa relating to the heroic 
conduct of Rabbi Slouschz and his wife, who were the victims of horrible 
barbarities from ‘ black bands.’ I am glad to be able to inform you that the 
worthy Rabbi and his wife have survived the barbarities to which they 
were subjected. I made enquiries from their son, Dr. Slousehz, who conducts 
a course of Hebrew Literature at the University of Paris, and is the author 
of a work on Hebrew Literature which has been reviewed in your columns. 
Dr. Slouschz has received n letter from his father. who graphically 
describes the horrible moments through which he and his wife passed. They 
were, in fact, left for dead by the bandits, and they owe their safety to the 
intervention of members of the Red Cross. With an elevation of sentiment 
which testifies to his heroism and with a piety for which he enjoys the 
veneration of all Jews in Odessa the Rabbi writes to his son: “ They could 
only have taken from me the mortal part of my body: of my soul they 
could never have robbed me.” 


Stories of Refugees. 


A representative of the Jewish Chronicle has had a conversation, at the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter, with a refugee from Kishineff (named David 
Duniman, aged 18), who was an eye-witness of the disturbances there. He 
States, that on the promulgation of the Imperial Manifesto the Jews and 
Christians met in different parts of the town. The Christians afterwards 
marched through the Jewish quarter and smashed all the windows. Hearing 
of this the Jews wished to return home but were prevented by Cossacks. 
The Christians subsequently re-assembled, and were addressed by the widow 
of a police-officer who had been killed by a Jew, a priest, and others. The 
speakers all declared that Russia's troubles were due to the Jews, whg had pro- 
voked the war, and called on the people to beat the Jews on the following day. 
Next morning the Jews gathered together and obtained a few revolvers and 
& number of crowbars from a Jewish armourer'’s shop. They were attacked 
by the hooligans, and a flerce struggle ensued, in the course of which the 
Jews were divided into two parties. A body of soldiers arrived who took 
the side of the hooligans, upon which the Jews fled, and remained in hiding, 
while the rioters sacked Jewish houses. Duniman knows of at least thirty- 
five Jews killed, while large numbers were wounded. He was refused permis- 
sion to enter the hospital to seek for friends. The first train which left 
Kishineff was crowded with Jews, who were thrown out of the carriages and 
killed. Duniman left by a later train. He has not heard of the fate of his 
parents, who live at Nicolayeff, where a number of Jews who had taken refuge 

the synagogue were, he says, burnt alive. 

Mr. Abraham Metzinkoff, a jeweller, who fled from Saratoff after the 
— slaughter of Jews by the “ Black Gang,” has arrived in London. He 


The massacres were first suggested by the Bishop of Saratoff in a sermon preached 
in the cathedral. Several hundred men then assembled in Geolsky Street and 
repeated the bishop’s sermon to the hooligans. Then the cry was raised “ Death to 
the Jews!” and the mob, several thousand strong, swept down Alexandrovsky Street, 


raiding and destroying Jewish shops. The mob marched three times around the 
principal synagogue, afterwards breaking open the great doors, and seizing the holy 
books and vestments. These were piled in front of the synagogue, drenched wit 
petroleum, and burned, while the mod stood around, with ikons and national flags. 
rhe synagogue itself was burned, and every Jewish shop in Mascovsky Street raided. 
Extraordinary scenes were witnessed in the streets when the loot was sold. Mahogany 
wardrobes and chairs of splendid workmanship went for less than a shilling each : 
many jewels were exchanvrd for bottles of vodka. 

Mr. STEAD ON THE OUTLOOK FOR RUSSIAN JEWS. 

Alarming Forecast. 

Mr. W. T. Stead, who has just returned from Russia, expresses the 

gloomiest views concerning the outlook for Russian Jews. 
“If,” he said, “ the reaction succeeds, and things are pushed to a head, then 
in plain language, the Jews will go to the devil. | believe the Russian Jews 
are going to have a very bad time. The class that is losing power has 
always a chance of making trouble by turning the mob on to the Jews. One 
can always get a liussian crowd to attack the Jews, and the class | refer to 
will do it. What we have seen is only the beginning—and a very small 
beginning. What all the reactionaries are saying is that this is a Jewish 
triumph ; and they don't like it. Even a very liberal-minded lady in St. 
Petersburg told me that Russia would now become a Jewish State. The old 
tradition against the Jews is tremendously strong.” 

What, asked our representative, is the immediate cause of the recent 
outbreaks. 

“The horrible massacres of the Jews ure the response of an angry and 
deserted party to the Emperor's adoption of Liberal principles. The nearest 
parallel to the feeling of the Reactionaries towards the new departiire is to 
imagine what the Orange mo!) of Belfast would have felt if Lord Salisbury, 
in ISSS, after coming into ollice to defend the Union, had suddenly gone in 
for Home Rule, and the Nationalists singing *‘God save Ireland” had flaunted 
the green banner of the crownless harp as they marched with }rass bands 
up and down the heart of the Orange «uarter in Belfast. And then if you 
want adeyuately to realise the imbecility 01 most press comments, you must 
imagine American journalists denouncing Lord Salisbury for mitigating the 
attack of the Orangemen on the Nationalists of Belfast; the attack in reality 
being a savage popular protest against the adoption |v their former leader 
of the policy of his opponents,” 

Mr. Stead was anxious to point out that neither the Tsar nor Count 
Witte was responsible for the outrages. As for the Tsar, he Had himself 
vetoed the proposal of the late Minister of the Interior (M. Bulyguin) to 
exclude the Jews from the Duma. “M. Balyguin told me,’ remarked Mr. 
Stead, “that he gave it as his opinion that if a Jew was not fit to live in 
a city outside the Pale of Settlement, he was not fit to sit in the Duma. But 
the Tsar himself over-ruled his view, and decreed political rights to the 
Jews.’ “As for Count Witte,’ continued Mr. stead, “ his relations with the 
Jews are as intimate as those of Lord Rosebery with the Rothschilds.” 

Nor could General Trepoff be held responsible for the massacres. His 
ambitions lay in the line of maintaining order. “The fact is,’ said Mr. 
Stead, “that the popular idea that everything in Russia, whether railway 
strikes or Jewish massacres, is due to elaborate organisation and orders from 
somebody in St. Petersburg is sheer nonsense.’ 

Then, who is responsible, asked our representative ? 

“Put vourself in the place of the garrison of arbitrary power which has 
governed Russia all its life. It consists of office-holders, . police and 
gendarmes. It has been the Russian counterpart to the Protestant garrison 
in the days of Irish ascendency. It monopolised all the ojlices, it reigned 
in the name of the Tsar, and its watchwords were Absolute Autocracy and 
Intolerant Orthodoxy. Now suddenly it finds the Tsar has gone over, horse, 
foot and artillery, to the Liberal party, whose watchwords are Limited 
Autocracy and Religious Liberty. At one fell swoop they see themselves in 
danger of losing their places, and being sacriticed to the vengeance of their 
triumphant adversaries. Is it wonderful that, with the dogged stubbornness ot 
their race, they have avenged themselves of their adversaries? Here let me 
quote some remarks made by a great Russian orator and Radical exile, M. 
Roditcheff, of Tver. Speaking at my meeting at Moscow he warned us not to 
think that the régime of liberty and law could be established without a 
struggle. ‘Imagine, he said, ‘a mass of people wielding more or less of 
power, having families, relations, connections, and friends, all dependent 
upon the old arbitrary system, to whom its maintenance is a matter of life 
and death. Imagine these persons being told that the privileges and the 
salaries they have hitherto monopolised are to be taken from them and 
bestowed on other people. That, you must admit, will be a social shock more 
severe than that of the liberation of the Serfs. Can you be surprised if these 
persons should declare, ‘ We will not submit to this meekly, we will bribe, we 
will fight tooth and claw, we will not retreat without a struggle, for it is the 
guarantee of our existence that is at stake.’ That is what has happened, 
and will continue to happen for some time to come, in Russia. 

Bat why attack the Jews? ; 

“ Because every reactionary says, and probably believes, that 
the Tsar has been captured by the Jews. The revolutionary movement 
is largely oflicered by Jews. I do not say that as a reproach; it is 
rather a glory. The Jews are the most oppressed race in Russia. They 
have also more brains than any other race. It was their simple duty to do 
whatever they could to render impossible the continuance of the arbitrary 
regime. They threw themselves into the struggle for emancipation. They 
secured the victory. And they celebrated it with a natural but somewhat 
irritating exultation.” 

So far as the system of the Pa’e is concerned, that matter has, of course 
been relegated to the Duma for consideration. What decision that body will 
come to on the question Mr. Stead was not disposed to forecast. It was im- 
possible, he said, to predict what a body of 560 men, drawn from all parts of 
a vast empire, would resolve on any particular question. All that could be 
said was that the Liberals were committed up to the eves in favour of Jewish 
emancipation, while the Jews would be represented in the Duma in excess 
of their electoral numbers.

A Reuter telegram from Sydney on Sunday states :— 

At a largely-attended meeting of the Jewish community to-day, a resolution was 
carried expressing indignation and horror at the atrocities in Jewish Russia. The 
speakers included Sir Julian Salomons, Mr. Justice Cohen and the Rev. F. L. Cohen. 
Upwards of £1,200 was collected towards a relief fund. 

A Reuter telegram from Cape Town on Monday states :-— 

At a mass meeting of Jews held here yesterday a strong protest was uttered 
against the Russian atrocities, and it was decided to ask that Great Britain's influence 
should be exerted to prevent a repetition of the outrages. Jewish meetings have been 
held at Bloemfontein and East London, and resolutions similar to those at Cape 
Town were passed, protesting against the Russian atrocities Subscriptions are 
being raised. 

A Reuter telegram from Johannesburg on Monday states : 

At a mass meeting held here yesterday a resolution was passed strongly condemn- 
ing the treatment of the Jews in Russia, and asking the Powers to demand of Russia 
that such fiendish barbarities should immediately cease 

PROTEST MEETING IN PARIS. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
Panis, l4dtH NOVEMBER 

Under the joint auspices of the League of the Rights of Man and the 
society of the Friends of the Russian People a meeting was 
held last night in the lecture hall of the Learned Societies, 
which was far too small to contain the many thousands who 
sought admission in order to testify their indignation “al the 
atrocities. All political parties, French and foreign, were represented. An 
appeal was distributed by the Parisian Committee of the Jewish Self-Defence 
Society soliciting donations for the purchase of arms. “ For,” as the appeal 
said, “this heroic organisation of self-defence is called upon tO save the 
honour and life of the Jewish people, and it alone has prevented a general 
massacre.” An appeal was also issued by the Bund which declares: “Our 
war cry is death or victory. We are sure of victory, we have faith in our 
triumph; we appeal to all who, like ourselves, are zealous for liberty, and 
we invite them to help us in our difficult task.” 

The meeting was opened by the Chairman, M. Havet, member of the 
Institute and Professor at the College of France. He said that the events 
now occurring were of such gravity that it was impossible to foresee the 
end. No-one could have confidence in the promises of Russian bureaucracy. 
The oaths of the Tsar were no longer valued. He must be compelled’ to add 
something else to the insignificant reforms constituted by fear and force 
Meanwhile moral and, if possible, material support, must be given to those 
who were fighting the battle of liberty. M. Marc Sangnier, Director of the 
Catholic journal Le Sillon, expressed the protest of Roman Catholics 
against the Muscovite crimes. M. Pierre Quillard, Director of the news- 
paper, Pro Armenia, pointed oiit that the anti-Semites of France, and their 
organ, La Libre Parole, had the audacity to glorify the massacres and to 
throw the responsibility upon the victims. M. Rouanet, Deputy for Paris, 
one of those who fought so manfully for justice in the Dreyfus case, said 
that nothing in connection with the massacres in Russia astonished him, 
for barbarism and systematic falsehood were always revived as had hap- 
pened in France in the Dreyfus affair. Russian anti-Semitism and 
nationalism were the worthy brothers of French anti-Semitism M. 
Nogueres, President of the Association of Students of Paris, protested 
against the massacres in the name of young university students. M. 
Francis de Pressensé, Deputy for Lyons and President of the League of 
the Rights of Man, was the next speaker. He asked whether the protest of 
France had not come too late. Mr. Balfour and President Roosevelt had 
already protested. M. Ferdinand Buisson, Deputy for Paris, acclaimed the 
Russian proleteriat as an ally whieh loved truth and sought justice. Before 
separating the meeting unanimously passed the following resolution :— 

The citizens assembled in the hall of the Learned Societies, after having heard 
the account of the massacres organised in Russia by the imperial bureaucracy. the 
police, and the band of re-actionary assassins against revolutionaries, intellectuals. 
Jews, and Armenians, condemn this ferocious and vain attempt at counter revolu- 
tion, and declare, without distinction of opinion, their solidarity with the survivors 
who will continue to fight for the new Russia, the democratic Russia, the only one of 
which the French Republic ought to be, and should remain, an ally. : 

Never has there been witnessed among our coreligionists 
in this city such an admirable movement of solidarity as that produced by 
the appeal which you printed last week.. Barons Gustave, Edmond and 
James Armand de Rothschild have added their names to the appeal. ‘Con- 
tributions are coming in from all quarters in large and small amounts. At 
the time of writing more than 600,000 francs have been raised in Paris 
alone. All the provincial communities, as well as communities in Alsace— 
Lorraine, Switzerland, Belgium, and Holland, are joining this philan- 
thropic movement. I give some of the principal amounts :—

The Alliance Israélite Universelle has sent 100,000 frances to St. Peters- 
burg, and 60,000 francs to Odessa.

Stirring Letter from Prof. Israel Gollancz.

The unspeakable horrors perpetrated on the hapless Jews of Russia in this yeat 
of grace, 1905, remind one that just 250 years ago, in 1655, the heart of England, and 
indeed, of Europe generally, was thrilled by the tidings of the brutal massacre of th 
Waldenses by the Piedmontese. There was then man's work to be done im the cau» 
of humanity, and Cromwell, “our chief of men,’ did the work effectively. L des 
patches were sent by him to the instigator of the mischief and to every friends Power 
in Europe; an armed force was in readiness if remonstrance failed. In England a 
national fast was appointed, and a sum of £40,000 (£2,000 from Cromwell's own pure’ 
was collected for the sufferers.

It ts not 
worthy that this same year, 1655, when the feelings of the best of Englishmen wer 
so profoundly touched by the horrors of religious persecution, witnessed the first 
recognition in England of its duty to redress, somewhat at least, England s— 
ancient blood-guilt against the Jewish people. In that vear Cromwell received: ft 
liberty-loving Holland an emissary to plead for the readmission of the Jews to Uns 
country, and then was held that famous Conf: rence at Whitehall. the 250th i 
versary of which 1s about to be commemorated. It was tardy justice, but it can 
And now, in 1905, when tidings of unparalleled horrors reach us from Russia, wiiat! 
of England? England has not grown callous, even if, bloodglutted, some part» of! 
Europe seem to be reeling back into the brute. The fiendish outrages on the Jew 
men, women, and children, must evoke no less feelings of shame and = execration 
throughout the land than did the massacre in 1655. The same method of dealing with 
the trouble 1s, perhaps, mot possible now, and the object of this letter is not to dep| re 
the absence in England of a commanding figure able and willing to protest, m the 
name of humanity, against such yillainies, and to demand their cessation. The con 
ditions are now different. What reparation, then, if any, is possible ? Let civilised 
Europe recognise that it must stamp out as a pestiferous germ all that makes ! 
racial and religious hatred. The subtle refinements of continental anti-Semit\ 
meanness have their necessary counterpart (if not outcome} in the murderous bruta!:') 
of debased ruffians whom none would dare to call Christians. From our beloved 
England the disease has passed; the least suspicion of its recrudescence should 
vigilantly resisted by the conscience of the nation, though the germ of the disea~ 
is subtle, and too often eludes diagnosis.

Kach message was received with loud applause, a particular display of 
enthusiasm being reserved for those from Mr. Zangwill, Dr. Nordau and Herr 
Wolfisohn. Mr. Stead's proposal was received witn hisses. 

The CHAIRMAN, who was warmly received, said they were gathered 
together in sadness to give expression to their feelings of horror for the 
ill that had befallen their brethren and to express their profound sympathy 
with the victims of the brutality. He would not allow himself w try to 
harrow their feelings by venturing to descrive facts of such a nature as to 
be not only a disgrace to the country in which they occurred but a shame 
and a disgrace to the whole of the civilised world. (Hear, hear.) But in 
the midst of all this gloom and sadness there was one source of consolation. 
and that was the sentiments and messages of sympathy they had received 
from every portion of the world and from members of every faith and religion 
(cheers). He was certain he was but voicing the sentiments of all Jews when 
he said that the memory of that sympathy would ever be cherished by them 
with feelings of heartfelt gratitude. (Hear, hear.) The first impulse that 
naturally came to them was to consider some means of alleviating this awful 
misery. The first thing they thought of was to send pecuniary aid, for 
though money could not give back the dead it would do something to relieve the 
misery that had been caused. The appeal had been and was being generously 
responded to, but he found that there was a strongly growing opinion that 
the mere giving of money was not suflicient ; and it behoved them as good 
Jews and logical men to try to do something that would prevent a recurrence 
of such terrible events and enable their people in the future to occupy 4 
position more worthy of their past traditions (cheers). The feeling was 
growing stronger and stronger that in Zoinism alone could be found that 
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solution of the problem. 
unity among Zionists. 


Dr. GASTER, who was greeted with loud and prolonged cheering, moved 
the following resolation : 

This meeting, under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, expresses its 
profound horror and indignation at the outrages and massacres inflicted upon our 
brethren in Russia. It urges all to show their practical sympathy with the victims of 
lust and brutality, and while feeling conlidence in the universal condemnation which 
-ivilisation will pass upon this latest disaster that has befallen Jewry. records its 
earnest conviction that our people will not be rendered immune from the recurrence of 
such catastrophes until there is obtained for the Jewish people a legally-secured and 
publicly-reeognised home in Palestine. 


Addressing the gathering as “My friends and brothers,” he said 
it was his mournful duty to speak to them on a matter which had touched 
them and the whole world to the quick. He had to ask them to pass a reso- 
lution of condemnation of the atrocities that had been committed in cold 
blood and with premeditation upon their brothers and sisters and upon 
young, innocent children in thirty towns of Russia. They were often stand- 
ing in the midst of events which made history. They were sometimes proud 
to remember in after days that they were witnesses of the birth of some 
«lorious epoch, when mankind was progressing from liberty to liberty, from 
one conquest to another, that made life happier and men more contented. 
That night they were also witnessing a memorable event—the un-making of 
history. They were going back to the Middle Ages, and worse. 
Let them turn to the pages of their blood-stained history and they would 
never find any event or scene so appalling, so terrible, so harrowing, as the 
scenes which had stained-the beginning of the twentieth century in a 
country which claimed to be part of the civilised world. (Cries of * Shame !") 
The hand of the clock was being turned backwards, and their hearts stopped 
with the beat of the clock. They could not realise what had occurred, 

soy could not imagine it possible that in modern times they should 
able to witness such flendish cruelty, such premeditated wickedness, 
arried on in a wholesale manner upon innocent women and children. 
fhey were called there that evening to protest before the whole world 
against the acts which had caused their innermost feelings to revolt. 
[hey had come together not merely to express the woe that had befallen 
the House of Israel, but to take the first step to arouse the conscience of the 
whole world. They were like the first stone which fell down the mountain- 
side, and which would ere long create an avalanche that would carry 
everything before it. Already representatives of the political and religious 
world were voicing the deep sense of horror which had seized on them. 
But they were not satisfied with mere platonic expressions of sympathy. 
(Hear, hear.) They demanded soinething more, something detinite. 
It had already been said that something delinite was being done 
money was being collected. Whenever he had had the privilege 
of addressing them from a Zionist platform he had always said 
that money would pot save them; and as little as money would save 
them in their great national aim, so little would money satisfy them in their 
national calamity. (Hear, hear, The golden ointment was no salve for their 
sorrow ; it would not bring the dead to life, the breadwinner back to his 
family, the husband back to his wife, the father back to his children. Money 
might perhaps tend to alleviate toa slight degree the unspeakable sore, the 
inexpressible misery which was now haunting the Jews in Russia. Bat was 
thatall? Had notall the spectres of the Middle Ages, all the ghosts of the 
dark times, been called to the light of day’ Could they for one moment 
realise the terror which had seized on the hearts of millions of their 
brethren who lay down at night, not knowing what the morning would 
bring ; who had fear in their hearts, terror in their eyes, who were carrying 
their lives in their hands, not knowing when the storm would break, when 
they would be at the mercy of the dregs of humanity, of the hirelings of the 
vilest Government in the world? For what had happened ?— and he was 
speaking with the full consciousness of the facts that stood revealed to those 
familiar with Russian affairs—it was not against the Russian nation that 
they were protesting. (Loud cheers.) Those who knew the Russians, 
the Slav peoples, knew there was no more tender-hearted nation on earth. 
But the paternal Government did not permit the slightest ray of illumina- 
tion, of education, of civilisation, to enter their minds. Their ideas of free- 
dom and liberty were, therefore, very vague. If the prison-doors were 
opened ; if the lowest dregs of society were collected; if the police 
disguised themselves and joined the hooligans; if the heroes of Manchuria 
were sent to'avenge their defeat in Russia—then they could imagine what a 
man could be when he was soddened with vodka, and when loot, spoil and 
gratification of the vilest passions with impunity were offered him. Even in 
the most civilised commanities let them imagine the worst eriminal classes 
veing abetted and supported by the so-called guardians of the public and by 
the armed force of the nation, to be let loose with impunity upon the rich and 
weak, with the idea ‘of satisfying their pleasure and getting rich at the 
cost of others. Was there any nation in the world, however civilised, 
which could withstand such a temptation ? (“ No!) How much less so 
uustit bein Rassia! (Hear, hear.) And he had read in some papers that 
these brutal persecutions had been incited by the Government solely for the 
purpose of giving the people a practical example of liberty. He knew that 
this had been the answer of the Governor of Kishinefl when the Jewish com- 
munity approached him and appealed to him for protection. He replied :— 
“ You wanted liberty ; you shall have it!" But this man was simply acting 
upon instructions from above. He was not a free agent when he helped to 
let loose the storm which had carried the masses away. What was the inner- 
‘108t Secret of this movement in Russia ? The autocratic element, the Grand 
Ducal party, lived unchecked at the expense of the country. The poorest 
‘nong the Grand Dakes left no less than four millions, and this was only a 
fraction of the vast sams all of which was extracted from the poor peasants, 
ol whom 300,000 were dying every year of starvation, according to ollicial 
statistics. In addition to this, the Grand Dukes had the life of any inhabi- 
tant of Russia at their mercy. That kind of autocracy died hard. Andthey 
decided, for a double reason, at the very first opportunity that was afforded 
them, to avenge themselves against the mora! initiators of the new forces 
of liberty and of freedom that were beginning to permeate the people of 
Russia. Firstly, they revenged themselves on those who could not protect 
themselves, then they intimidated the “ intellectuals” among the forces 
of progress and liberty, and wholly concentrated attention upon these brutal 
and savage assaults. It had been said that the Jew had often been utilised 
48 a martyr for liberty and faith—not only his own, but for that of others for 
whom he fought, and the members of other communities with which he had 
identified himself. Thus it came about that the Jews were raided and 
FP ee by the forces which ought to have protected them. The Jews had 
“ofended themselves, and, as the papers had stated, artillery had been used 
jeune them. Why was this? Because there were strongholds which the 
ne had erected for the protection of their wives and little children, 
ich could not be stormed by the hooligans. He called upon the con-

science of the English, the great nation which had recently celebrated the 
centenary of Nelson. 
not only for 


Nelson was celebrated for one special fact—- 
his glorious seamanship, not only for his success 


in battle, not only for winning one particular battle which decided the 
future history of the world. At that moment Napoleon was considered in 
England as the embodiment of autocracy, and from the moment of Trafalgar 
his power was broken. He would not indulge in any reflections as to 
whether Napoleon was or was not an autocrat, but in modern times it was 
for the English nation to stand up and help that section of the Russian com- 
munity which was fighting for the self-same principles which the English 
fought for, not one hundred but three, four five hundred years ago. (Loud 
cheers.) And as in olden times the moral forces of England should 
be mobilised against this latest form of terrible autocracy. They 
had gathered there that evening not merely to protest against 
the attacks that had been made on their people. It was said they 
had fallen victims to the revolution. Would any of those present have 
mourned the loss of those who had fallen at the barricades fighting side by 
side with their Christian brothers? ( No!” and loud cheers.) They never 
wou ld have come together to mourn their loss, however heavily they had fatlen 
in the fight for liberty in which all were to participate. (Loud cheers.) 47,000 
Jewish soldiers had been fighting the battles of Russia in Manchuria, and 
were placed in the forefront of the most dangerous positions; and there was 
not a single deserter among them, not a single Jew who had not distinguished 
himself on the fields of Manchuria — fighting for a country whose Government 
was preparing to pay them back by shooting their wives and murdering 
their children! (“Shame!”) And yet, had they protested in any way 
against their brethren fighting Russia's battles ’ They gloried in their glory 
and felt proud that they did their duty manfully ; because though not a true 
Fatherland, they thought it would in time become so. And when their widows 
and children were driven out by the humane Russian Goverament from the 
places whence these soldiers had been recruited, because they were con- 
sidered no longer to satisfy the special requirements and considered unable 
to support themselves, they came to the succour of those pvor widows and 
orphans. Bat now they protested against their brothers and sisters being 
singled out murderously, atrociously —that they were used to stop up that small 
crevice in the wall through which the first ray of light and happiness shoald 
dawn on the Russian people; and their corpses were used to form a new wall 
in that breach which had been made by the forces of liberty in Russia. He 
called upon those who guided public opinion in England; he called upon the 
lLoglish press to support Eaglish principles. (Loud cheers). There was no 
press so highly respected as the English press. The reason was that the 
Koglish press could never be * bought,” it was the treasury of the conscience 
of the people. The English had to speak up against the horrors that had 
been perpetrated in Russia; and, if the English Government had done its 
very best under circumstances to protest and protect their brothers nnd 
sisters in Russia, its ellorts would be strengthened a thousand times if it 
felt it was voicing the unanimous opinion of the great English nation. They 
did not ask the English nation to act alone in this matter: the Jews 
wanted also to assist themselves. Let England do what they expected of 
her and they would do all they could for the futare salvation of their 
people. (Loud and prolonged applause). 


Mr. L. J. GREENBERG, in seconding the motion, said they were met in the 
face of a great disaster the basest and blackest series of outrages which 
even the history of their peo. le could produce; and they had come there 
many from a long distance--in order to be among the first to protest against 
the tortures that had been inflicted on their brethren but to protest not 
only as Jews, but as human beings, against the inhumanity with which their 
people had been treated. Who should be surprised if from the lrime 
Minister downwards, among every class and every creed, there should arise 
one volume of indignation at what had happened! Was there a criminal in 
any English gaol that night, was there a savage in Darkest Africa, who did 
not feel ashamed to know what his fellow-creatures had done in Russia, who 
would not be indignant to think that such crimes were unavenged? (Hear, 
hear.) They were not met merely to mourn for the dead or to sympathise 
with those who had been sorely ‘stricken. Their business there was of a 
more practical nature, sore as their hearts might feel at the calamity which 
had befallen them. It was their business to determine once and for all that 
the Jewish people should not think they had done all that was necessary ; 
that once for all the Jewish people should make up their minds that they 
were not going to take this thing “lying down"; that they shoald have 
some thought for the morrow, some thougnt that would be at least worthy 
of being called statesmanship. Indignation was froth unless it led to action. 
(Hear, hear.) Mere denunciation was mockery. They had a better part 
to play even than mourning for their dead or making the sacrifices he 
knew they would make for the living. He had no fear that the Jewish people 
would do their duty manfully, righteously and well, so far as concerned the 
sheltering of those who to-day were shelterless, in feeding those who were 
hungry, and in doing all that money could do. But the Jewish duty did not 
end there. They had heard elojaent appeals—they had just heard one from 
Dr. Gaster (hear, hear)—to the Christian conscience of this country. He 
(Mr. Greenberg) joined in that chorus, but he would extend it to an appeal 
also to the Jewish conscience. (Loud applause.) Jews could not for ever go 
on in the same vicious round fold their hands and do nothing and then, 
when these disasters occurred, turn round and appeal to the 
Christian conscience. Self-help was the first rule of mankind, and Jews, as 
Jews, must learn to help themselves. (loud cheers.). An appeal to any 
conscience was good enough, but what was far better was that the Jewish 
conscience and Jewish consciousness should be brought to the service of the 
Jewish people, and that they should make up their minds to do for themselver 
all that in them lay to prevent a recurrence of such disasters as 
those that had just occurred. Twenty-five years ago when another 
massacre of Jews occurred in Russia there was an appeal to the Christian 
conscience and the Jewish pocket. Both yielded. There were indignation 
meetings and sympathetic speeches, and the Russo-Jewish Fand was estab- 
lished in London. Money was poured into Russia to assist the sufferers. 
What had the Russo-Jewish Committee been doing since? It had been 
ewploying its funds to send Jews who had fled from Russia back again into 
what all these years had been a hell upon earth for the Jews. (“Shame!”) 
He had frequently protested at meetings of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
against this policy. (Hear hear.) In one of the reports of the Board the 
promptness with which the Russian refugees were repatriated was proudly 
referred to and made a boast of. He wondered whether to-day they were 
proud of the promptness with which they sent them back! He wondered 
rather whether to-day some members of that Board did not feel some respon- 
sibility, for assuredly some of those who had been sent back were amongst 
the murdered! And yet when he and others had protested against this 
policy, what had been the answer? ‘“ What are we to do; we are helpless, 
and these people ask to be sent back ?” Mr. Greenberg proceeded to argue 
that the funds supplied to the Jewish Colonisation Association by the late 
Baron Hirsch, who foresaw some such calamity as this, had been misapplied. 
The Baron's intention was that such funds should be applied to bringing 
Jews out of Russia, but they had been used for keeping Jews in Russia. 
Dr. Herzl had also foreseen what was occurring in Russia, but his warning 
had been received by the community with a shrug of the shoulders. Even 


when the British (iovernment offered to the Jewish people, through the Zionist 
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organisation, a tract of land in East Africa for the purposes of a Jewish 
settlement, the inertia and lukewarmness and carelessness were such that 
merely the money necessary for the Examining Commission had to be obtained 
from Christian sources. And to-day with their dead brothers before their 
eyes“ the leaders of our community,” as they were called, showed the 
cloven hoof. He referred to the clause in the appeal on behalf of the Rassian 
Jews which stated that none of the money was to be applied to bringing 
them to this country. (“Shame!") No! it was not shame; it was crass, 
arrant stupidity. (Cheers.) How could they take care that their money 
was not so used? Were they going to dangle a money-bag over the head of 
some starving wretch and refuse him aid unless he signed away his right to 
go anywhere away from Russia? He would not take that opportunity of 
appealing on behalf of the Zionist cause, in which was to be 
found the cure for the evils they had met to protest against- 
but he appealed to the whole Jewish community here and abroad to take 
counsel unitedly, in one international body (cheers) and consider every 
proposition that was likely tobe of service to their people. After referring 
t> the appeals that were being made for the help of this country, Mr. 
Greenberg concluded: England stands, as with the privilege of God's 
peculiar blessing she long has stood, the hope of freedom. Wherever 
throughout the world men struck a blow for liberty it was to England that 
the eyes of the oppressed turned, confident that this favoured home of so 
much happiness would stretch out its strong hands and help. Midst all its 
varied interests and all its international complications, there is no 
interest that has ever been kept so clear of all complications, no interest 
that has been so jealously guarded, none more sacred, as there is none that 
is older and nobler than its interest in the promotion of ail that makes for 
freedom, for honour, for mercy, for justice. What finer guerdon could 
England gain for her faithful conservation of the interest she has 
ever held paramount than the setting of the Jewish people honour- 
ably free as a nation in their own land, rendering them immune 
from such catastrophes as that which bows our hearts in sorrow 
to-day! A portion of that unhappy people are striving to regain 
what they have lost so long, but have never ceased to love and 
desire. A portion, the millions of Russia, sorely stricken by every form of 
lust and brutality, bent and broken with the burden of a great affliction, 
hardly daring to look up towards their God in heaven, spread out their 
weakening haods to you they pray for your help, for your protection. But 
is it in vain to hope that this cry may reach the great heart of this great 
country, and that it will determine to help in lifting this burden of woe and 
shame from our people--not merely temporarily, in how charitable and 
beneficent a manner soever, but, humanly speaking, in a manner that will 
be permanent and abiding ’ Deliverance will come to us I, for one, believe, 1 
we but be true to ourselves, true to our ideals, and, above all, true to the 
high and noble purpose which we have set ourselves to pursue forthe world 
and for mankind. 1! second the resolution because it appears to me to be in 
accord with our ideals, in accord with the best spirit which, in our grievous 
affliction, can animate us. (Loud cheers.) 


Mr. L. A. ATHERLEY-JoNes, K.C., M.P., who was loudly cheered, said : 
When | was honoured by the receipt of an invitation to be present at your 
great demonstration this evening | think vou will readily understand that | 
felt some diflidence, because | recognised that this, after all, was essentially 
a gathering of the Jewish people, to deal with a subject which touched them 
more intimately than it did anyone else. But 1 soon came to the conclusion 
that | should not be taking an undue liberty in being here (Hear, hear.), 
because | felt that here in England we are one people (loud applause), and 
that we know no distinction of race or creed or religious dogma. (Hear, 
hear.) Before the law we are all equal. Many of you here doubtless are 
strangers and sojourners who have come to our shores. | will venture to say 
that no small pruportion of the many thousands of Russian and Polish Jews 
who have come here within the last few years have come because they know 
that here in Great Britain there is one law (hear, hear), and that that law, the 
supreme law that governs and controls all our human ordinances, is the law 
of jastice, the law of humanity, the law of nature and the law of nationality. 
(Hear, hear.) I have heard to-night, and I have read in to-day’s papers, 
that we ought to sympathise with the unfortunate victims of Russian 
mis-government. | must confess, for my part, I do not care for the word 
sympathy (bear, hear), and | am not here to-night to indalge in any pious 
ejaculations, or to attempt to move you to tears. . We all know what these 
unspeakable things are which have been done in Russia. 1 will venture to 
say, Sir Francis, speaking as a humble student of history, that the history 
of the Sicilian Vespers, the history of the massacre of St. Bartholomew, of 
the Greek, the Bulgarian and the Armenian atrocities, all pale before the 
horrors of what has recently occurred. (Hear, hear.) Sympathy! Well, if 
I may venture, without presumption, to appeal to a passage of my own 
Scriptare—I hope you will forgive me (cheers)—I would refer to the story 
of the Levite who passed by. 1 daresay he had sympathy (laughter) ; and 
there are a great many political Levites in this country—public men repre- 
senting great responsibilities in the Church and in the State—who also talk 
of sympathy! In this case I say that sympathy is the cant phrase of 
hypocrisy and cowardice; and if you want the Russian peasant or 
the Russian artisan who has fled to our shores to understand the 
measure of English sympathy, he will point to the Act of Parliament which 
you have endeavoured --I said the English people, but I do not believe it was 
the act of the English people (loud cheers)—by which you have endeavoured 
ri the Statute law of England to close the gates of mercy on mankind. 
(Loud cheers.) Well, then, if not sympathy—and I speak with the responsibility 
of, it is true, a very humble Eaglish politician—if not Sympathy, then 
what s the duty of this country? And if we are here for any 
practical purpose whatever, we are here to voice the opinion of the 
Jewish citizens—-aye, and there are no more law-abiding, no more 
worthy, citizens of the British Empire than the Jewish citizens 
of this metropolis. If this great demonstration means anything it means a 
message to the Government of this country, it means a declaration of the 
opinion that the Government of this country ought to take some practical, 
some tangible, step, for the purpose, not of producing ex pressions of regret, 
but of preventing the possibillity in the future of a recurrence of such things. 
(Loud applause.) But I know I am speaking in the presence of reporters, 
and | know what will be s.id and what has been said in the British Press 
and on British platforms. It is said that it is outside the region of inter- 
national law for one nation to interfere in the domestic affairs of another 
nation. That is what we are told by the present Prime Minister, and that 
has been insisted on by the public journals of this country. | say that is a 
new doctrine—-a doctrine of the new diplomacy. If you take the trouble to 
read the opinions of the great European, American, yes, and British, jurists, 
you will tind this clearly expressed statement of what is warranted under inter- 
national law: That when a state of taings ina country by the oppression 
ofa ruler is such as to constitute a public scandal-—and is not this a public 
scandal? (Hear, hear.)—in the eyes of the civilised nations, that then it is 
the paramount duty of every nation-——and who are the other nations: Is the 
great democracy of America to be silent? Is the Republic of France to be 
silent? Are we, the oldest and freest nation of the world to be silent ? 


(Loud cheers.) then it is the duty of public opinion of the civilised nations 
to intervene; and then if public opinion is not adequate, it is necessary to 
have recourse to diplomatic action. If | may quote you one phrase from 
one of the most eminent jurists this country has produced— Sir James 
Mackintosh—it reads:—“ Whatever a nation may lawfully defend for itself 
it may defend for another people.” (Hear, hear.) That is an axiom of inter- 
national law which is accepted as a just and true principle by every jurist of 
repute. And have we not acted upon it? Let me give you one or two instances 
from the history of this country. Some of you are old enough to remember 

and it takes me back to my childhood's days—-the atrocities perpetrated o,, 
his people by Bomba, King of Naples. Great Britain and France suspended 
diplomatic relations with Naples and with the King. And which was the only 
country, and who was the only ruler, of the civilised world to protest? The 
Tsar of Russia! His protest was, however, futile. But | could multiply 
instances. We interfered in the cases of the Bulgarian, the ¢ retan ail 
Armenian atrocities-and we also interfered in the case of the King of 
Dahomey. (Laughter.). Ah! gentlemen, we interfered on behalf of fellow 
Christians, and if the power and might of Great Britain could be moved 
successfully to intimidate the Sultan of Turkey and the oppressors of the 
Armenians, the Bulgarians and the Greeks, I see no reason why, on any 
grounds of reason or of sound policy, that same intervention should nt 
be exercised in this case. (Loud cheers.). Let me say I feel strongly abou: 
this matter, as strongly as you can, although | am not a Je 
—and | should be proud if I were a Jew lhecause you are 4 
great people, with a great history; and you are the parents «| 
the great Christian communities of this world. I say to you, 
without the slightest hesitation, that if a great statesman shall I say a 
Cromwell, or a Palmerston, or, | think I might also say, a William Ewart Gilad- 
ston (loud cheers) had been at the head of the Government of this country, 
he would have done what | think you are entitled to expect, what | 
think you are entitled to call upon your Foreign Secretary, your 
Prime Minister, yoor Government in this country to do—to send the 
Russian Ambassador back to St. Petersburg (great cheering) with this 
message: That (ireat Britain would no longer extend a welcome at the 
Court of St. James's to the accredited representative of a Prince who 
assassinates his people. (Hear, hear.) And I will add- and I say it in the 
eves of God and of man—more odious is the prince who assassinates bis 
people than the people who assassinate the prinee. (Loud cheers.) | have 
not spoken more strongly than the occasion requires; but remember that to 
you who are gathered here there is one source of consolation, one fountain 
of satisfaction—the blood of those unhappy beings who have perished is the 
last sacrifice made for freedom in Russia. (Cries of “ We hope so!) Jes, 
we all hope so ; but hope will be succeeded by expectation, and expectation 
must be succeeded by certainty. But 1 say, and I think we all feel, that the 
tocsin has sounded which shall bring to an end that cold and cruel Govern- 
ment of the Bureaucracy in Kussia, and that it will be replaced, and that at no 
distant date-and there was a letter from Mr. Claude Montefiore that 
expressed that thought. that it will be succeeded by a Russia purified, 
regenerated, and able to take her place among the democracies of the world. 
(Loud and prolonged applause.) 


Sie HARRY JoHNSTON, who was also very warmly received, said be would 
not claim their attention many minutes, because the previous speakers, and 
especially the last speaker, had put so clearly before them the issues at 
stake that many words of his would be an impertinence at a time when they 
needed action,and prompt action, very much more than talk, which, in the 
long run, might prove unnecessary. He thought that instead of handing the 
Russian Ambassador his papers, a far more practical course would be to get 
the combined fleets of every civilised European nation to steam into the 
Black Sea (cheers.) Let these ships combine in such a demonstration 
as should act as a warning, but at the same time serve as 4 
means of rescuing, for the time being, as many Jews as possible 
from the.turmoil of Russia. Any Russian would realise that it was 
not Russia that was being aimed at. He thought there was a common desire 
throughout the world that Russia should become free and powerful— but not 
free to persecute and to despoil. He did not believe there was anything (reat 
Britain more strongly desired, for the most practical reasons, than 4 
regenerated l[iussia. Such a fleet would only act as a warning 
to the present government of Kussia. Referring to the proposed East 
African scheme, Sir Harry expressed the opinion that the Commission that 
had been sent out had been a little faint-hearted, and had under-estimated 
the value of the Plateau for colonisation purposes. He had, however, 
invariably directed the attention of the Jewish people to the possibilities of 
Palestine and Syria for a Jewish settlement. He believed that a Jewish 
State in Palestine and Syria would mean not only the regeneration of Jewry, 
but also of Islam, which was searching more and more for something to !ead 
it upwards. The barrier which separated one branch of the Semitic races 
from another was a very thin one. He thought it to the interest of Britain 
as well as to that of the Jews themselves to establish a Jewish settlement 
in Palestine and Syria. Therefore, if he lived to be an old man he hoped and 
believed he would see a prosperous Jewish State there. In conclusion, Sir 
Harry observed that the great success of the Jewish colonies in Tunis should 
have their careful consideration if they desired successful colonisation e!se- 
where. (Loud applause.) 


The resolution was carried unanimously. 


Mr. JosepH CoWEN moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Atherley-Jones, >it 
Harry Johnston, the other speakers, and to those who, by letter or telegra™, 
had expressed sympathy with the protest. He said they wereall very grateful 
for the words that had been spoken that evening. They were not merely 
lip expressions. Mr. Atherley-Jones, they had not forgotten, had fought the 
Aliens Bill tooth and nail. (Cheers.) Mr. Cowen expressed the hope that 
Sir Harry Johnstoa would live to see them in Palestine, and that it would 
happen before he was an old man. (Cheers.) That meeting was one of 4 
series which were taking place all over the world. There were two things 
which the Jews had to do: the poor Jews had to protest as loudly as possi!!e, 
as they were doing, against the revolting barbarities; and there was 4!8° 
one thing which the rich Jews had todo—let them take warning that if they 
dared to lend a penny to Russia until it was a free and constitutional 
country, they would be a mark forall time to their brethren. (Loud cheers.) He 
hoped what had been said that evening would be carefully considered in high 
quarters in this country. 


The Rev. 8. ALrRED ADLER, in seconding the motion, said they hoped for 4 
new Russia--a Russia rising on the stepping-stones of her dead self to higher 
things ; a Russia purified in the crucible, so that their people and the people 
of all down-trodden nationalities might rise from the depths to a new life 0 
happiness, of liberty and brotherhood. (Cheers.) 


‘The vote was carried with enthusiasm.

The (CHAIRMAN, in reply, appealed to them to evince their sympathy '®

JEWISH TERRITORIAL ORGANISATION. 

Under the auspices of the Ahm Israel Branch of the “ITO” a public 
meeting, to protest against the Russian massacres, was held on Tuesday 
evening at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End. Long before the appointed 
hour, eight o'clock, a dense crowd assembled outside the building. At 
half-past BOvCE, when the doors were opened, crowds flocked into the hall, 
and in a few minutes every seat was filled and every available standing 
space occupied. An enormous number had to be turned away from the doors. 
The rostrum and the pillars around the hall were draped in black. 

Sir Ropert Rep, K.C., M.P., occupied the Chair, and among those on 
the platform were 

Major-General Sir Alfred Turner, General Moody, Mr. and Mrs. 1. Zangwill, Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Cohen, Mr. and Mrs. Herman Cotten, Mr. and Mrs. Willi Rothen 
stein, Mr. S. J. Solomon, A.R.A., and Mrs. Solomon, Madame Darmesteter, Miss L. 
Joseph, Miss D. Salaman, the Revs. Dr. H. Gollancz, T. Warren, and D. Wasserzug, 
Professor Ayrton, F.R.S., Messrs. Israel Davis, P. J. Hartog, H. M. Kisch, C.S.L, 
Max Langermann, J. H. Loewe, Clement Salaman, A. Tuck, and L. Zangwill. 

The proceedings opened with the recital of the Prayer for the Dead by 
the Rev. Louis Cohen, during which the audience stood. 

Mr. CLEMENT SaLaMAN, Hon. Secretary of the “ITO,” read several 
letters and telegrams of regret for absence, and expressions of sympathy 
with the objects of the gathering. 

M. Maeterlinck wrote to Mr. Zangwill from Paris: 

My Dar FRIEND, The dogged and noble en ry with which you and yours are 
defending the unfortunate victims of Russian madness, the zeal and the brotherly 
love with which you are prepa©rinyg for them a re fuge prevent one ch spite the shame 
ful indifference of a world which thinks itself civilised, from yet despairing of human 

mscience. Yon are incontestably performing the best and the most urgent work of 
wstice that could possibly be performed at this moment, and all my thoughts are 
th vou.

My Dear Zancwitt,—-I am, indeed, sorry to be unable to be present at the 
reeting to-night. The recent horrible events on Russia atrocities so horrible that 
language has no words in which fitly to describe them—point surely to one moral, 
the urgent necessity of providing a place of refuge for the unoffending multitudes 
whom it pleases Russian savages to massacre and torture ‘The problem ceases to bn 
purely Jewish-——it becomes one that aflécts the moral integrity of all the world.

such horrors and to bring as speedy and eflective a relref as possible to the he Ipless 
and homeless survivors of these deplorable outrages 

Mr. Arthur Cohen, K.C., wrote 

My Dear Sir Rosert,—l am very sorry indeed that 1 am quite unavoidably pre 
vented from coming this evening to the meeting of the Jewish Territorial Organtsation. 
Il am extremely glad that you will preside over it, for your advice and encourage 
ment will be most valuable. I think that at the present moment all the efforts of 
the Jews ought to be directed towards mitigating the awful horrors perpetrated on 
the Jews of Kussia-——horrors which remind one of the middle ages, and are a dis 
grace to the much lauded civilisation of the present age. The unmediate duty of the 


Jews seem to me to be to alleviate the suffermnngs of the Jews in Russia, and to 
make every effort to prevent Russian officials from exciting or encouraging the 
atrocious attacks on peaceful and unoffending people. | have referred to what appears 


to me our immediate duty. But | am also of opinion that the events of the last XH 
years have proved that some permanent schenm for the amelrmoration of the condition 
of the Jews must be carefully considered. ‘To elaborate a scheme for the foundation 
of a great and successful Jewish Colony is, of course, a task of equal difficulty and 
importance, for it would be most disastrous, were it to prove a failure I should be 
most willing anc. indeed, proud to be able to Co-Op rate ini encouraging and 
vlaborating such a scheme by all means in my power, for | am of opimon that the 
‘principle which is the origin and foundation of the Territorial Organisation is sound, 
namely, that some large territory should be acquired under the British Crown, where 
the persecut d Jows of Kurope and Asia cut safely re ana steadily progress. Pi ase 
excuse this hurried note, which is but a very imperfect expression of my views on the 
great question you have taken up. 

The Rev. 8. Singer wrote to Sir Robert Reid: — 

| regret that l mim unable to be present at thus evening s meeting at 
the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, to protest against the massacres in Russia. 
Whatever difference of opinion may eXist as to the methods of solving the Jewish 
problem in Russia, there can be none as to the duty of all civilised communities to 
raise their voice in solemn and indignant protest against the crimes perpetrated upon 
the Jews, sometimes with the knowledge and connivance, and even at the instiga 
tion, In some cases, of the local authorities. It is a genuine consolation and encour- 
agement to us to know that we have the sympathy of all classes of our neighbours, 
with men of your distinction at the head. Although the notices 
convening to-night’s meeting announce that there will be ‘no col- 
lection.”’ I fervently hope that the great audience over whi h you are to 
cmeny will show true practical sympathy with the victims of Russian atrocities, and 
ear in mind that our immediate duty in the present crisis is to satisfy, as far as we 
are able, the crying needs of the tens of thousands of sick and wounded, homeless. 
and starving, orphans, and widows, who have survived the recent outbreaks. 

May 1 add my own humble thanks to the many expressions of gratitude that will 
reach you for the part you are taking in a great and sacred cause. 

Sir I. Spielmann wrote to Mr. Zangwill:- 

I am sorry I cannot attend the meeting of the “ITO” to-morrow. It has all 
my sympathy. As I wrote you last week. 1 willingly enrol myself as a member 
because I feel that the “ITO” is one of the very few. practical schemes that will 
offer our foreign coreligionists any permanent help. If wisely directed, | am of 
opinion that the organisation you are launching 1s destined to achieve great things, 
and | hope that you may gain immense strength by your meeting to-morrow. But 
you are meeting chiefly to protest against the wicked massacre of our coreligionists 
In Russia, and in condemning them the piercing cry of Shame, which will be raised 
in the Great Assembly Hal! to-morrow night, will be echoed and re-echoed by every 
Englishman and by everyone outside Russia, and, let us hone, even within Russia 
itself. We should not, however, direct our protest against the fiends who were the 
actual perpetrators of the outrages, but against the Russian officials and police agents 
who planned the crimes and led the murderers, and who still retain their posts. 
Agitation should be continued until they are all dismissed. We should not be satis. 
fied with Russian promises, even when they are “ official.’” The British Consuls in 
Russia should be asked what action has been taken in this respect. and their reports 
only should be trusted. As Editor of ** Darkest Russia.”’ I learned how much reliance 
could be placed upon Russian Official Démentis and Russian Official Promises. But 
there is one gleam of hope for the Russian Jews in the reported resignation of that 
modern Haman Pobiedonostzeff, the Procurator of the Holy Synod, for it is he, more 
than any other, who has educated all classes in Mussia for the last thirty years in 
bigotry and intolerance, and whose ayowed object in his long persecution of the 
Jewish people has been that it should drive one-half of them out of Russia, and 
gradually kill off the other half; and he has done his best to achieve his object! It 
18s to be hoped that your meeting will make itself heard by the Intellectuals of Russia. 
Bring home to them the fact that whilst 30,000 Russo-Jewish soldiers are away in 
Manchuria, where they went to fight for the Czar and Russia, the lives of their 
parents, little brothers, and sisters, and the honour of their women-folk, were left as a 
sacred charge to them to protect. It will stand as an everlasting disgrace to Russia 
that whilst these men were responding to the call of duty on the far-off battle-field, 


the very authorities who sent them there were permitting, and even abetting, the 
massacre of their kinsfolk at home. 


Letters were also read from the Rev. J. F. Stern, Mr. Oswald J. Simon, 
and Mr. M. H. Spielmann, and telegrams from Sir Francis Montefiore, 
Mrs. Langermann, Miss Carmel Goldsmid, Mr. Joseph Cowen, and the 
Liverpool Branch of the “ITO.” Sympathetic messages had also been 
received from Sir William Soulsby (Private Secretary to the Lord Mayor), 
Mr. A. M. L. Langdon, K.C., and Mr. W. 8. Robson, K.C., M.P. 

Sir Ropert Rep, who was accorded a warm ovation, said: It is the 
duty of a Chairman to open a meeting, but it is not his duty to make a 
speech, nor do I intend to make a speech now, but allow me to say how deeply 
| share. with you the horror, the pity, and the indignation you all must feel 
at the hideous crimes that have been perpetrated in Russia. (Hear, hear.) 
| believe that this feeling is not confined to your creed, but is shared by 
Christians throughout the length and breadth of the land. (Cheers.) It is 
not my business to express any opinion upon the permanent solution of this 
terrible question in Russia as that question appertains primarily to the 
Jewish community, but I can say this: that if one single drop of Jewish 
blood ran in my veins, I would never rest until I had founded some 
cities of refuge such as your fathers founded in the old times (loud cheers), 
in which the innocent men and women of your race would find a shelter 
from the destroyer. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. ZANGWILL, who was received with a storm of applause, said 

This sad occasion is the first on which I appear publicly as President 
of the new Jewish Territorial Organisation. If there was one thing which 
| had fixedly determined, it was to make my first appearance not in the 
East End, but in the West End. I was convinced that the breach which 
Zionism had made between rich and poor was, in itself, an evil, and that, 
with @ more practicable scheme, all classes of our people would work 
together for the common good. The “ITO” has been accused of dividing 
the Jewish forces; on the contrary, it is uniting them—uniting them for 
the first time. There are men upon.this platform who have never before 
joined hands with their East End brothers. But my decision to speak first 
In the West End was over-ruled by the sickening events in Russia; the 
Kast End moves quicker than the West, and I could not refuse the invita- 
tion of the Ahm Israel Branch—the first Branch of our Organisation to be 
formed in all the world. We are here to-night to protest against the most 
appalling Jewish massacres that have ever disgraced the annals of Christen- 
dom, and, therefore, | am glad that we have a Christian in the Chair. Jewish 
Inassacres on a scale beyond all parallel in history, slaughter by fire and 
water, by sword ard hammer, accompanied by ecruelties and OUuLTAgeS SO 
abominable that one can scarcely bear to think of them, the gouging-out of 
eves, and the tearing out of tongues, and, even worse horrors have taken 
place in town upon town. Mr. Zangwill then read a list of about 70 Russian 
towns im Which Jews had recently been subjected to atrocities. He pro- 
eeeded: And the accounts are still commg in. But already the mere list of 
towns 18 as long as the list of single Jews killed at Kishineff. We read that 
list of vietims here, but even if we could know the names of the killed in 
this crowning massacre—and we never shall, for they have been hurriedly 
hidden by hundreds in pits of quick-lime—to read them out would take us 
till midnight. To you in this hall these massacres come peculiarly near 
Most of you have known the bitterness of life in Ruseia. Scarcely one of 
you but has relatives in these fury-r:idden towns. The “ITO” itself feels 
them very closely. Our Russian centre is at Warsaw, under Dr. Jas- 
sinowsky; our chief financial centre at Kieff, under Dr. Mandelstamm. 
Elizabethygrad holds one of our leaders, Dr. Stein. In most of the other 
towns we have branches. I had a long and terrible telegram from Kieff, but 
it was sent not by a Territorialist, but by one of our most violent Zionist 
opponents. His eyes had evidently been opened. But to our members and 
our non-merabers alike we extend our brotherly sympathy: nor must we 
omit those non-Jewish citizens of Russia slaughtered in defence of liberty, 
sometimes even in defence of Jews. These are the true Christians of Russia, 
and in such as they lres Russia's only hope. The protests of our English 
Jews against these appalling atrocities have taken three shapes, three con- 
ventional shapes of which they never weary. First, they have appealed 
to our own Government, and Lord Lansdowne has publicly expressed his 
sympathy, and we may be sure he has done all in his power. He has even 
been aided, I am thankful to say, by the Archbishop of Canterbury. But 
what can other Governments do, nay, what can the Tsar himself do. when 
the volcanic forces Gf Russia's savagery are raging’ When will our people 
learn uot to put their trust in princes’ When will they cease to build 
their houses on volcanoes ? The second form of Jewish protest is the col- 
lection of money. Heaven forbid | should urge anybody to withhold his 
utmost farthing. Gold must be poured out as freely as Jewish blood was 
been, and to prevent overlapping we must pour it all into the central bureau 
organised by that great lover of his people, Lord Rothschild. And yet I 
cannot help quoting the prophetic words of our manifesto:—“ Sums suf- 
ficient to run a small State are expended In charity without acy permanent 
solution of the Jewish problem. Gold pours like water through a bottomless 
bucket.” Surely Lord Rothschild is not going to distribute’ on 
condition that Jews do not come into England without helping 
us to find them land refuge’ elsewhere’! And there 
is another point. We are too apt to look upon the Russian 
Jewry as mere material for Western charity—mere cargoes for the 
steerage of Atlantic-bcund ships. Nothing could be falser. The Jewish 
Pale is a nation within a nation, a centre of vast energy, spiritual and 
material, with a larger population than several European countries, and 
impoverished though its masses be, it contains maysinds of rich Jews, par- 
ticularly of the kind who prate that the Russo-Jewish problem can only be 
solved in Russia. 1 confess | sometimes thing these gentiemer. should be 
made to pay the cost of the solution themselves... Those who have escaped 
scot free should thankfully divide their possessions with the sufferers. 
Always to look to England and America will weaken the backbone of the 
Russo-Jewish nation. The third ferm of Jewish protest was held in this 
hall in the shape of a service for the dead, a service of tears and prayers. 
What could be more fit and proper? And yet this form of protest, if 
indulged in alone, represents the bad old way of meeting the Jewish 
roblern-—ths way cf prayer without work; the worst form of prayer, the 
orm which the Almighty justly ignores, even though it be repeated for 
2,000 years. A fourth and a somewhat better form of Jewish protest was 
expressed last night by our Zionist friends. The Zionists do not represent 
prayer without work. But, alas! they represent work without wisdom. They 
rejected any land of refuge for our people outside Palestine and its neigh- 
bourhecd. You know that at the Congress I stood siracst alone in denoune- 
ing this as treason to the Jewish people. But would to God I had not so 
early been proved to be right! With the resources at the command of the 
Zionists there is no hope of getting Palestine. Ignorant, rhetoricians may 
spout upon platforms—I remember one gentleman at the Congress whe 
cried eloquently: “If we ueccept East Africa, what will our brethren in 
~alestine think of it, they who have already the bliss to tread the holy soil ? ” 
Well, I have been hearing from our blissful brethren in Palestine almost by 
every mail. My last letter, signed by nineteen labourers in the colony of 
Sedjera, near Nazareth, begins:—" In despair,” and ends, “ What will now 
become of us?” The “ITO” offices are hung with poems of thanks from 
many a colony in Palestine. A letter from Dr, Stein, of the Petach Tikvah 
Colony, near Jaffa, dated only November 2nd, but written without even know- 
ledge of the Russian massacres, says:—*“ Your unwearying fruitful activity 
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encourages us to new work—us, who here in Palestine have used up so much 


energy to attain nothing. Yes, we, the true old workers on tle hills of 


Judah know better what to say of the future of small colonisation and of the 


possibility under present conditions of finding an assured home for Israel 
in Palestine than all the theorising and phantasy-rioting Zionists. We are 
nos so short-sighted in Zionism as only to see & single point. We conceive 
Zionism in the broadest sense of the word, and wherever Israel shall pursue 
his national culture and further develop the exhortations of his prophets 
there will be the land of Israel.” It is in unconscious harmony with this 
sentiment of Dr. Stein’s that the branch of the “ 1TO” formed in Jerusalem 
has been called “ Erez Veyisroile"—land and Israel. The combination of 
land and Israci—this 1t is that makes the land of Israel. And if those who 
know Palestine best, think that we were right to try for another plan of 
salvation, what of those who love it most? Let us listen to the great Rabbi 
Reiness, the Chief of the Mizrachi, the orthodox party: “ Neither our holy 
Torah nor our commonsense prevents us from striving to acquire a lana 
of refuge anywhere for the hundreds of thousands of our emiugrating 
brethren, who are compelled to leave the land of their birth from religious, 
national, political, or economic causes, and who are obliged to wander to 
other countries where they may find the door inhospitably closed, or where 
a strong organised society either swallows them completely, bodily and 
spiritually, or spits them out anew. We can in no way turn our eyes froin 
this fact which repeats itself in thousands of different ways.

This stroke of genius bewildered his generation. Everybody was so sure 
the Jewish question must be settled in Russia itself. “Is there then no 
hope for the Jews in Russia ?,” Mr. Lucien Wolf asked him. “ None what- 
ever,” replied the Baron. This reply stamps the Baron as the one true 
observer of his time. But we are told the transplantation of five millions of 
men is impossible. Who ever spoke of sudden transplantation ? We possess 
no magic carpet by which millions may be suddenly transported to another 
clime Evils nineteen centuries old cannot bé cured in a day, or even in a 
generation. But you can set up a curative process, you can establish a 
centre of attraction to which the Russian Jews may gradually emigrate. 
People talk as if the five million Jews were always in Russia. There was a 
time when there were no Jews in Russia, and | hope to God it will come 


again. Slow as the process of emigration must be, it will not be so slow 
as 1ne civilising of the Tartar and the Cossack. 

Nor is it so very slow even to-day. In the last twenty-five years—since 
the great massacres in 1880—over a million Jews have left Russia. Oh! if 


these Jews, instead of congesting the slums of New York and Chicago had 
gone out to some great stretch of God’s free earth, and there built up a 
State for themselves! They would by to-day have had a home in which to 
welcome their bleeding and heart-broken kingsmen. What if they had nad 
to fight with Nature, with wild beasts’ These are not so cruel as the 
Russian hooligan. What if they had had to defend themselves against 
savages ? I would rather live among red or black savages, against whom 
I could be on my guard, than among civilised whites who drink with you 
to-day and disembowel you to-morrow. 
But you will ask where is the land of refuge that Baron de Hirsch 
designed ? And you will say if he, with his millions, could not build it up, 
how can you, without his millions?

And yet he 
himself wrote that the secret of success is concentration. His second 
mistake was that he pulled the strings of the movement from above, instead 
of letting everything come naturally from the people. He had, therefore,

up the social order. Both these mistakes of Baron Hirsch were really at 
bottom one and the same mistake. He started to help only the poor Jews, 
he tried to play Providence to them, but he made no appeal to. the whole 
Jewish people.

Without a flag and an idea you cannot 
colonise. That was the lesson Dr. Herzl came to teach. And this flag must 
be raised and this idea shine over a single spot.

Mr. Zangwill’s address was freely punctuated with applause, and lie 
resumed his seat amid great cheering 


Mrs. ZANGWILL, who was very cordially received, seconded the resoiu- 
tion. She said that the promised reforms in Russia served as an excuse 
to many people to do nothing*to help the Russian Jews. Several considera- 
tions drose in connection with this argument. One was that when the happ) 
day that was spoken of dawned for the Russian Jews, there might be no 
Russian Jews left to see it. (Hear, hear.) Again, the emancipation of th: 
Russian did not necessarily mean the emancipation of the Russian 
Jew. Did anyone imagine that by altering the Russian law they would be 
altering the feeling of the Russian people ? On the contrary, the granting 
of liberty to the Russian Jews would only increase the hatred others fel! 
against them. (Hear, hear.) Moreover, in other countries where Jews had 
perfect political freedom and absolute civil equality, was their lot such a 
very ideal one? The United States shone as a paradise before the eyes of 
the Russian Jews, and yet they read the other day of Jewish boys being 
bullied out of the American Universities and Jewish men being stoned in 
the streets of New York (Cries of “Shame!”), The incurable optimists 
brought forward another argument for doing nothing—they declared that 
the Jews, who had helped the reform party, would be safe and respected 
when the reforms truly came. The Jews had fought and bled for Poland, and 
yet anti-Semitism was nowhere so fierce to-day as in that State. The freedom 
of Roumania was brought about by Jewish sacrifices and patriotism, and 
vet the present treatment cf the Jews by that country was a bye-word. 

olitjeal emancipation did not necessarily mean emancipation from anti- 
Semitism, it seemed rather to bring with it the growth of anti-Semitism. 
Whatsoever tended to increase the power and the liberty of the Jew, alse 
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increased the prejudice against him. Of course, they must send all the 
money they could to the relief of their suffering brethren in Russia; but 
money would not bring the dead back to life, or blot out those days of horror 
from the hearts of the survivors. And money would not prevent further 
massacres, new horrors. To do this there were only two possible ways— 
either the Jews must occupy a new State and take to it their kinsfolk out 
of Russia, or the Jews must go back to Russia and make the Russian Pale 
the Jewish State. These were the two only ways, and she thought they 
would agree that the first was the more practicable. In appealing to those 
present who were not members to join the “1TO,” Mrs. Zangwill said it 
could only be by the single-heartedness of the Jewish people, by their 
definite, unwavering determination to obtain a Jewish State, they could 
render the Organisation agp gees (Loud cheers.) 

The Rev. Tom WARREN, who was warmly received, in supporting the 
resolution, said that although he was not a Jew he asked to be allowed to 
address them as brothers and sisters. One touch of nature made the whole 
world kin. There were moments in history when one came to see that there 
was something greater than creeds, and that was our common humanity. 
(Cheers.) He expressed his deep sympathy with them in their sorrow and 
suffering. 

Dr. SALKIND and Messrs. D. Levy and Gotpstern spoke in Yiddish in 
support of the resolution, which was carried with enthusiasm 

Mr. Max LANGERMANN read some correspondence between himself and 
Mr. Chamberlain, which was hailed with much satisfaction by the audience. 

The following is the text of Mr. Chamberlain’s reply :—

Dean Mr. LANGERMANN,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
November 10th, and tn reply to assure you of my sincere and continued svinpathy 
with the Jewish people a) cruelly oppressed at the preset nt time, and of my readiness 
to give all the support in my power to any scheme that offers a hope of practical 
relief from their sufferings 

When IL first saw the late Dr. Herzl som vears ago, while I was etill Colonial 
“-cretary, he greatly Impressed me, not only by his intense enthusiasm, but also by 
his practical appreciation of the difficulties in his way and of the means of overcoming 
them 

llis idea then was to appeal to the national sentiment of the Jews and to 
organise a great settlement on a sufficient area of vacant land somewhere under th 
british flag, where, with the help of large funds at the disposal of Jewish organisa 

and under a system of extended municipal institutions which would allow full 
piav for Jewish aspirations without actually creating’ an imperium in impertw, the 
Jewish refugrees from tyranny and persecution might develope the resources of a 
britrsh colony and fine for thi Msei yes. 

This conce ption of Dr. Herzl strongly pppoe aie d to me as being the first promising 
attempt to solve a problem the existence of which in its present form is a disgrace and 
a danger to European civilisation 

| was sorry when I learned that the report of the Commission sent out to examine 
tris territory ofte read thi British (,overnment wis unfavourable. and eftili rnore to 
notice the decision of the Basle Zionist Congress, after Dr. Herzl’s death. to abandon 
the project altogether. . 

Now I understand that you and vour friends have determined to renew th 
effort on the lines suggested by Dr. Herzl, and. although the delay has certain!s 
increased the difficulties in the way, all that has since occurred, and particularly th 
recent terrible persecution of the Jews in the Kast of Murope has intensified thre 
necessity for finding some tunmediate remedy for the existing state of things, and has 
added to the responsibility of Christian nations in regard to it. 

| should, therefore, most gladly give any aid and influence that I can command in 
support of any application that may now be made by a responsible organisation to the 
British Government to consider favourably the scheme prepared by Dr. Herzl, or ans 
amendment of it which experience has shown to be desirable.

Mr. Langermann said that Mr. Chamberlain’s letter was not accom- 
ymanied by any flowery expressions of sympathy. It was aA 
Enetmeahiiich letter from a man who meant business. (Hear, hear.) Ar

Major-General Sir ALFRED TURNER, who was loudly cheered, said: It 
is a great honour to me, as a Gentile, to say a few words. I will only say 
to vou, recollect what your Chief Rabbi told you on Sunday—that the time for 
action has come—and it is no good our holding meetings and expressing 
sympathy and passing resolutions if we are not prepared to act. (Hear, 
hear.) Measures are necessary—and not half measures—and, therefore, it

I ask you to receive this vote 
with more than accustomed warmth, for our (/hairman is a very busy man, 
and has willingly devoted this evening to your services. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. ZANGWILL stated that in order to be with them that evening Sir 
Robert had gone without his dinner. 

The. vote was carried amid a wild scene of enthusiasm and loud cheers 
for Sir Robert Reid. 

An overflow meeting was held on Mile End Waste, and was addressed 
by Messrs. 8. Lennox Loewe, H. Silverstone, and others. Resolutions were 
passed to the effect that the only solution of the Jewish question in Russia 
was organised emigration to unoccupied lands under Anglo-Saxon or 
Turkish rule, Bee cane union and organisation of the “ITO” and 
Zionist movements. The meeting pledged itself to obtain funds for these 
purposes, and thanked the British Government for its efforts in the cause 
of humanity. 


JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

At the monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, held on 
Monday, Mr. Lkonarv L. Conen, the President, made the following refer- 
ence to the massacres of Jews in Russia: I am sure the Board will agree 
with me that IT should take the first opportunity afforded me of expressing 
in its name the horror and indignation it feels at the terrible outrages to 
which the Jews in Middle and Southern Russia have been subjected, and 
our deep sympathy with the innocent sufferers from these deplorable events. 
I need not expatiate on the extent of the calamity, but I believe that the 


details, which have so far reached this country, in no way exaggerafe the 
situation. The appeal which has been issued is a necessary and an urgent 
one, and it was a wise resolve that the money collected should be rengitted 
to Russia, where, thanks to the kindly co-operation of the British Gdvern- 
ment, for which the community is profoundly grateful, the assistance $f the 
British Consuls has been hitherto available in aiding distribution df the 
funds. If there is one ray of hope in this terrible business, it is afforded 
by the Western European nations seizing this opportunity to throw off anti- 
Semitic tendencies, and to show, as they are ine. by their material and 
moral support, their detestation of these deplorable proceedings. When I 
remind you that over 70 per cent. of the cases dealt with by the Board in 
1904 were Russians and Russian Poles, it will be realised how closely 
interested is the Board of Guardians in all that concerns the Russian Jews. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Stuart M. Samvuen, M.P.. said he was sure the Board would be 
glad to associate itself with the. remarks of the President. He agreed that 
if Was a matter of congratulation for the Jews of this country that His 
Majesty’s Government had afforded the facilities they had done by placi@ 
the services of their Consuls in Russia at the disposal of the body which 
was distributing the money which benevolent and generous people, 1 ot ouly 
Jews, but non-Jews, were placing in their hands. It must be a source of 
some consolation to the Jews of this country that in Russia, as in France, 
the Jews were coupled with the “intellectuals.” He thought it would be 
a sad day for the Jews of any country if they were not associated with the 
best intelligence of the country ; and if there were to he Jewish victims if 
persecution it was well they should fall in the cause of freedom. And if the 
death of these martyrs were in the cause of that freedom, which we enjoy 
in this country, for their coreligionists in Russia, he felt their deaths would 
not have been in vain. “(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. B. L. Conen, M.P., said it was necessary that the Board should be 
associated in any steps that were taken to rem dy the disastrous condition 
existing. If there were any body upon which the effect of the Russian 
atrocities would fall more heavily than upon any other, it was the Jewish 
Board of Guardians; and, therefore, he was sure they would take every 
opportunity afforded them of asso: lating themselves with any and every 
step which might be taken to prevent undue pressure by the arrival of 
immigrants to this’ country, and to mitigate, as far as they could. tne 
horrors to which they had been, and, perhaps, were still being subjected 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. N. 8S. Josepn said that, as one conn ted with thr Russo-Jewish 
Committee since its inception twenty-three vears ago, he heartil 
in what had been said on this subject.

These massacres im Russia are Larisyy akably 
atrocious, all the more so as they have not only not been prevented by the authorities, 
but actually instigated by them. When a few people were killed in. Servia, the 
British CGovernment refused to recopmnhise the new roverhmnent when thousands are 
massacre din Russia, the British Government does nothing, though the Russian Gov 
ernment is just as much inplicated as was the Servian! I am glad to see that a 
fund has been started for the he ln of the victims. 

Mr. Oswald John Simon wrote 

Just because | am not a Zionist.I should have been glad to attend your meeting 
All differences of opinion appear to me to be as nothing in this supreme crisis of 
Jewish history. The whole house of Israel is bound together as one man im our 
present anguish. Our martyred brethren in Russia is the thought which must stir 
each one of us. I need scarcely say that I am heart and soul with you in the protest 
you propose and in the appeal for aici. In no time was there Sul h urge nt need for 
yerfect unity among Jews. The barbarous assault upon our religion and our race in 
cain cries aloud to God and to humanity. Anything that we can do to give 
succour and comfort to our outraged brethren must be done. 

Mr. L. J. Greenberg, in the course of his letter, expressed regret for his 
inability to be present, and hoped that the gathering would be the means 
of inducing some Jews who had held aloof from the Zionist movement 
to It 

ae letter was also read from Mr. Albert Reitlinger (a member of the 
League), enclosing a constitution 6f £25 towards the relief of the sufferers 

The CHAIRMAN, in lieu’of his presidential address, devoted the whole of 
his remarks. to the Russian situation. He-said: 

They were there to protest against a crime against humanity 
—they were all brothers; though the brotherhood of some was 
as that of Cain and Abel. As Cardinal Manning said on a 
similar occasion: “If the misfortune is that of the Jew, the disgrace 
is that of the Christian.” Their fellow-citizens deplored with them the 
death of these poor innocent victims, whose terrible fate it was impossible for 
words to paint. Old men, venerable and helpless, beaten, battered and 
burnt, because they were Jews ; young men, lusty and brave, disfigured, 
hacked to pieces in defence of their kindred, and destroyed by vile mobs, 
because they were Jews ; women, young and tender, even those bringing 
succour to the wounded as nurses, outraged and then killed, because they 
were Jewesses; young children, even little babes and sucklings, hurled out of 
windows and torn limb from limb, because they were Jews. They felt it as 
men and women, and were ashamed for their kind ; but it came home to them 
with a personal grief and consternation, because they also were Jews. It 
might only be happy chance that their own fathers and mothers, their wives, 
sons and daughters, were not at that moment the victims of similar atrocities. 
Apart, however, from the horror of the thing, they could not help feeling a 
sentiment of pride that these martyrs had been slaughtered because they 
were the superiors of their surroundings, because they were the types of the 
intellectuals, the most active workers in the cause of freedom. There was 
another thing which made them proud of these heroes. They had not suffered 
themselves this time to be beaten and driven to death, like hunted hares, 
but had made a bold stand for their lives, a stand which would have pre- 
served them and theirs from the worst horrors, if troops, and even 
artillery, had not been employed to put down their resistance, thus fixing at 
the same time the indelible stigma of their murder on the Russian Govern- 
ment. They had died as heroes and martyrs because they were Jews. 
Meantime, over six millions of their brothers in faith, those precious six 
millions in whom the future of Jewry centred, stood in peril of their lives 
throughout the towns and villages of that vast empire where only one lesson 
seemed to be thoroughly taught and respected—-hatred of the Jew. What 
were they doing? wringing their hands and endeavouring to stop the flood 
of distress with a mop! It might be some comfort to them to disburse money 
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to relieve the sufferers, and it was their first duty to help all funds directed 
to that laudable purpose, but that was not all their duty, not even the 
smallest part. It was humiliating to see, evenin the appeal which had been 
issued by the leaders of the commanity, the trail of the evil anti-alien 
agitation, which had provided the fresh weapon for their oppressors in all 
lands by keeping our brothers and sisters pent up in their ghettos, even as 
sheep for the slaughter. One would have thought that at a moment like 
that such considerations would have had no place even in the minds of their 
bitterest opponents ; but the Russo-Jewish Committee, which was established 
for the administration of a fund for the relief of refugees was now making it 
a condition of relief that there should be no refagees to England, at least, 
and the money collected was to be spent only on the spot for the relief of 
urgent distress. That was wanted badly enough Heaven knew! but that it 
should be blazoned forth in a public appeal that the hunted refugees, 
those who endeavoured to escape to a better future, should have no help from 
them, made them despair of the manliness, the determination, 
the power of self-sacrifice of latter-day English Jewry. Was there 
not something greater to be said or thought of at sach & Crisis, 
something which might readily appeal to the sentiments of their fellow- 
citizens, as well as of Jews all over the world? Could they not at sucha 
moment think of a remedy for these recurring evils, of a home for their out- 
casts, where they might be freed from the perpetual terror of such sanguinary 
outbreaks, from the moral death, worse even than the physical, to which 
they were condemned in their present horrible surroundings? The Exodus 
would come-—-it was bound to come. They could not keep these people back, 
even at the point of the bayonet. The question now was not, as they were 
told lately by their anxious Chief Rabbi, “ Wohin ?"—‘* Whither ?”’--but 
“How Long?” They Zionists had answered the first question in seven 
International Congresses attended by representatives of their people from 
all quarters of the earth. Their goal was the dear land of their fathers, the 
land without a people, waiting for the people without a land; and they knew 
there was no solation of the eternal Jewish Question short of that. They 
did not ignore the difficulties, bat they sank into nothingness compared with 
the utter impossibility of the conditions for their people in Russia. It was 
within their power to-day, ifonly they could unite all their forces, to secure 
the legal guarantees which were their sole condition for a settlement under 
the Turkish Government. How long would their great ones, and some of 


‘their thinkers, too, still stand oatside the national movement and deprive 


them of the force which was necessary to secure those guarantees? How 
many more massacres, burnings and expulsions would they look on and 
perhaps endure before they joined them? The conviction which had already 
stirred them was that the sufferings of the Jew must be ended, not mended, 
and that they could only be ended when he had a home of his own, a place of 
refuge where all who were oppressed might be gathered to fulfil their destiny 
as men, and not as hunted beasts of the field “ for whom there is nodwelling- 
place.” Howlong? The blood of slaughtered thousands and the anguish 
and tears of tens of thousands of crippled ones who lived to continue a 
miserable existence, appealed to them, not for money, but for the determina- 
tion to fulfil the destiny of the Jew, for which they had fallen and suffered. 
Dared they any longer neglect thatcry ? (Applause.)

Dr. M. FRIEDEBERGER, in seconding the resolution, said what the Jews 


required was an imternational body, a body that could speak with united 


Jewish authority on behalf of the whole of Jewry, and until they could eet 
such a body there would be a periodical recurrence of such massacres 
Dr. A. 8S. Rapoport moved, as an amendment to the third resolution, 


the addition of the words “ and to the heads of the Christian Church in tnis 
country.” He said that if the powerful Russian Church had protested the 
latest atrocities would never have taken place. In the name of Christianity 
he asked them to eppes: to the heads of the Church, and ask them to preach 
Christianity, whic a greater effect their own feeble 
protests 

Mr. IskaArt COHEN said that many thousands of pounds were 
wasted by Christians in Western Europe in trying to convert Jews to 
Christianity; that money should rather be sent to Russia in order to convert 
the inhabitants of that un-Christian country into Christians 

Mr. LEon Simon, the Hon. Secretary, appealed to niembers of 
League for contributions to the relief fund, which, he stated 
warded to the Central Committee. 

Mr. B. Grap held that it was a mistake to forward money to Russia on 
behalf of their brethren. It was possible that if the massacres had occurred 
in the time of Dr. Herzl, he might, by the aid of the large sums collected. 
have come to some favourable arrangement with the Sultan. He said that 
the situation of the Jews in Russia called for the immediate co-operation of 
all Jews. 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the observations which had been made by 
the various speakers, remarked that all Jews, however they might disagree 
on other matters—whether they called themselves Territorialists or simply 
Zionists—were at one in the desire for the immediate return of their 
brethren to the land of their fathers. He quoted a paragraph from Mr. 
Zangwill’s article in the current number of the Fortnightly Review (in 
which the writer spoke of the difficulty of obtaining good titles to land as 
the only obstacle), to substantiate this. He was quite sure that no Jew 
whether a financier or otherwise, would give the slightest assistance to 
Russia while the present state of affairs existed. Mr. Bentwich called 
attention to the meeting to be held on the following evening at the Memorial 
Hall, and urged the attendance of those present.

THE RELIEF FUND. 


A conference was held on Tuesday afternoon at New Court, over which 
Lord Rothschild presided, for settling the arrangements to be made for the 
distribution of the fund now being raised for the relief of the victims of the 
outrages. Delegates from Paris, Berlin, and St. Petersburg were present, 
as well as three representatives of the Rasso-Jewish Committee, and the 
President of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter. It was resolved to continue 
remitting funds to Baron Giinzburg, of St. Petersburg, for distribution among 
the sufferers, who will transmit to the Committees of the various towns 
affected the sums needed by them. It was further decided to send three 
emissaries as a travelling commission to visit the various Russian towns 
affected by the outrages, and+to establish at Berlin a central information 
bureau, for the reception and tabulation of all particulars as to the needs of 
the several localities which had been the scenes of the troubles, so as to 
enable a due and proportionate distribution of the funds being made. Each 
Continental committee will have charge of the funds it has raised ; but, in 
order to prevent overlapping, all moneys are to be sent through, or by the 
order of, Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, of London. 

Later in the day a representative meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committ«e 
was held, over which Sir Samuel Montagu presided. The Hon. Charles 
Rothschild, Mr. David L. Alexander, K.C., and Mr. Cecil Sebag-Montefiore 
were added to the Committee. Further arrangements with regard to the 
appeal for funds now befor the public were discussed, and the advisability 


of holding a public representative demonstration of protest at the recent 
massacres was considered. 


Meetings of Jews were held in various cities of the United States on 
Sunday, with the object of raising funds for the Jews in Russia. Large 
amounts were realised. Philadelphia contributed 20,000 dols. in half an hour. 
Mr. Carnegie sent 10,000 dols. to the local committee.

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A RELIEF FUND IN BERLIN. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, NOVEMBER 12TH 

Herr James Simon, as President of the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden, 
has issued an appeal for help on behalf of the Jews in Russia. The appeal, 
at the urgent request of Christian citizens, has not been confined to Jews 
(our true-hearted Christian friends insist that precisely because Jews have 
heen the victims it behoves Christians of every country to testify the more 
emphatically their abhorrence of the fiendish deeds done by so-called 
Christians in Russia. The sum of 148,000 marks is the present response to 
Herr Simon's appeal. The amount will, no doubt, be very largely supple- 
mented, but help, to prove effective, must come swift and sudden. From 
personal knowledge l am able to state that the strenuous efforts of some of 
our leading men to obtain from Government diplomatic aid and counten- 
ance in their endeavours to help our co-religionists in Russia have, par- 
tially at least, been successful. Dr. Paul Nathan, Vice-President of the 
Hilfsverein, left here last evening for London. After conference with the 
leading men there, he will go to St. Petersburg to have an interview with 
Witte. That minister telegraphed, late last night, after Dr. Nathan had 
left. that he could not promise him an audience, but that no passport 
difficulties should be placed in his way. I am persuaded that Dr. Nathan 
will. nevertheless, take his chance, and, let us hope that some good will 
result from a mission to which he brings to bear tact, courage, and intense

Inspire our hearts and 
the hearts of all our brethren in every place of their habitation with tender pity, that 
they may bring the gifts of their hands to satisfy the souls of the afflicted and to 
shelter the homeless. 

Bestow Thy blessing upon our dear land under whose shadow we dwell in peace 
and happiness, and visit us all with mercy and salvation. Amen. 


PULPIT REFERBNCES. 


The Carer Rapsi, preaching at the Great Synagogue on Saturday afternoon, 
spoke of the terrible tidings which had reached this country from Russia. He said 
that the Jewish community were under a deep debt of gratitude to the Prime 
Minister and to Lord Lansdowne for having used their kind offices with a view to 


staying the said outrages They were grateful also to Lord = §Lans 
downe for having promised the necessary facilities whereby the money 
which was being collected for the relief of the sufferers should — be transmitted 
through the ageney of the British Consular officers in Russia The community 
appre ated the words of profound svinpathy for the sufferings of the Jews addressed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury to the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, and hoped 
that by civine bole those sympathetic words would have the che ared effect. He 
begged that separate collections should not be made, but that a general fund remitted 
through the Russo-.Jewish Committee and Lord Rothschild should be forwarded for 
distribution to the British Consular officers im Russia, thus preventing overlapping 
or the neglect of any of the sufferers. 


At the Lauderdale Road Synagogue, the Haham preached a sermon, in the 
course of which he said, after a reference to Abraham's vision: Can we not behold 
even this very day, the smoking ruins and the fiery fame of passion, of persecution, 
of wickedness passing through the scattered remnants, through the quivering pieces of 
Jewish communities, of Jewish homes, of Jewish bodies, an almost literal fulfilment 
of that vision of old When the sun of reason, of lberty, the sun of legality and 
humanity, had gone down, the light of arson was kindled and the torch of fiery 
persecution was thrown among the Jews. We may go one step further and interpret 
that symbolical vision. If the Jews are torn by internal dissensions, if they are 
divided and sub-divided into contending factions and sections, into small fragments 
4nd pieces, then the y become the yvietim to eve ry aggression, a@ prev to every per 
secution, then they are mere bleeding limbs from the body.. But an old legend 
completes that vision, and says that after the fire and smoke had disappeared th se) 
very pieces were jomed together and the animals came to life again, syni:bolising the 
future re-umion of those scattered limbs. ‘This is to be our duty in face of the terrible 
crisis, and the sore tnals through which our brothers and sisters are passing, it is now 
our brovuarncte ti duty to stand up for our brothers and sisters who have fallen victims to 
fiendish persecution, and who have sanctified the name of the Lord in the face of 
their vile aggressors, It is now for us to recognise our duty to them, and to proclaim 
to the whole world the solidarity and the ynity of the Jewish race, to join hands and 
hearts for their protection, for the alleviation of them sufferings, and for the pre 
paration of a greater future. Dr. Gaster then read the following praver, composed

S. SINGER; whose sermon at the New West End Synagogue last Saturday 
dealt with the sutferings of the Jews of Russia and the lessons to be learnt ther 
from. offered followtg praver at the conciusion: Almighty we come 
before Thee thr day with hearts stricken and wounded. and vet sustained by the 
helhef that Phou lovest those whom Thou chastenest Sore trials beset us wherever 
we be, who would be faithful to Israel our people, and to Thee Who art Israel's God 
tut what are our heaviest troubles compared with the sorrows and tribulations that 
have been the lot‘of our brethren in Russia i? We beseech Thee, O Lord, put an 
end to the work of violence, cruelty and destruction. Give not over the soul of Thy 
turtle-dove to the wild beasts, forget not the life of Thy poor for ever. Have regard 
to the covenant, for the dark places of the earth are filled with violence. Be ‘Lhou 
the stay and comfort of all who in these times of trouble have been bereaved of 
kindred and of friends, and bitterly mourn the death of those dear to them as their 
own souls. Have mercy upon the remnant of Thy people. Feeble as we are, without 
Thee we are nought. Sanctify our sorrows unto us. Give us still the power to 
endure ; patiently to bear our burden, never, never to lose our faith in Thy promise, 
and our trust in Thee. Enlighten the minds and touch the -hearts of our enemies. 
Calm all angry and brutal passions among them. Fill them with a spirit of justice and 
humanity that shall transcend all boundaries of race and creed. Let not, we entreat 
Thee, our martyred brothers and sisters have suffered and died in vain. Neither 
let our yearnings be in vain for peace and friendship and amity with all our fellow- 
men. Whoever fails to walk m Thy law of love, may we not fail. Hast Thou not 
promised to our fathers, and wilt Thou not fulfil it in-us his children, ** Through thee 
and thy seed shall all the families of the earth be blessed”’ ’ Save us, O God our 
salvation, and hasten the time when all Thy children shall unite in perfect homage 
to Thee, not with their lips alone, but showing forth in their lives that they do 
veritably belleve ith the Fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man. Amen. 


In the course of his sermon at the service of the Jewish Religious Union last 
Saturday, Mr. IsraEL ABRAHAMS said: Present tribulation cannot make us forget the 
long providential past, nor despair of the longer providential future. This 1s no 
comfort to-day, but we are not vet in a mood for comfort. As the Rabbi said: 
‘*Condole not with a mourner while his dead lies still unburied before him.’’ How 
then can we comfort one another while the blood of our brothers and sisters 1s not 
yet cold on the stained soil? It is not comfort we seek to-day, but courage ; courage 
to face the awful ordeal, to do our utmost in relief of the living victims, to dedicate to 
the martyred dead our resolve to quit ourselves as men in the crisis before us. And 
if we refuse to linger in the mood of doubt, still less shall we feel tempted to allow 
the mood of vengeance to hold us. The only vengeance we demand is that these 
martyrs shall not have died in vain. ‘‘ Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death 
of His loving ones.”’ It is not easy to get at the exact meaning of these words. Some 


think that the meaning is that God regards the death of His loving ones as some- 
thing precious, something to be dearly paid for by those who are its agents. But 
we read a nobler thought into the words. The martyr’s death 1s a thing of price in 
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God's eyes. He values it for itself, He values it for its effects. If Russia shall in the 
end sow the seeds of freedom and civilisation by the blood of these Jewish martyrs, 
this will be a truly Jewish revenge. If Europe shail take warning that the subtlest 
intellectual anti-Semitism is but a link in an individual chain which ends in savage 
massacre—then, perhaps, out of evil some good may come. To all the world it 1s a4 
terrible lesson. Let not the lesson be forgotten when the terror has passed One 
final word. St. Bernard of Clairvaux took a leading part in rousing Europe to the 
Crusade against Saladin, preaching on this very text: “‘ Precious in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of His loving ones."’ The first consequence was that they who were 
starting to fight Moslem unbelievers abroad began by massacring Jewish unbelievers 
at home. When this saintly Christian saw what was happening he turned all his 
energy to arrest the evil. St. Bernard wrote forcible letters, roams A long and arduous 
journeys, and stayed the crime. Remember this to-day. Let us not attach to 
Christianity the blame for sins committed by its false sons. Christendom must, 
indeed, purge itself in sackcloth and ashes of the wrong done to its own fair name. 
This atonement, already honourably begun by the Archbishop's message to St. Peters 
bur _ may be one of the best effec ts that may emerge from the catastrophe. ‘Precious 
in the sight of the Lord is the death of His loving ones.’’ Them may God treasure in 
His eternal presence, giving them in heaven the peace demed to them on earth And 
in our eves, too, must their death be precious, a blessed memory stirring us to com- 
passion for what has passed, to manliness in what lies before us. 

The ordinary service of the East End Branch of the Jewish Religious Union, held 
every Saturday afternoon at the Commercial Street Council School, took the form 
of a special service. Instead of the reac her yreviously announced a special address 
was delivered by Mr. H. S. Lewis, M.A., of Toynbee Hall. The service included a 
special prayer composed for the occasion by Mr. Emanuel Sternheim, and read by 
him, and also specially appropriate hymns and psalms. Mr. Lewis concluded his 
sermon, by appealing to all those who were interested in the Union to contribute 
liberally to the collection. 


In his sermon &t the Central Svnagogue, the Rev. Mrcnartt Apier,B.A., said that 
we stood appalled at this new chapter of Israel's tragic history, already *‘men of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief.’ How gallantly had the Jewish martyrs borne 
thermec!ves in this awful strife' They never tlinched in their willingness to immolate 
themselves upon the altar of their ancestral religion. .Slow and painful and blood. 
setamed Russia awakening, her rroping for the light of freedom, after 
centuries of moral and intellectual darkness, and now the faint gleam of the sun of 
reform was piercing the black pall of autocracy and tyranny. Might they not still hop: 
that Israel's long drawn agony in that land was coming to an end, that the awful 
massacres of the past week were a ghastly pre lude to an era of freedom and peace I 
The conscienc of the whole world had been stirred. 


The Rev. H. M Lazarus, B.A., preaching last Saturday at the Brondesbury 


Synagoanue said: It seems as if Satan and his crew have broken loose, Russian 
against Russian, ruler against ruled, and both of them against the innocent 
inoffensive Jew. And what is more astounding than all is that the very servants 


of the Tsar, in whose hands is entrusted the execution of the law these very 
men have become the most lawless. and act the part of the thirsty bloodhound 
to track out the unhappy victims and drag them from their hiding places 
The police direct the mob to the homes of the innocent and helpless Jews. ‘This is not 
a time for preaching, no time for contemplation We cannot. dare not think about 
self when the ¢ r\ of wr brothers and sisters.who are cut down pitilessly is ID OUT Cars, 
This is a time for appealing to one another on behalf of our kinsmen, our flesh and 
blood, cl tails of the horrors are too terrible recount thes scarcely be 
summed up by “unheard-of-savagery” ‘That isthe way how Russia, holy Russia, is 
voing to obtain liberty from its Tsar, and human rights from his officials! It seems that 
the soil must first be saturated with Jewish blood before liberty can prosper on it, Jews 
must not leave Russia sooner or later, as is the opinion of some of us. No, in Russia 
thev must remain, and their rights must be asserted by themselves. Russia cannot and 
will not succeed in expelling them nor even in expunging them. Has Providence 
ceased Is the guardian of Israel asleep’ No. no. This does not dishearten us. These 
massacres make our brethrens claim allthe stronger, their footing becomes all the 
more firm. Dear brothers and sisters, the whole world is astir with the ghastly news, 
our hearts are bleeding at hearing of such calamities. Alas for the dead! But woe to 
the living. Let us not be deaf to the appeal for our wounded and crushed brethren in 
Russia. Let us come forward and show our generosity in this time of need. Let us 
wive them as much assistance as we can each afford as athank-offering to the Almicnty 
Guardian of Israel, who has afforded us a haven of refuge and safety in this blessed 
country. May He protect this noble country, its people, and its rulers from distress 
and calamity A prayer followed., During the service Mr. Lazarus impressively 
recited OSA KID PR (in which he interpolated special references to the martyrs 
in Russia) and AS. 


The Rev. B. BERLINER, in his sermon at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue last 
Sabbath, said: A thick cloud covers our people, impenetrable, in the sense, that we 
cannot foresee, when it will be dissipated. ark and sinister are the aspects which 
are forcibly presented to our minds. Men, women, and children have been horribly 
massacred in cold blood with ghastly cruelty and inhuman atrocity. The merciful 
feelings of the humane throughout the world are outraged by these unparalleled events 
in the history of civilised mankind. They can only be successfully prevented by 
nobility of life, prayer and charity. 


The Rev. D. Wasserzva, at the Dalston Synagogue last Sabbath, said that while 
their brothers and sisters in Russia were still walking in fear of a horrible death, while 
children were crying aloud to heaven for their parents, while husbands were moaning 
for their wives, and wives for their husbands, while mothers were piteously calling for 
children who had been done to death with appalling barbarity, it was not becoming 
on their part to indulge in needless merry-making.

MANCHESTER. 

A well-attended Conference, convened by Mr. Nathan Laski, President of the 
Manchester Old Hebrew Congregation. was held at the Great Synagogue Chambers 
on Sunday.

(together with delegates from the Zionist Associati ial 
invitation), and the various Ministers. on, who had received a spec 


Mr. Laski, who presided, said that his object in convening the Conference was to 
raise a fund to assist their persecuted coreligionists in Russia. He thought it advisable 
to follow on the lines carried out in the year 1882, when the city of Manchester con- 
tributed a sum of about £6,000. This time, however, he hoped even that sum would 
be increased. Certain steps had been taken at a meeting held that morning of the 
Manchester Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. an they were shortly in hopes 
of electing an influential man to head the movement in Manchester. He had written 
letters to five of the most prominent Christian Divines in that cit , Bamely, the Bishop 
of Manchester, the Dean of Manchester, Monsignor Gadd, Dr. Goetrich, and the Rev. 
Dr. A. McLaren, asking their assistance in the task which had been undertaken for 
the purpose of assisting their oppressed brethren. The Rishop had immediately 
replied in a letter which did him every credit, and in which he expressed his sincere 
sympathy, and stated his willingness to sign a requisition to the Lord Mayor, asking 
him to call a town’s meeting for the purpose of raising funds. The Dean of Man- 
chester, the very Rev. Dr. E. ©. Maclure, and the Rev. Dr. Mclaren had likewise 
written most sympathetically, and promised their assistance in whatever steps might 
be taken to ap to the city of Manchester for financial aid.

Our 
Luttorities have alwave done thie ir utmost to protect Vvour ligionists : ana having 
mvself served twenty vears in the ** Gardes”’ at Warsaw, I went the rounds and 
invouacked im the streets with my hussars for more than two months, ten vears ago 
to protect the Jews. IT never saw any of our soldiers, nor any functionary insult a 
Jew: neither did they complain against a duty so rigorous and unusual.

A Reuter telegram from Odessa on Wednesday stated : 

An Imperial U kase has been issued exnressing the gratitude of the Emperor to 
the Governor of Bessarabia. who is alleged by the Jews to have organised the 
inassacres at Kishineff and elsewhere. Its publication has produced a fresh panic 
among the Kishineff Jews, who fear a renetition of the late disorders. News has been 
received from St. Petersburg that M. Neidgardt. the dismissed Civil Governor, will 
be placed On trial for his complicity in the cdisorch rs, A det ac hient of police vesterday 
appeared at the synagogue and declared that they had a warrant to search the build. 
ing. After removing the caretaker and the warcdens. they broke open the safe. 
abstracted the cash and jewels, and left without making any search. 

A Morning Leader telegram, also despatched from Odessa on Wednesday, 
states: 

The situation here has again become menacing. The predatory instincts of the 
marauders have been sharpened by Jewish loot and their audacity has been increased 
by the general immunity from punishment, and a savage hatred for the Jews. 


‘Students and Liberals are inflamed and exasnerated by the recent heavy losses in 


their ranks. _The black hundreds ”’ openly and defiantly allege that they are pre- 
paring a ruthless war against the intellectuals. and for the spohation and annihilation 
of the Jews. 


A Reuter telegram from St, Petersburg on Wednesdav stated :— 

If the hooligan element of the population is once let loose through the relaxation 
of military control in the city a renetition of the occurrences in the other towns of 
Russia may be feared, as the hooligans are only awaiting their opportunity. This 
afternoon a threatening band gathered round a Jewess in the Alexander Market. 
The presence of strong military patrols alone prevented attacks on the Jews, who, 
overcome with terror, hurriedly put up the shutters of their shons and locked them- 
selves in, barricading the doors. Up to the present there has been no rioting.

The Elections to the State Duma. 


News of the electoral agitation continues to come in from every corner 
of the Russian Empire. The Electoral Committes recently organised by the 
alliance of Jewish “ Intellectuals,” consisting of eighteen members, devoted 
its first meeting to coming to a decision on the fundamental question as to 
the relations of the united groups to the State Duma and the forthcoming 
elections. After an animated debate, the Committee adopted the following 
resolution : 

Finding that the State Duma does not absolutely satisfy the demands of a true 
national representation as demanded by the country, the Moscow Jewish Electoral 


Committee nevertheless considers it necessary. to participate in the electoral agitation 
with the view to propagating widely the idea of organising the social powers for the 
realisation. together with other races, of civil, political and national rights of the 


Jewish nation. Members returned to the Duma by the help of the Jewish Electoral

A meeting of representatives of the Minsk Government has taken place 
at Minsk, for the purpose of formulating a preparatory scheme for the 
elections to the State Duma. That meeting has adopted the following plat- 
form : 

The Jews must organise themselves in order to become a power without and 
within the Duma, for the purpose of defending their national interests, and, with this 
aim in view, form a Jewish:national party on democratic principles The demands 
of that party are to be: Equal rights for Jews, political and national the autonomy of 
lauguage, school and conmumnunity , universal, equal and secret voting by ballot, free 
dom of unions, religion, speech and meetings, and the inviolability of the person \s 
regards the Duma, the party should strive ta re-organise it into a constitutional 
national representative body, and to attain this object it is intended to enter intoa 
coalition with other parties which aim at a similar object. 

As regards Jewish members of the Duma, the meeting was of opinion 
that such members should not only be acquainted with the Jewish question, 
but must also be capable of defending the platform indicated above. The 
Committee elected by the meeting was instructed to act in all matters in 
the name of the Jewish electors of the Minsk Government within the limits 
of the resolution, to conduct negotiations with non-Jewish electors and their 
representatives, to defend the interests of Jewish electors before official 
institutions, and to organise in the various districts electoral activity, etc. 
A resolution somewhat similar to the one just quoted was also passed ata 
meeting of representative Jews at Riga. 

The Congress of Jewish communal workers in the Poltava (iovernment 
is of opinion that the State Duma does not satisfy the demands of a truly 
national representation. The Congress nevertheless rejected a suggestion 
to boycott the lbuma, and resolved that the Jews should participate in the 
election in order, together with other advanced elements of the country, 
to endeavour to extend therightsof the lama. Ata private consultation of 
Jewish electors at Rostoff on the Don, it was resolved to join all the other 
local electors and to support the most worthy and enlighted candidate, 
irrespective of nationality. 

A group of electors of ‘the Odessa Jewish «ommunity is organising a 
separate Electoral Committee for participation in the electoral agitation. 
The Boulevard District, which is mainly inhabited by the most intelligent 
electors who have also the right to take part in the State elections. contains 
about 500, of whom there are 150 Jewish property-owners. Thus, the 
Jewish property-owners alone, not counting householders and merchants, 
constitute almost one-third of the electors. In view of the activity of the 
Jews and their interest in the election, the result will in no small degree 
depend on their selection of candidates. The Boulevard District has 48,000 
inhabitants, and has to return eight electors. 

In the Jewish population of St. Petersburg there are many who have a 
right to vote both there and in electoral districts of the Pale of Settlement. 
The Jewish “ Intellectuals,” who are at present occupied with preparations 
for the forthcoming elections, have approached these electors, requesting 
them to renounce the right of voting at St. Petersburg, and to record their 
votes in the Pale of Settlement, on the ground that there the Jews, by joint 
efforts of all classes, have a chance of returning to the Duma one of their 
own number. 

At a meeting at Vitebsk, which was attended by representatives of all 
national groups of town and rural electors, the programme of the Moscow 
Congress of the Zemstvo and town workers was adopted. A Government 
Central Bureau was organised for the purpose of returning men of a progres- 
sive and democratic leaning, whereby each nationality is to have the possi- 
bility to return its representative to the Duma. The Jews predominate in the 
town electorate of Lubni (Poltava Government), and on them depends entirely 
the election of candidates, while the opinions of these electors are divided 
into two categories. Some think that all the three town representatives 
should be Jews. Other Jewish electors are of opinion that these representa- 
tives should generally be progressives irrespective of nationality, and, with 
this object in view, they work for two Christians. The representatives of 
the Krementchug Jewish Community have decided to agitate with a view of 
returning electors from the progressive elements. The representatives of 
the Grodno Jewish Community have decided to accept, in its entirety, the 
programme of the Moscow Congress, to act in accord with the Poles, and to 
return two Jews to the Duma.

The CHAIRMAN said: We are met to-day, as we met a couple of years 
ago, to protest, as effectively as we can, against the horrors perpetrated 
upon the Jewish people—the news of which has outraged the ears of the 
world. Our people have shot, boycotted, bludgeoned, and torn to 
death, burned alive, and set on fire—women outraged and murdered 
infants slaughtered and mutilated—by the hundred and the thousand. It 
is the old, unchanging story—slander first, then massacre, then robbery 
and destruction—all in the name of the Tsar and of the kind of Christianity 
that nation profess. At last—no doubt the avowal was made for political 
purposes—at last we have the admission of the truth we have long known 
these imassacres afe official. For a long while it has been pertectly well 
recognised, through documentary proofs, that they are part of the Russian 
Governmental system—this slaughter of the Jews, with the occasional 
accompaniment of the dishonouring and butchery of women and children, 
and all the brutal cruelties that lend a finish to these orgies of blood and 
hatred. When Lord Salisbury was told that people wanted universal 
suffrage, he suggested that what they wanted was not a vote but a circus. 
When the Russian people ask for political freedom, the authorities, to 
divert their attention, offers them the usual panacea tor popular discon- 
tent in many districts—massacres of the Jews with all the fiendish horrors 
of which the Russian lower alone in Europe, are capable. In

That this Society calls upon the Russian Government 
to secure future immunity of the Jews from attack by public proclamation and 
warning to the Russian people, and trusts that it will make compensation to those who 
have suffered from the outbreak. That copies of this resolution be forwarded to His 
Majesty's Foreign Office and to the Russo-Jewish Committee in London.

Sir,—Although in past ages the Jews suffered cruel persecution in 
England, as im all other countries, and were only relieved of various 
legal disabilities, slowly and grudgingly, yet they have, during the. last 
half-century, attained full equality of rights with all other British subjects. 
On this | congratulate you no less than ourselves. 

As regards the terrible outbreaks of popular fury and indiscriminate 
liassacre now oceurring in Russia, due largely to the criminal apathy or 
even open connivance of the authorities, you have, of Course, the deepest 
sympathy of all who can claim to be civilised—more especially of all who 
believe that freedom of speech, of thought, and of religion, are even more 
lniportant than mere bodily freedom.

Having just sent my mite to the Relief Fund for our unfortunate 
g I venture to ask you for a limited space in your 
already-overcrowded columns to suggest a difficulty in the administration 
of these funds, hoping to elicit some suggestions how‘this difficulty is to be 
got over. In this country in which it is our happy privilege to live, and 
no doubt in several others likewise. the law enacts that if a riot should arise 
In any county that county shall be obliged to refund their losses to the 
innocent sufferers. I do not know whether by oversight of its legislators 
such a law exists in Russia, but it is certain, if it does, it will never ie 
applied for the benefit of our ill-fated brethren. A larve sum is now being 
collected to be administered, on its arrival, by the English Consuls of the 
district, than whom no more intelligent or honourable body can be found, 
but who, unless aided by the British Minister, will be perfectly powerless 
The money, I assume, will be distributed to meet immediate requirements 
and to assist the survivors to carry on a business to eke out their existence. 
Now, the first thing that will happen will be, as it has been in [former 
similar circumstances, for the Government to seize the property for arrears 
of taxes. Thé second, that the creditors of the unfortunate persons thus 
degpoiled, will seize the remainder of the goods in order to cover themselves 
for their claims, and, thirdly, that if anything is left after al) this the 
Russian, when the present stir is somewhat forgotten, will gladly take the 
opportunity not only again to begin his work of massacre, but also to pocket 
the sovereigns which English generosity has sent thus lavishly. There 
seem to me only two remedies for this—the first is that the British Minister 
should seek to obtain an order from the Government that these levies for 
taxes or credits should cease—or, secondly, that a body, with limited powers, 
of active Englishmen, should be named to whom the sums thus collected 
should be handed over to invest in goods which they supply on credit to the 
unfortunate persons whom it is thought thus to help from the profits 
of which they are to maintain themselves and families. Of course, these 
English representatives would have to be paid for this, but in the end it 
would prove the wisest economy. Trusting that this rude sketch may be 
worked out by men more efficient than myselt, and thanking vou for the 
space afforded me. :

Sir,—The proceedings of the Jewish Religious Union eoncern primaril: 
the members of that body only. When, however, these proceedings rece!’ 
the dignity of publication, they challenge public notice and comment. 

One object which the Union sets itself to achieve is the retention for 
Judaism of those who are unwilling or unable to submit to the stern dis- 
— which the old faith demands of its followers. The Union sanctions 


acquaintance, in order to answer an article in the Moscow Cazette, No. 268, 9/22 Oct., 


a less exacting standard of observance, and it may be that there are —~* 


indeed, who have gladly availed themselves of the alternative offered. 
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this regard, then, at least, the Union is doing work of a beneficent kind; it 
has set itself the task of leading the way Ward by easy stages up to the 
Temple of the Faith. 

But it would seem that the Union is in danger of forgetting its main 
purpos*: It seems to be abandoning Its mode st role of reclamation for 
traflicking in “Spiritual Developers” for Jewry in general. We find, too, 
that some of the would-be evangelists of this “Spiritual Culture” speak 
from so exalted a spiritual height that the things of earth and the mere 
facts of life swim away from their ken, and blend with the circumambient 
expanse. For him that has attained this blissful elevation, little of true 
research and study 18 requisite before he is qualified to pass judgment, in 
sacrosanct style, on all matters Jewish. which may, Or may not, come 
within the purview ol the Union's a tivity. 

This has never been more clearly demonstrated than at the recent 
meeting of the Jewish Religious Union, reported in your columns. It is 
impossible in the scope of a letter to deal adequately with the aimlessness 
and inefficacy there revealed. I must pass over Mr. Hartog’s desire for the 
formulation of some kind of general doctrine—nothing hard and fast, of

Jews who, had they not eviden ed in themselves this quality ot seli-sacrifi o. 
might possibly have now been expatiating at large, in cushioned ease, on 
some theme of superfine spirituality... . 

Seli-sacrifice! Have we not all read ‘how the Rabbi of a hamlet near 
(idessa—a Jew refusing lo give up the vn oheys ol the widows and orphans 
entrusted to his keeping, suffered himself to be almost battered to death! 
i do not know whether he had ever heard of the Religious Union, and yet 
he seems to have found in the Judaism he professed this lesson of selt- 
sacrifice to the bitter end. And are not we who know something of the 
practical teachings of the old faith in their result—are not we, I say, con- 
tident that our brethren in Russia have added—are adding—countless names 
to the red roll of martyrs, wherever and whenever pitiless circumstances 
has. alas ' pointed to themselves as the sacrifice ¢ 

And in times of peace, is it not the tritest of facts that wherever a little 
hand of Jews settle, there, together with the House of Prayer, they set up 
charitable and philanthropic institutions of every kind, to’ maintain which 
each man must pinch and scrape and suffer actual deprivation—and the 
moving force of all this is the Faith, the old Faith, to them a Faith of ten- 
derness and tears, infinite sweetness and sacrifice. 

The observation, lightly spoken, lightly thought, to which I have drawn 
attention, might, at any other time, if peace reigned over Jewry and the 
world, be suffered to pass unnoticed. But the events of these latest days 
touch the very inmost fibre of our being, and we gain a clearer vision into 
the heart of things, and we see convention and convenience, stripped of 
their meritorious trappings, revealed in all their poverty and futility. But 
it is not only against utterances of the kind I have mentioned that protest 
must be raised. It is the spirit underlying them which must be cast out— 
the self-satisfaction and over-righteousness, the superiority and spiritual 
dilettanteism, which we are in danger of believing are evidences of profound 
cogitation, prolonged research, prophetic insight. ; 

We must overthrow this tyranny of unctuousness that seeks to impose 
itself on the general conscience. Let deep-based righteousness come to 
its own again.

BREAD, MEAT AND COAL CHARITIES. 


Srr,—As a protest against the excessive commission paid to the col- 
lector on the subscriptions to the ’B) N3't 1 have, during the last few 
years, sent a donation (on which no commission is paid) in leu of my 
subscription. 

The amount paid to the collector, according to the last balance-sheet 
sent me (I have not received one lately), was something like £110 on £1,100 
subscribed. Thereby—as Mr. Greenberg very pithily puts it in your last 
issue—diverting some 1,200 tickets from the empty stomachs of the poor into 
the pockets of one who happily cannot be classed among our poorer brothers. 
When pointing this out to the President and Hon. Secretary—and also 
the fact that as the greater portion of the subscriptions is remitted to tne 
collector by post, so the time which he has to devote to the business of 
the Society can, at most, be but a very few weeks his reply was that he did 
not think that the collector was overpaid. 

The attention of the subscribers is most conspicyously drawn to the 
fact that the charge for the delivery of the tickets 1s no longer payable by 
them. It is now paid by the society. The tickets, for the first week or 
two, arrived by post. The remainder were brought by hand by a poor- 
looking, woe-be-gone creature, and I feel sure that few—I hope very few— 
permitted themselves to be anything in pocket by the abrogation of the 


delivery charge to them. In fact, the whole of the work appears to be done 
by deputy atl a cost probably of not a tenth of what the So lety pays.

Sir,—The letter of “ Tertium Quid” in your last issue may lead your 
readers to believe that all bread. meat and coal societies are conducted on 
the principles of the Chevra Meshivath Nephesh. L am not conversant 
with the working of that Society, and “ Tertium Quid” is doubtless correct 
in condemning the system ol distributing charity by way ola lottery, but 
as Hon. Secretary of a kindred institution, whose Committee consists of 
well-to-do tradesmen above the need of charity themselves, I may say that 
the charges made by your correspondent are not attributable to all bread, 
meat and coal charities. The Society with which 1 am connected has no 
invested funds nor paid officials, and the entire working eaApenses Are 
defrayed by the Committee; thus the whole amount contributed by sub- 
scribers is devoted to the object of the institution. The cases relieved by 
my Society are only those of temporary distress which never, or rarely, come 
under the notice of the Board of Guardians, and there are hundreds of 
people in all parts of London who suffer dire privations im silence during 
the winter months, rather than mix with the habitual schnorrer” by 
applying to the premier charity for rehef. It 1s such cases that are best 
known to local workers on these societies, and my Committee -strictly 
investigate every case and relieve it on its merits. 

I think “ Tertium Quid” must have misread the notice in East End 
shop-windows that “ bread, meat and coal tickets may be sold,” for, as a 
resident in the East End for upwards of forty years, I have never seen 
notices displayed in shop-windows other than those implying that.” bread, 
meat and coal charity tickets are taken or received here.” 

“ Tertium Quid” may mean well by expounding his up-to-date scientifi 
methods of charity, but I fear if the Jewish public follow his advice many 
hundreds of poor families will suffer great ‘privations during the coming 
winter. J, therefore, trust that those charitably disposed will rally -to the 
support of those well-organised societies as they have done hitherto

RELIGIOUS SERVICES FOR THE YOUNG. 

Sir,—So heartily do I concur with all that Mr. N. 8S. Joseph has said 
in his able paper, read last week at the meeting of the members of the 
Jewish Religious Union, that I cannot refrain from expressing my sym- 
pathy and adding an earnest appeal that his valuable suggestions may 
speedily be put into action. Quoting Mr. Joseph, “ What are we to teach 
our children ?—a question that involves another—what are we to avoid 
teaching them ?”’—these words find a ready echo in the heart of many-a 
conscientious and perplexed parent. A Jewish mother will begin by 
instructing her little ones that the fundamental basis of true religion 
consists primarily in obeying the ten commandments; she will follow by 
instilling into them the elementary essentials and principles of Judaism. 
This, so far, is well, but later! The growing intellect, and expanding soul 
demand something more, something higher. The spiritual side of child- 
nature must be awakened by impressive and Inspiring services, couched in 
language—{be it Hebrew or English, or both combined)—entirely responseful 
to the youthful inner being; in soulful words that fall as dew upon the 
bosom of the flower. 

Home services are good and requisite: but they are not sufficient. 
Moreover, there is a force in numbers; they produce power and vitality. 
An assembly of children, meeting with one accord, for the sole purpose of 
uniting in worship, lifting up their voices in tuneful hymns and supplica- 
tions, 1s a potent factor, considerably adding to, and developing, spiritual 
intensity, the nature of which must leave an indelible impression through- 
out their future life. Again, bearing in mind the many disadvantages and 
difficulties with which our school-children and young people have to 
contend, together with the calamitous and heart-rending accounts, so 
graphically described in all newspapers, of our poor persecuted foreign 
coreligionists, it seems to me to be imperative that. omieh religious instrue- 
tion should include a general insight into the religion of the country in 
which they dwell. Mr. Joseph has struck the right key in advocating this. 
Fore-warned is fore-armed. Many and great are the temptations that beset 
the paths of our better educated class, equally as with the poor and ignorant, 
and unless Judaism attains a strong spiritual hold upon the mind and heart 
of our sons and daughters, in all stages of their upward growth, it will fall— 
it does fall—like a withered leaf from the tree. But the tree is not dead—on 
the contrary, its roots are as firmly planted as ever, and it only needs such 
brave earnest-minded thinkers and workers as Mr. Claude Montefiore and 
his supporters to vitalise it: Judaism will blossom forth and flourish then in 
full force. To further this end, I consider that the text-book of Mr. Joseph's 
suggestion would supply a very long-felt deficiency in the course of study 
hitherto pursued by Jewish teachers; this, with revised Bible-readings, 
suitable for children of tender years, and improved services of a highly 
spiritual nature, will do an incalculable amount of good in influencing our 
rising generation as to their sacred duty in reverencing and upholding their 
ancient religion.

THE RUSSIAN ATROCITIES. 


IMPORTANT DEBATE. 


The monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
held on Sunday at the Great Western Railway Hotel, There were present: 

Mr. Ciraupe G. Monrerore. President, in the Chair; the Chief Rabbi, the Haham, 
Mrs. Adler, Madame Otterbourg, Miss Laura Joseph, Lieut-Colonel Cecil Q.

The PRrestpENt welcomed Mr. Arthur M. Cohen and Mr. Harry R. Lewis, 
new members of the Council, from whose co-operation, he said, the Council 
hoped to receive great advantage. 

The Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected with the addition of 
Alderman I. Frankenburg (Manchester) on the Executive Committee. 

Mr.'L. S. M. Pyke was elected to fill a vacancy on the Council 

The Prestpent said: Before we pass to the financial statement it will 
he obvious to every member of the Council that reference must be made here 
to the terrible events which have happened in Russia, and the appalling 
outrages perpetrated on our brethren in that unhappy country. I do not 
think vou will require me to speak in any detail on the subject, nor to 
voice the horror and indignation with which these outrages have been 
received, not only by the Jewish communities in the world, but by prac- 
tically the whole of civilised humanity. But you will want to know as to 
the steps which have been taken to prevent, so far as one can ossibly do 
sO, anV repetition of these atrocities It was thought desirable that instant 
representations should be made at the English Foreign Office on the 
subject, and I put myself into iinmediate communication with Mr. Alex- 
ander to that effect. We were about to proceed to the Foreign Office, and 
were almost there, when we received information that the steps which we 
desired to bring about had already been achieved, and that, as you have 
seen, our Government had brought to bear all the influence it can towards 
the instant cessation of the atrocities and towards the prevention of their 
recurrence. So far as the English Government is concerned, all has been 
done that can be done in the matter, and, as*has been stated in the Jewish 
press, we have reason to believe that concurrently steps have been taken at 
the Foreign Offices of other countries of Europe. We can only trust that 
these representations may have some effect even amid the turmoil and hallt- 
anarchy which exists in Russia. As regards relief, a fund has been opened 
and an appeal has been issued signed by the heads of various bodies 
connected with foreign affairs—Sir Samuel Montagu, Mr. Alexander, and 
nivself. and by Lord Rothschild, as representing the whole Anglo-Jewish 
community. So far, a fairly satisfactory result has been brought about vy 
that appeal. One very interesting feature may be mentioned, viz., that 
there is hkely to be an international concurrence in the fmt beg of 


relief Money has been received, and will. be received, in ondon from 
America, for relief, and preconcerted arrangements will be made 
hetween Paris, Berlin, and London with the object of pre- 
venting overlapping, and what Dr. Adler calls “ underlapping” 


the danger of too much money being sent to big places, and, perhaps, not 
enough to small places. where the atrocities. if on a more limited scale, have 
been intenser t is, therefore, urgently to be hoped that all donations in 
England will flow through one channel, not, of course, to exalt the glory of 
that channel or increase its fund, but in order that the greatest good may 
be done with the money which is sent. (Hear, hear.) I express the hope 
that the separate Zionist fund which we read of in the papers may be sent 
in the same way to the one big fund, so that the money can do the greatest 
amount of good, and reach the real victims of these terrible massacres 
and atrocities. Of course, it is quite possible that a separate fund in one 
sense may be of advantage, because it may encourage small donations. to 
be sent, and we are as anxious to get small donations as large ones. but 
when these collections have been made I think it is of great advantage tnat 
they should pour into the central fund. I think it would be according to 
your wish that a strong resolution, both on the one hand of indignation, and 
on the other‘of sympathy, should be passed and put on record by 1e 
Council of this Association. I have drawn up such a resolution which 
expresses the feelings which move us all. I think it is desirable I should 
allude to one other matter which may very possibly be raised by some 
members of the Council, and is probably in the minds of almost all. That 
is the question as to whether there ought not to be a public meeting of 
protest in London with regard to these appalling events. That also was 
carefully considered by various persons who met at Lord Rothschild’s, and 
it was decided that on the whole it would be better there should not be a 
meeting at the present time. For one reason, one has to remember that the 
position of affairs in Russia is quite different from anything it has ever 
been before, and if we can say that the atrocities are far worse than at 
Kishineff and Homel, and on a greater scale, there is this one point which 
differentiates them for the better. When the Jews were massacred then, 
you had a completely passive Russia on the one hand, and the martyred 
Jews on the other. It is true that a few individual Christians among the 
Russians helped the Jews, but still the country was passive. But now you 
have a totally different situation. There is no doubt that these terrible 
atrocities are largely due to the political revolution through which Russia 
is passing, and we have the fact that Russian Jews and Russian 
Christians are struggling together for political and religious freedom. That 
is quite a new situation, and although we deplore, and properly deplore, 
and loudly condemn the instigation of those who have been responsible 
for law and order in producing these atrocities, nevertheless it is quite con- 
ceivable that a public meeting, organised by the leaders of the community 
here, at which inflammatory speeches might be delivered, might pos- 
sibly do more harm than good to the. people whom we are desirous 
of succouring. For these, and for other reasons, to which I will not further 
allude, it was thought better that there should not be such organised public 
meeting. You may, perhaps, desire to discuss the matter, but that was the 
conclusion at which we arrived. The following is the resolution which I 
ask you to pass: — 

The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association desire to put on public record 
their horror and grief at the detestable outrages recently committed upon the Jews in 
Russia. Not only men, but very many women and children, have been barbarously 
slain. thousands more have been wounded and tortured, rendered homeless and 
penniless. The Council cordially thank his Majesty’s Government for such influence 
as they have been able to bring to bear towards the repression of these atrocities and 
the prevention of their recurrence. The Council recognise that the victims of bar- 
barities which were permitted, and even instigated, by those who were resnonsible for 
order and law, have suffered in the cause of religious and political liberty. As the 
one ray of light on the darkness the Council gladiv acknowledge that many 
Christians aided the Jews. and suffered with them, and they trust that both to Jew 
and Christian alike the justice and freedom for which both are yearning may 
speedily arrive.

‘Very often immediate action is of 
upreme consequence, and one has to give way to another. Dr. Gaster uas 
.poken of rousing the public conscience of Kurope. The Chief Rabbi unas 
vd that certain individuals of very great influence. for whom we have the 


it -t regard, were of opinion that a public meeting was not desirable. 
lt may not be desirable that the so-called leaders of the Jewish community 
uld themselves publicly organise a demonstration. On that I have my 
private opinion. But it is another thing whether it is desirable that the 
whole Jewish community shall organise a demonstration, and none of us 
is the right to prevent them doing it. We have to remember that we live 
an age of democracy, and, apart from the fact that we are Jews, a great 
jwany of us are Englishmen, ordinary Englishmen with the. traditions of 
English procedure of many generations in our blood, and we are accustomed 
ty proceed in public matters on certain established principles which are not 
possible to those who are pariahs and victims of oppression. We cannot 
expect the Jews of Roumania to get up a vast demonstration, but in England. 
onevery occasion where ut people mn any part of the world is strugvling tor 
its rights of existence and liberty, the voice of England has been raised on 
their behalf. I have no hesitation in saying that if Mr. Gladstone were 
alive he himself would have made a tremendous outery which would have 
heen heard throughout Europe. I would call your attention to this fact: 
liussia, at this moment, is in a state of transition. and she is about to frame 
a new constitution. Everybody knows that when there is a change of con- 
Stilution, it 1s open to the other Powers to Say to this new Government 
‘We will recognise your new form of Government, but on our terms.” You 
will see that that was done in the seventies in France. The time will come 
when it will be within the right of England, France, Austria, and all the 
Powers to say to Russia: “If you wish to remain in the concert of Europe 
you must accept the principles of civilisation as we understand them, and 
you must treat your subject races properly, whether they be Jews, 
\rmenians. or any others.” That should be the aim of any political demon- 
stration. The Chief Rabbi has spoken of the Mansion House as if that is 
the only place where there could be a demonstration. I was behind the 
scenes in 1882, and in 1890, and I think it would not be advisable to hold a 
meeting in the city. Neither is it necessary to have a Mansion House fund 
We are raising a fund which is far more powerful than 
Mansion House fund. This fact gives us greater right 
freedom to hold such a demonstration as I, for 
be willing to support. There should be  demionstration 
by the leading Jewish communities of this country. The Anglo-Jewish 
Association, the Board of Deputies, the United Synagogue, and the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues should organise a large demonstration at the Albert Hall 
They should ask a prominent Christian to be in the Chair. Men like Lord 
Stanley of Alderley and the Bishop of Ripon would give every aid. We 
have passed the stage of secret negotiations in these matters. T think the 
time has arrived—and I no longer speak as a very young man—when this 
should be organised publicly. We should certainly invite the Archbishop 
of. Canterbury, and the Roman Catholic Church should be represented. Ail 
the leading Non-conformists should stand up for the sake of Christendom. 
(he meeting should be properly organised, and not by single individuals. 
For the reason already stated, there will be separate meetings, and inflam- 
matory things may be said by persons who do not understand diplomacy 
and politics; but if you have a properly organised demonstration you will 
only put up as the speakers public men who know what they are talking 
about. Of course, in any. case, you cannot prevent meetings. The Macca- 
beans have convened a special meeting to consider the subject on Wednes- 
day, and whatever you do you cannot stifle public opinion. It cannot be 
done in these days. I feel that over and above the question of the Jews. the 
unhappy victims themselves, we owe it to ourselves as men. The manhood 
of Israel is outraged. These unspeakable horrors committed on our sisters 
and infants revolt the manhood of Israel, and we are bound to protest. It 
ig not in human nature to sit silent, under no diplomatic considerations, 
however inconvenient to this minister or that minister. I think this is 
an occasion on which there should be perfect unanimity among our people, 
and I am more than anxious to prevent differences and squabbling as to 
details whether in regard to the fund or in regard to public policy. It 
ix of the utmost consequence that we should show a united front, because 
if we cannot be agreed upon the Jewish religion, yet upon the question of 
life and death we must be agreed. That is the issue at the present moment. 
And that is the very reason why I feel so strongly in favour of a pro- 
perly organised public demonstration so that there may be unity among our 
people. I intend to vote for the resolution. There is nothing in the resolu- 


a = any of us need object to, and I trust we shall be entirely united 
on it. 


Mr. Isaac SELiemMAN said: I quite agree with Mr. Simon and Dr. 
Gaster with reference to the inadvisabilit y of discouraging Jews to flee from 
that accursed country. Had I been at the meeting, I should have opposed 
that. But, however much TI sympathise with the feelings expressed, we 
must bear this one fact in mind, The situation is entirely different to what 
it has ever been before. It is a hopeful sign when the Russian Government 
can be got to issue a public manifesto in which they charge officials wtih 
having incited the outrages. That is a decided step in advance. When 
things have’ quieted down a judicial investigation will be held, and the 
authors of these outrages will be punished. We have never yet obtained 


any

from the Government an acknowledgment that its own officials have been 
inciting outrages. With regard to a public meeting I am one of those who 
think that such a gathering could not effect more than is being done at 
present. It is my firm conviction that M. Witte will do his utmost to allay 
the feelings of racial hatred. (Dr. Gaster: Massacres are being organised 
now in Moscow and St. Petersburg'). We can do no good by agitating. This 
movement is not only against the Jews, but against the intellectuals, anc 
where they were armed, as they were in Warsaw, where the Jews were also 
armed, nothing occurred. I was happy to contribute to arm the Bund in 
self-defence against these outrages. But I think that in the present cir- 
cumstances it is ngt advisable to call a public meeting which can do no 
good and may do harm 

Mr. Hermann Lanpav said: I rise with mixed feelings of sorrow and 
delight. The sorrow we all know; delight that the heads of our community 
have taken the right steps: I quite agree with others as to the meetings, 
but you must bear in mind that the position is this. Tne policemen, the 
judges, and, in fact, all the Russian officials have been in the habit of 
receiving so much from the Jews. And woe betide the Jew who should 
refuse to meet these demands. That is the case in Russia with all the 
officials. Through this the police have received a competence. But under 
the new régime, when they are not allowed to exploit the Jews, the police 
are striking to have their wages raised from 15 to 20 roubles. Poor Witte 
has a great task before him. What I should like pointed out to the Russian 
Government is that the Jews should be allowed to defend themselves 
against the hooligans. There is no greater coward than the hooligan, and he 
is only bold when he knows that he has bayonets at his back to support him. 
I should like to see the English Government using its influence with M. 
Witte to prevent the police from assisting the hooligans. I should like to see 
a distribution committee formed in Russia. It is impossible for Baron Gunz- 
burg to do work that would defy a Moses, and there may be small towns 
which are suffering the greatest misery of all. Sums, however considerable, 
can do but a very little to alleviate the horrible sufferings the Jews are 
undergoing. 1 have received five invitations to attend various protest 
meetings. I hope my Zionist friends will not try to make capital

Mr. Lanpau: With regard to a general meeting I do not approve of 
making a fuss, but I would favour a memorial service to which prominent 
Christians should be invited. IT think this would arouse the sympatines of 
our Christian neighbours more than meeting of protest 

The Curer Rass said it was proposed to hold a memorial service at 
the Great Synagogue on Sunday next, the 19th inst., at five o'clock. He had 
given instructions that similar services should be held all over the country 

Mr. JoserH PRAG sald There can be no obyes tion to the holding of a 
hesped, but that only deals with those who are dead, and we have to con- 
sider what can be done for those who are unfortunately lving im 
Russia. It has been questioned.whether any expression of opinion trom 
us. as Englishmen and Jews, can have any value. I think that the fears 
as to any disadvantage accruing to our people are only those created in our 
own. brains. It would be wrong for us to wait for our Christian brethren 
before we publicly express our horror and sympathy at the calamities which 
have come upon our people NO hari ever eame ol any protest. (on the 
last occasion there was a iull which lasted a long time before there was any 
recurrence of the outrages. And if we on this OCCASION record the CXpressloll 
of our sympathy it may possibly have some influence on the new system oft 
Government about to be inaugurated, and have the best effect in the interests 
of our brethren in Russia. 

Mr. Joserpnu Cowen said: The Chairman has expressed the hope that 
the money collected by the Zionist organisation may go through one 
channel. Ag far as I can say, after the sentence referred to in your appeal, 
we should not think of sending a penny of the money through the channel 
vou indicate. You have given a promise which you cannot carry out You 
have said that no part of the remittances shall be.used to facilitate emigra- 
tion to this country. Are the people to be asked to sign a paper promising 
not to come to this country , It is Too ridiculous that such conditions should 
be made. It is impossible to start with. It is an infamous barbarity. It 1s 
a brutal and cowardly thing to say that the people may not come to this 
country, people who stand in danger of being murdered and outraged. <A 
couple of years ago we had the abominations of Kishineff ,and the same 
miserable cowardice was shown in high Jewish circles. The people will be 
forced to go out of their way and take matters in their own hands. If you 
refuse to represent Jewish opinion some otber channel will have to represent 
it. I have just returned from France, and I saw Paris placarded with an 
* Appeal by the Friends of our Russian Allies,” signed by M. Pressense, anc 
M. Anatole France, who are going to have a meeting. A meeting is also 
to be held in Brussels. If they can hold thesé meetings in Belgium and 
France we can hold them here. Roumania allows these fleeing emigrants to 
come over its border. and we do not do so. What is it that 1s going on in 
Russie ? I had a conversation with M. Schloush, the son of the heroic rabbit 
who defended the money he had collected for widows and orphans. It has 
been reported that the Rabbi was killed, but the son has received a telegram 
to say that his parents are alive. He had received a letter from his brother 
who wrote that the soldiers and police went through the Jewish houses and 
disarmed the people, and then murdered them. Thus the arms which Mr 
Seligman helped to provide are taken away. It has been said that noisy 
protest meetings are useless. Why “noisy”? We are quite capable of 
holding a properly conducted meeting. But I have been to political meet- 
ings which have been very noisy, and the more “ noisy ” a meeting is, the 
more public attention is aroused. You may imagine the world is very full 
of these massacres. It is more interested in the winner of a horse-race, and 
a “noisy” protest meeting will help to call public attention to these deplor- 
able occurrences. The Paris correspondent of the Times says that 
the only thing to do was to rouse the public conscience of the world by 
means of demonstrations. Had it not been for the demonstrations _ in 
America the Kishineff atrocities might have been repeated sooner. The 
European conscience does not stand very high. We Jews are supposed to 
he the bearers of a moral code. Why should that code be only remem- 
bered on behalf of Tartars and Armenians? Of course your colourless 
resolution we can all accept. But it does not express our feelings as a 
meeting would. This Association is partly responsible for what has hap- 
pened in Russia. By its control of “JCA” funds it has been putting 
money into Russia against the will and ideas of Baron Hirsch.

It cannot be said 
that any of us are wanting in sympathy, or are actuated by motives of 
cowardice. I fully agree that I am lable to err, being only human. How- 
ever. T shall only be too glad to report these views. But we must act with 
unanimity. It would be impossible to get a meeting if prominent 
persons are opposed to the policy of holding such a meeting. That is all I 
can say on the present occasion. As to the resolution, I quite admit that 
it is somewhat colourless, but I think you would wish it to pass and 
to be given immediate pubhcity, 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. J. Prac formally moved, and Dr. GasterR seconded, a resolution 
recommending the holding of a public meeting. 

Mr. B. Kiscu said that the resolution was impolitic in view of the 
President's promise. 

Major HENRIQUES thought it would fortify the President in any action 
he might take. 

The PRESIDENT said it would not strengthen his hands, but might be 
a source of embarrassment.

The Financial Position of the Association. 


The PREsIDENT said that while, of course, the interests of the Russian 
Jews took the primary place, and he fully admitted that the generosity of 
English Jews should be first shown to them, he hoped that the Council 
would not forget the special interests of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
They were going to have a dinner on the 24th of January, 1906, and it was 
of great importance that an adequate sum should be collected. This was 
all the more necessary as they were appealing for three years, and conse- 
quently it would be very difficult to break faith with the community and 
ask them for money before those three years had elapsed, and if they did 
not get £8,000 he did not see what other course would be open to them. They 
would see how urgent it was that every member of the Council should do 
what he could. They had three excellent Honorary Secretaries—Mr. H. R. 
Lewis, Mr. David Singer, the son of their colleague, the Rev. S. Singer, and 
Mr. Richard Montagu, the son of the late Mr, omen Montagu. They had 
already met with some encouragement, but a great deal would have to be 
done before the time of the dinner. He entreated them to help to make the 
collection a success. He mentioned that their colleague, Sir Edward Stern, 
had sent a donation of £500 towards the appeal.

Alien Immigration Returns. 
IN THE NUMBER OF 


REDUCTION ARRIVALS. 


The monthly Board of Trade Return states that the number of aliens 
arriving from the Continent, whether in transit or not, at ports in the Uni‘ed 
Kingdom last month was 14,281, as against 15,663 in October last year a 
reduction of 4,582. In London, 2,561 arrived, as compared with 5,102 in 
October, 104— a diminution of 5,041. In the ten months of the present \ car 
the total number of aliens reaching the United Kingdom was 174.012. as 
against 161,970 in the corresponding period of last year--an increase of 1..''\?. 
As usual, the return reminds us that the above totals include aliens in 
transit, but the number of such aliens cannot be stated, as particulars on 
this point are not required by law to be furnished. At some ports, however, 
it is the usual practice to state on the Alien Lists the number of aliens 
known to be “en route to other countries.” The total number so described 
in October, 105, was 8,173, compared with 9,587 in October, 1904. In the ten 
months ending October, 1905, the number was 9,771, compared with 8#),5)/4 
in the ten months ending October, 1904. These figures, however. are incom- 
plete for the reasons stated, and many aliens not described in the Aliens 
Lists as “en route to other countries,” are, in fact, known by special inquiry 
to have been also in transit. The number of sailors included with the alicns 
not described in the Aliens Lists as en route to places out of the United 
Kingdom in October, 105, was 1,104 and 1,189 in October, 1904: in the ten 
months ending October, 1905, the number was 11,650, as against 10,700 in the 
same months of 11. 


Jews’ College Union Society. 


In order to celebrate the approaching jubilee of Jews’ College, the 
Committee of the Union Society propose to make a collection of the publica- 
tions of Past Students of the College. The books will be kept in a special 
library, known as the “ Union Library,” and will be the property of the Union 
Society. The collection, it is hoped, will form the nucleus of a library 
unique in the history of the Anglo-Jewish community, and will become a 
— memorial to the work of students of Jews’ College. Past students 
are invited to present copies, which should be signed, of all their published 
works of any description, whether in book or pamphlet form. The Union 
Society will undertake complete control of the library, and will see to the 
binding and preserving of all pamphlets. The Committee trust that this 
proposal will meet with a ready response, so that the collection may be 
complete and up to date before the end of 1905, and that past students wi! 
assist in making the library an adequate record of their literary activity by 
presenting copies of their future works whenever published. In this way 
permanent bond will be knit between students and their Alma Mater, and the 
result, it is hoped, will be an incentive to further endeavours on the part of 
all connected with the institution. The Committee are aware that many pst 
students have not neglected to forward to the College copies of books they 
have published, but these have become merged in the general libraries, and 
fail to serve the purpose for which the proposed “ Union Library” is 
intended, ll publications should be sent, as soon as possible, to the Hon. 
Secretary of the Union Society, Mr. Herbert J. Sandheim, Queen Square 
House, Guilford Street, London, W.C. The Contributions will be acknow- 
ledged in the next annual report of the Union Society. A Bibliography of 
any articles of interest that may be inaccessible will be welcomed, but it is 
hoped that this will only apply to articles not published separately.

The PREsIDENT said it had seemed to the Executive at the time of «..e 
ri strike in Russia that it was desirable to suspend the return to

ned, which had been extremely numerous since the conclusion of 

The Board were moved to that course by the existence of the rail- 

atr®e, and, of course, the recent events had accentuated this resolution. 

ey did not know at present how many were desirous of returning to 

Nussia, but there were certainly a large number who had recently applied 
The Treasuret’s Statement. 

Mr. A. E. FrRankKtuin, the Treasurer, stated that the Board’s income for 
he past nine months amounted to £15,754; for the same period last year it 
was £13,400, and for the previous year £11,793. A special effort had been 
made during the year by Mr. B. L. Cohen, by which the donations had 
been increased by £1,780, having amounted to £10,200, as compared with 
{7,660 for the nine months of last year. In every direction more money 
had been received from the public. On the other side, however, the Board 
had expended a greater amount than ever before. They had spent in direct 
relief during the past nine months, the sum of £16,530, as against £12,690 
in the same period last year, and (£10,199 in the year before. 
The items which showed the most serious increase were the Relief Com- 
iittee grants, which increased from £3,100 in 1903, and £4,300 in 1904, to 
£5100; while Temporary Allowances also increased during the:same periods 
trom £1,160 and £1,800 to £2,700; Medical Relef from £430 and £511 to 
LUG : Repatriation from £680 and £760 to £1,455, and Fixed Allowances from 
£3,670 and £4,020 to £4,900. There was thus in every direction an enormous 
increase of expenditure, and this was exclusive of expenditure of special 
funds and endowments... He found that the amount that would be‘ required 
during the next six months for direct relief was £6,121, while £900 would 
be wanted for administrative expenses. The total amount required for the 
vear for relief expenditure, in addition to the special. funds and endow- 
ments, would be £22,660; and the total expenditure other than that for 
relief would be £3,700, which included salaries and all other charges. Alto- 
vether they had received towards the required £26,360, the sum of £15,700: 
while during the ensuing three months the receipt of only £1,000 could 
be depended upon. There would thus be a deficit of £10,600; therefore, 
with the existing deficit of £4,500, the appeal that would be issued would 
have to ask for the sum of 18.500. as an absolute runimum to have suf- 
ficient balance to carry them on to the end of next March. In view of the 
enormous demands at present being made on the community to meet the 
demands caused by the Russian massacres, they had to face the fact that 
there was a possibility of their not receiving the amount they required. In 
the event of this contingency arising he gave notice that he would move a 
resolution at a later meeting asking for permission to sell out at least 
£10,000 worth of funded property securities. 

The Winter Appeal. 

The PRESIDENT said he was aware the present moment could not have 
been more unfavourable for the issue of an appeal,.whether on behalf of 
the Board or of any other institution. But the position Mr. Franklin had 
laid before them was one which seemed to brook searcely any delay. It 
had been his intention that his annual winter appeal should be sent to the 
Jewish press forthwith, but he now proposed that it be held over until the 
beginning of December. Much good work in the way of collecting funds 
had been done by the Canvassing Committee, but he thought a more direct 
or personal appeal from the members of the Board was necessary in the 
present emergency. That was the only Jewish charity where the collection, 
so far as it was undertaken by the governing body, was confined to the Presi- 
dent and one or two individuals. It was not possible to deal with the 
resent emergency on those lines. He proposed towards the beginning of 
ecember going through a list of the contributors and non-contributors to 
the Board, with a gentleman who had placed his services at his disposal, 
and who wished to remain anonymous, with a view to putting that extia 
pressure on the Board and on the community, which he understood was all 
that was necessary to bring in what was required. He was conscious tnat 
in the past too much had been left to him, which probably accounted in 
some degree for the extent of the present deficit. xmatater ) 

Mr B. L. Conen, M.P., said the question appealed to him very strongly, 
because he had occupied the position which Mr. Leonard Cohen now so 
ably filled, and he os had been confronted with constant deficits. He 
felt that the Hon. Officers of the Board received from some members a great 
deal more assistance than they had reason to expect, and from other 
members a great deal less. It seemed to him almost incredible, and cer- 
tainly disastrous, that when they were having an income for nine months 
of £16,000, they should require £18,500 or £20,000. If they only took a 
proportionate sum it would make the expenditure of the Board about 
£2,600. He did not recollect their expenditure ever reaching that sum 

before. He felt alarmed at the announcement by the Treasurer that he 
would be obliged to move a resolution urging the sale of some of their 
funded property. He believed he was voicing the sentiments of the com- 
munity ‘when he said that they did not desire that any of the funded pro- 
perty of the Board should be sold. That property had been built up by 
their ancestors, and it was not right for their descendants to destroy what 
had been so constructed. He thought the resources of the community were 
equal to the needs of the Board without their having to touch the funded 
property, and the community ought to recognise that the Board was in a 
position it had never been in before, and that it required greater efforts than 
were at present made on its behalf. 
The Aliens Act. : 
The PRESIDENT reported that Mr. Chalmers, the Chairman of the Aliens 


Act Committee, had invited him to diseuss with him the provisions of the 
Act, and had expressed on behalf of the Home Office the desire that it should 
be worked In amanner as little injurious as possible to the persons affected. 
With regard to the Immigration aad to be constituted tor the purpose of 
hearing appeals by immigrants, Mr. Chalmers had stated that a panel of 20 
would be instituted with a rota consisting of three persons to be selected. 
Mr. Chalmers had asked him to nominate three reel, pect out of the ZO for 
this purpose whose names would be submitted to the Home Secretary, and 
had invited any suggestions he (Mr. Cohen) might wish to make. In accord 
with the Executive Committee of the Board, he had, therefore, made 
various suggestions of an administrative character, and, so far as he knew, 
they were under the consideration of the Aliens Act Committee He had 
told Mr. Chalmers tat he thought it desirable that a draft of the rules which 
were to be drawn up under the Act should be submitted to him in case he 
had any further suggestions to make. He moved the submission to the 
Aliens Act Committee of the names of Mr. C. Stettauer, Mr. H. R. Levinsohn 
and himself—himeelf not to serve more than the first four months, and 
reserving to himself the right of nominating another gentleman in his place 
at the expiration of that time 

Mr. B. L. Cowen, in seconding the motion, said he was speaking with 
knowledge of the intentions of the Home Secretary himself as well as of 
those of Mr. Chalmers, when he said that it was the desire of the Home 
Office to carry out the Aliens Act, not only with as little friction as possible, 
but with every possible facility for the immigrants who arrived in this 
country. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. N. S. Joseru expressed the opinion that the suggested arrange- 
ment between the Board and the Home Office was an unholy alliance. It 
seemed to him that they were subscribing to what the community regarded 
as an iniquitous Act. He regarded the proportion of 3 out of 20 unfairly 
small, for it was quite conceivable that the appeal of a Russian Jew might 
be considered by a rota in which not one of the three Jewish members would 
be called, and the appellant’s case might thus be heard by three persons 
ignorant of his language. 

The Prestpent observed that the Bill would be administered with 
benevolent intentions towards the persons affected by it. (Hear, hear.) 
And yet, he said, Mr. Joseph stigmatised it as an unholy alliance’ 

After some discussion between Mr. Josepn and the PREsIpDENT, Mr. 
Joseru moved that the panel be not elected. 

The PRESIDENT, however, ruled the motion out of order, as being a 
direct negative and not an amendment 

Mr. Josepn then moved that the question be adiourned until the Home 
Office regulations were issued, as he understood that the President had not 
stipulated for the presence of an interpreter to aid appellants 

Mr. STUART SAMUEL seconded the motion 

Mr. B. L. Conen earnestly appealed to the Board to support the 
President's resolution in the interests of the Jewish community. He nad 
no doubt as to what would be the spirit and intention which would guide 
the Home Office in this matter, but if there were to be any resistance on 
their part, or failure to co-operate with the Home Office in the action he 
knew the latter desired to take in connection with the Act,, he considered 
they could not do anything more likely to create friction and arouse pre- 
judice against their poor clients. He, therefore, hoped the Board would, by 
an overwhelming majority, support the attitude that had been wisely taken 
by the President (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Oscar SELINGER expressed the opinion that the Board ought to pass 
the President's resolution in order to show that they had confidence in the 
manner in which the Government proposed to carry out the Act 

Mr. C. SrertTauer remarked that in passing the resolution they were 
not expressing any opinion whatever as to the Bill itself, as the President 
had, indeed, stated. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN also supported the resolution, and. recognised the 
endeavours of the Government to mitigate as far as possible any severity 
that might be shown to the immigrants. 

Mr. H. Comor also. supported the resolution 

Mr. Joseph's motion was then put and lost, the mover only voting in 
its favour. The President's resolution was carried 

The Visiting Committee. 

The PresipENT reported the receipt of a letter from the Chairman of 
the Visitation Committee calling attention ‘to the dearth of Visitors, a 
matter which had been a subject of great anxiety for the Hon. Officers of 
the Board for some time. Unfortunately, they could not always count upon 
the services of many of their Visitors, and it was desirable that fresh 
workers should be secured. 

Mr. C. StrerTraver suggested the elimination from the Committee of 
the names of those negligent Visitors who failed to do the work that was 
required of them. 

Mr. J. M. Ansevt and Mr. N.S. Joseru spoke to the same effect 

Mr. H. Myer appealed for the acquisition of new Visiting Guardians 
for the same reasons which created the demand for new Visitors. 

Miss Hannan Hyam was of opinion that steps should be taken to 
interest likely persons in the work of Visitation, and that Visitors were 
useless without having had previous training. 

The PrestpENT agreed with Miss Hyams’s remarks, although he was of 
opinion that it would be a difficult task to interest. people in the work of 
the Visitation Committee. He also shared the view that the names of those 
members of the Committee who were of no service should be struck off.

FRANCE, 

Our Paris correspondent writing on Monday, says :—The Senate is at 
present discussing the Bill for the separation of Church and State which has 
already passed the Chamber of Deputies. The Central Consistory of Jews in 
France has decided to submit to the Senate through the medium of the 
Minister of Justice the grievances of French Jews and to set forth in a 
memorandum the way in which their interests will suffer, laying special 
stress on the fact that there is danger of several congregations ceasing to 
exist ifthe Bill should become law as it stands, and that the indemnities to 
be granted to ministers of religion in consequence of the suppression of their 
salaries have not been calculated on a just basis as far as Kabbis are con- 
cerned. I have already pointed out that the indemnity accorded to ministers 
in communities of less than 1,000 inhabitants will be continued for eight 
years. But the majority of Jewish communities, although they are to be found 
in the large towns, comprise less than 1,10 souls. Nevertheless Rabbis will 
only receive an indemnity for four years. This is a flagrant injustice.
